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Son Mnley Abdelmeleck^* whom he had 
formerly made Governor of the Kingdom 
of Sus, and who was indeed eider than 
Muley Hamet by two Years ; but his 
Mother was not fo much in favour with 
the Emperor. 

MVLET Abdelmeleck had for fe- 
veral Years pall lived in a State of Inde- 
pendency, and in the Year 17 18, refilled 
to pay his Father the cuftomary Taxes, 
and was then looked upon to be in a 
State of Rebellion ; however, the Affair 
was compromifed by the Interceflion of 
Ibme of their Saints^ and things did not 
come to Extremities : neverthelefs, it is 
thought this Behaviour io far diigufted 
Old Muley, that it very much contributed 
towards altering the Succeffion. Yet 
the old Emperor was {q great a Dif- 
ftmbler, that he never declared it, until he 
found he could not draw Muley Abdel- 
meleck to Court ; tho he invited him with 
Pretences to fettle him as his Succeflor. 
Muley Abdelmeleck always anfwered his 
Father in Terms of great Refped, but 
ever found means to excufe hiinfelf from 
going to Court : but being at laft urged 
very home, he wrote to his Father, that 
he hoped God would continue his Life 
many Years, \vhich he prayed for : But 

that 
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that he dared not truft himlelf at Alequt- 
nez^ whore it was poffible every one 
about his Majdfty might not wiih him io 
wc\{ as his Majody aid ; but allured his 
F*adier t>f his Fidelity and Obedience, and 
that be nevCT defigned to difturt) the latter 
part of his Majefty^ Days with War, as 
had been tal(ly infmuated : But that when 
it Ihould pleaie God to take his Majefty 
to himfdf, he fhouid then affert the 
Right of his Biith in cafe any one fhould 
diipme it. 

NOW whether old Muky did Bor, la 
the latter part of his Days, incline to 
draw his Swotx3 againlt his own Son, or rai(e 
a Civil War, when all was quiet, and hi 
not able to undergo the Fatigues of it 
himfeir : Or whether he thought Tending 
miy Forces againft his Son would figttiiy 
Ikdc, becauie the Country he was pof- 
(^iled of was (b moudtainous, and full of 
Poifl^ that the Horfe could not adl ; in 
which confifted the chief Strength of the 
Old Emperon Whatever were his Rea- 
(bos^ he contented himfelf with theft Excu- 
fes, and did not difiiffb his Son, nor he his 
Father, to tbe Day of the old Emperor^ 
Death. 

Bft P£OPL£ 
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PEOPLE may wonder why Muky 
IJhmael fhoxAdi give the Preference to a 
younger Son, efpecially one who gave fo 
many Proofs of his Druhkennds and 
Cruelty. Some think it was owing to the 
extraordinary Love he had for his Mo- 
ther, (as I faid Before) to whom it is faid, 
he had often fwore one of her Spns fhould 
fucceed him : Others impute it to the 
vicious and dif^olutc Life .MuJeji.Hapiet 
led, the old Emperor thinking . it .would 
make his own Reign appear more glorious, 
and his Memory dearer to the People. 
However it was, the Emperor named 
Mtiley Hamet his Succeffor before his 
Death. > ^ / ^ / > -: 

THE Old Emperor died of a Morti- 
fication in the lower part of his Belly, in 
extreme old Age, his Diftemper prevent- 
ing him from Riding as ufual ; which was 
a great Grief to him, and was what had 
preferved him for many Years, (with the 
Temperance of his Life) for it is faid of 
him that (the Ufe of Women excepted) 
he was as temperate as any Man in his 
Kingdoms, and a ftrid Obferver of the 
fuperftitious part of his Religion, which 
was what had iupported him in the mod ab- 
folute Tyranny ever any Man cxcrcifedfor 

fo 
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fo many Years. His Diftemper towards his 
latter Eod became Co naufeous, that no one 
could bear the Room where he lay, not- 
withftanding all the Art of Perfumes, S?r. 
He was ever confiilting Phyficians before 
his Death,] /or. the Moors never believe 
any Diftemper, incurable, and have more 
faith in Phyfick than any People in the 
World ; ' and, no one /dared to undeceive 
him. . He was found dead, - without any 
one being in his Room when he expired. 

THE following Account of Muley 
Iflymael's Death was fcnt from Mequinez March, 
to Tetuan^ in the beginning of Marchy^i-?* 

1727. 

THE Great Emperor Muley IfinaeK 
during his lUnefs, foreieeing his Death, 
gave Orders to his Chief Eunuch to con- 
ceal it for^ fbme time, for fear of Infiir- 
redions in the City, until Muky Hamefs 
Intereft was fuificiently eftabhfhed, and 
his Enemies fecured. All agree it was 
conceal'd two Months, and the monthly 
Prefents were received from the Alcaides 
as uiual : But the People who fufpedcd 
fbmething, not having feen the Emperor 
for. fbme time, began to murmur, and 
gather about the Palace, in a very tumul- 
tpous Manner, defiring to fee their King.

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At laft it was faidtbe King was FCCQverecf, 
ai>d a I>ay was appoiMed' ik>t his Ma}e*

Immediately after this, Muley Ijh^ 
tnael^s Death was proclaimed, and

diately commanded by the Palace, \i\\tttf^re hu 
all the Cannon arc kept, and for fear of ^''''^' 
being plunder'd by the Blacks was ob* 
liged readily to fubmit. 

BUT when they fent to Fez for their 
confent, commanding them to fend De- 
puties to come and acknowlecfce the new 
King; the People of Fez defired a few 
Days to confider of it, pretending their 
Grief for the Death of the late King was 
fo great, and the Surprize fo extraordinary, 
it required fbme time to recoiled them- 
felves, but indeed to fee how this Change 
would affe6k the reft of the Kingdom. 

THE firft General A<a of the new 
King's Reign feemed popular enough; for 
he cauled it to be proclaimed every where, 
that he intended to take no more from 
the People than what the Law of Mah-tj.B. But 
met allows, which is the Tenths: and^"^"»'- 
alfb continued all former Governors 'iti*not hep to 
Employment, having firft put fome iprin- this Ung. 
cipal Men to Death, and plunder'd others 
who had fent for Muley Abdelmeleck\

of jF(f;s, . who,.are all Whites, and chiefly 
of the Race of Renegado Jews. 

B U T it was no fooner known thro'out 
the Land that the old Emperor was. dead, 
and Muley Hamet proclaimed, j whom, all 
People detefted for his yicipusjLife, and 
more particularly for his Partiality to his 
NegroeS; who were the only Partakers of 
his Debaucheries, Power and Wealth; 
than the whole Country rpfe^ up in Arms ; 
ibme, and that the greatefl: Nuinbcr, with 
no^other Intention but to plunder their 
Neighbours, and, revenge themfelYCS of 
their Enemies : The People of Fez firft 
began by murdering their Governor, and 
about eighty of his Followers ; to re» 
venge themfelves of the Cruelty and Op- 
preflion wherewith he had governed them 
for-many Years.

THE People of 7J?/«^», and the Pro* 
vince under Bajhaw Hamet ^ generally 
take their Meafures from thofe of Fez^

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by reafon of their great Trade and Inter- 
courfe together, 

THE People of the MouDtains about 
Tetuan were the firft who took up Arms 
againft Bajhaw Humet. their Governor, 
under the Command oiBoUife, a Man of 
great Power and Intereft in the Mountains, 
of an antient ^;v^4f/r^^;sr Family, a bold 
Man, and one who had greatly refented 
ihp Bajhaw^s having taxed him too fe- 
verely« » // . .'. - r . . 

H E held a perfed good Intelligence 
with the chief People of Tetuan, who 
he knew would rile up in Arms againft 
the Bafhaw^ as fbon as he fhould offer to 
march out of Town againft him. 

THE firft Ad the Mountaineers did, 
was falling upon t^e Reefeens^ a People 
of the Country where the Bajhaw was 
born, and where all his Tenants, Kindred 
or Friends, live (ibmething like the 
Clans in Scotland:) they plundered them 
of all they could meet with, as Cattle, 
Horfes, @r. and killed all that oppofed 
them. The Bajhaw ^ who commands a 
Province almoft as large as the Kingdom 
of Tortugal^ and whofe Father and he 
bad governed it in peace for many Years, 

was 
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was {urprized at this bold Actempt, and 
rcfolved to revenge it. He asked the 
People of Tetuan if they would march 
out to punifli the Rebels ; but they ex- 
cufed thenrfelyes, pretending that in their 
Abfence the Mountaineers might come 
and plunder their Town. 

UPON this the Bajhaw railed the 
Blockade of Ceuta to make ufe of thofc 
Troops, but moft of them difappointcd 
him. And now I fpeak of thisBlockade, 

;ive me leave to make a fmali Digrei^ 

[ion. 

THE Blockade of Ceuta confifted of 
between ± and 5000 Men drawn from 
the ncighoouring Country, and relieved 
every Month. This was a great Grie- 
vance to the People, becauTe all that 
time they were obliged to find themfelves 
as well in Ammunition as Provtfions, and 
their Taxes were not in the leaft abated 
for this Service. Befides the Country 
People, the Bajhaw bad between 3 and 
400 Blacks of the King's, whom he was 
obliged to maintain at his own Expence ; 
and thefe ferved as a Body Guard, and 
to keep the others io fubjedion- 

THIS 
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THIS Caom being raifed, the People 
difpcvied themfelTes, very few cootinaing 
wirh the Bafi)aWy except the Negroes : 
however, with the AHiftaoce of five hun- 
dred Men, mod Horfe, hrcnght him from 
Tangier by his Brother, who was Go- 
vernor there, and kept that Town in his 
IrKereft, he was able to take the Field 

THE jff<^^^m^'s Brother was attacked ji£fr^i& 19. 
m his March from Tangier by the Rebels, 
who ki)kd him twenty five Men, and 
wounded him in the Leg with a Spear, 
which went quite thro' and ftuck into 
the Horfc*s Belly. 

BEFORE the Bafhaw took the Field 
to puffiie the Rebels, he conftitutcd his 
Brother Governor of Tetuan, and left the 
Negroes with him to fecure the Town in 
their Obedience. Yet the People ihewed 
very little Rdped; to the Governor's 
Orders in the Bajha^s AbferKic : But 
inftead of that, caufed it to be pro- 
claimed in the Town, that all the Ree^ 
feens f^ovXA depart the Town by fuch 
a tinie, on pain of being treated as E- 
ncmies. 

THE 
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THE Gp^etnor fending: to :h4ve the 
Cryer .appr,ehended, a Fray enfqed, by. 
which jthp .Qovcrnor and his Party; w.ere 
obliged . fo 1 fly to the Bajhaw's Great; 
Home in, the Town, which they pretepded. 
to garifon :. but the Townfinen bein^ like- 
ly to pofTeis themfelves of the Governor's 
Powder/, he ordered ^ the Hpufe it was ia 
to be blown up, which deftroyed above 
60 of the Townjhaien, and fliook the whole 
Town in a terrible manner. During the 
Coofternation the Governor fled to a 
Saint^s Houfe with -his Family, and fopn 
after joined. his Brother the Bajjoaw at 
Tangier y and left the Tetuanners to them-: 
lelves ; who immediately deftroyed the 
Bajhaw's fine Houfe and Gardens in Town, 
as the Mountaineers had before done his 
Pleafure- houfe and Gardens in the Country. 
During all thefe Tranfa<%ions, the. People 
of Tetuan did not declarq againft Muley 
Hamet rDahebbyy ^ button the -contrary 
proclaimed him Emperor according to the 
Mefllengers fent to them for that purppfe ; 
and pretended their Refentment ,was only 
perfonalJy ^2,zm% i^tBaJ^aw, who had 
caufed them to build him Houfes and Gar* 
dens fit for a King, and had neither paid 
the Labourers for their Work, or People 
for the Materials. They drew up Articles

aad Prefents* 

ABOUT this time, the Emperor Note,«Am 
endeavour'd to reconcile the Tetnan\^^^ 
Deputies to the Bajhaw^ aod Articles offeror i 
Reconciliation were drawn up, but when«''5"^'' 
the Bajhaw read them, lie refuied to^''"^'^* 
fign them : io both Parties retired from 
Court ; the T^tuam Deputies into Fejz^ 
aud the Bajhaw returned to Tangier. 

THE Pbople of Fez> notwithdanding 
they had MIfd their Governor, and leiz*d 
the two Caftles above the Town, which 
were held by the Kmg's Blacks, yet open- 
ed their Gates, and lent Deputies to Me^ 
Smez to treat with the King, fo that 
ings ieemed to look towards Peace. 
But in the mean time they thought of 
nothing lefs ; but took that opportunity 
to fumilh tbemfelves with Provifions for

The Court at Mequinez were not 
iu a condition to give due Attention to the 
AfFairs of Fez^ oxTetuan; and therefore 
wereobliged to let thenrdo as they^pleafed: 
The main* bufinefs being to/ obferve; the 
Motions of the Rival Brother, ' who was 
moft feared. * As . for ; the People of Feai 
and Tetmn^ the Court endeavoured to 
palhate with them as much as podible; 
June z (J. aqd therefore the. 26^^ of June came 
Advice that Bollife was appointed Bajhaw 
of Tetuan, and one Taiz; a Smith, Cover*- 
nor, an adive Enemy againft the Bajhaw^ 
and whom the Town had chofe for that 
End Governor, during the time - of their 
popular Tumults. : But whether : this Ac- 
count was ' only . contrived to amufe'for 
a time ; ic is certain neither of them 
.«ver had any fuch lAppointinent from 
the King : .Taiz indeed ad:ed as Nominal 
Governor with a Divan, rwho'onlyj ufed 
Jiim as their Tool ; but i:^(^7/J/^. 'never 
aiSed in .any *luch : Authority as Ba/haw;

But it was thought Bajhaw Hamet had 
private Orders from the Court, to re- 
poflels hitnfdif of his Goyernment, when 
either his awn Strength, or the Times, 
would give him leave. 

DURIN0 thefe Traiifadions, feyc- 
ral Skirmiihes happened betwixt the old 
Bajhaw and the Mountaineers, both in 
his ^ing up to Mequinez and in his Re« 
torn, in which he generally had the 
Advantage^ by reaibn his People were 
better armed^ and had always with them 
good Horie. Tl^e Diviilons among the 
Moars were a great Advantage to out 
Garilbn of Gibraltar^ during the Siege, 
both Parties indnftrtoufly^ courting out 
Fnendihip ; and my Loid Tortmore^ the 
Admiral, and Brigadier Clayton^ made 
their proper Ufes of it, obliging both 
Parties with a pretty equal Hand : but 
the Tetuanners were the moft capaWe 
of ftrving us ; for from thence we bad 
all our Fafcines, Gabions, Pickets, Brulh 
fsxt cleantng otir Ships, Provifions, and 
mamy other Neceflaries, which could not 
have been had without them, nearer thaa 

C Oran^ 
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Oran^ in the Kingdom of Algier^ or Tor* 
tugal. How far pradicable it would have 
been, and what Expence to the Nation,r 
to have been furnifhed at that Diftance, 
I leave the Reader to judge* 

ALL this while out Advices from 
Barbary were as different, as the diffe- 
rent Places they came from had different 
tjniy 8. Interefts. But the 8 th of July Advices 
came to Tetuan from Fexj^ that Muley 
Abdelmeleck had routed the Army com* 
manded by Muley Ally^ the Emperor^s 
Brother by the fame Mother. It is faid 
this Defeat was chiefly owing to the Cow- 
ardice and ill Condo(3: of the General, 
Mu'ley Ally : However it was, he fled, 
and was in great Diigrace with his Bro- 
ther when he returned to Mequinez^ in- 
fomuch that he was forbid the Court, 
and confined to his own Houfe. The 
Negroes fuffered very much in this Battle^ 
and Muley Abdelmeleck ordered no Quar- 
ter fhould be given thofe Who fell into 
his Hands ; at the fame time declaring he 
would fuffer no Negroes about him, when 
he ihould get ppfTemon of the Empire. 

THIS piece of ill Condudl: very much 
(Irengthned his Brother, by uniting the 
Negroes to the Emperor, who finding 

they 
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diey had no other Interell, were rcfolved 
to iland by the King ; and had not Muley 
Hornet been {o great a Sot that there 
was no depending upon him, it's very 
poifibie the Blacks alone could have fup- 
ported his Government againft all other 
Powers, they being much the beft Sol- 
diers in this Country, and ufe their 
Arms and Horfes with great Dexterity. 

• 

THIS Vidory gave Ahdelmekck pot 
ftflion of the large and famous City and 
Country of Morocco^ and put the Empe- 
ror's Friends into a great Confternation at 
Court. Muley Abdelmeleck wrote to the 
People of Fez^ to encourage them ; and 
they once more broke their Conditions 
with the King, and declared for him : and 
indeed except the Negroes, who did not 
take much offence at Muky Hamefs dif- 
iblute Life, by reafon it was mod agree- 
able to their own, the whole Body of 
the People thro' the Country were 
againft him. Thefe Diftradions among ^^ ^^^ 
the Moors were of fome Service to the ^vi^^w* 
Chriftians; for during this time the G?r- ^^»'^ ^' 
fair J of Sallee were laid up, their Guns ^yj/^^Ma- 
taken out, and planted i^on the Walls : hometan 
for Mequinez and Salke were the only 2t%- 
Tbwns the Emperor had any intire Com* hUs Wmu 
niand over, and that was owing to the 
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large Garifon of Negroes who always 
refide in the Caftle oiSallee. Tillet, the 
French Merchant, who turned Renegade 
in old Muley IJhmaers time, and was by 
him made .Governor of the Town and 
For; oiSallee^ was tnrned out, and the 
Alcaides^ Menino and Morino^ put in, 
who were thought to favom: the Negroes : 
They were alfo thought great Enemies to 
the Englijh. But Tilkt being a very 
artful Man, and one who never ftuck at 
any Price to purchafe Power, made a 
fhift by Prefents to get re-inftated in the 
Port of Salleey but not the Town : and 
he has always ihewed himfelf a great 
Friend to the Englijh^ having ferved for^ 
merly under King William^ in the Wars 
of Ireland: he %eaks our Language 
very well. 

THE Negroes, full of Refentmetic 
for their lad Difgrace, prepared to take 
the Field, and a laige Body of Horfe 
were fent under the Command of Alcalde 
Hamet Tarrffa^ an old experienced Offi- 
cer among them, and one who was re- 
markable for Stratagems, which were beft 
and moft wanted, as he was obliged to 
ad in an inclofed Country, much to his 
Diiadvantage* 
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, I SHALL leave thele PreparatiODS for 
War, and recura to AiSairs nearer home. 
In May^ Bajhaw Hamet knowing how 
much it would advantage his Afiairs, and 
bow needy and craving the Courtiers and 
Women are at Mequinesi^ procured a 
Letter from the Emperor to Conful 
Rujfeh as follows.

Ben Abdalla, has fent us News of you y and is the '

the Emperor does not call Aboggly his 
Embaflador or Servant, nor does his Name 
feem to be known at Court ;) and of your 
Arriv(il at Gibraltar. 

ANT> that you are come to renew the 
^eace and Unity between the Moots and 
the Engliih, as it was in the Life of our 

C 3 Father^ 
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Father^ whofe Soul is in TParadife. And 
we would have you come to our frefince^ 
thr& the Hands of Baihaw Hamec Ben 
Aly, Ben Abdalla, with fafe QonduH for 
you and your Attendants. As you Englifh 
natural^ love our Moors, you will meet 
with nothing but what will fleafe you ; 
and you will be with us as you was with 
our Father of Glorious Memory^ and 
fnore^ if God fhallfleafe ; for we are not 
infenfible of your Affection to us. ¥eace 
be to the Believers.

BUT to ihew the Reader how di- 
ftraded the Court was at this Time at 
MequineZy and indeed how little their 
Letters, fair Words, or Promifes are to 
be depended upon, any more than as it 
faits their immediate Intereft, I fhall give 
you the Tranflation of another Letter, 
received at Tetuan, in the middle of* 
July following ; direded to the Englijh 
Conful in Tetuan^ and the Chriftian Mer- 
chants refiding there.

B U T at Mequine& we came to know 
this great Commiflion was purchafed ^^ ja,^^^^ 
500 Gold Ducats, given a favourite Wo-/, sterling, 
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iqan : and as for the Stile and Title of 
Uncle, it is a common Form ; old Jkf^- 
ley calling all the Lydyres his Kelotions/ 
becaufe it was by their means he firft made 
his Conqueft* They are the People of the 
Province where old Muley was born, and 
ever after he mach'^diftingaiifaed them ; as 
docs the prefent Emperor. They are a 
Race of Mulattoes. 

CE^TA^ during thefe Troubles, was 
fupplyed by the Country People, who 
fettled a Trade and Boundaries with the 
parifbn. They did not o^r to make 
Inroads into the Country, as might have 
been expeded ; knowing they could get 
iQothing by it but a few Cattle, and mufl: 
have loft iome People, which made it not 
Worth while, fince they could have themi 
fo cheap, and in iiich plenty by Trade;, 
which was of more Advant^e to them 
than robbing a few poor Famiers. 

BEFORE the New Bajham arrived, 
the Tetuatmers had changed their Gover- 
jpors, and Form of Government, as often 
as their Fears and Jealoufies created new 
i)iftruft of one another* However, for 
fear of the worft, they all agreed to fortify 
the Town after their Manner, but to little 
purpofe, as the Reader will hear hereafter. 

THE 
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THE NewBaJhawjibdelmeteckBus-^^* 
fra^ having (byed iome rime at Aleazar^ 
mdAlgezany diftributiog his SQb*govemors 
to their Commands, in the latter End of 
Ju/ji arrived in Tetua» ; he came in private, 
for fear of being met by the Partizans of 
Bajhaw Hornet. 

THE Tetuanners feemed overjoyed 
to receive their New Bajhaw^ thinking 
he was a good Cover to their Ai^ons^ 
and that they ihould be able to do as they 
plea&d, notwichftanding his Power : The 
firft publick thing the New Ba/haw did^ 
was to view their new Fortifications 
without the Town, which he difai^roved 
of with a good deal of Juc^ment ; and 
prderM them to be difconttnned : but the 
Smith, Taisi^ whom the Town had chofe 
to ad as Governor under the Bafifow^ 
refufed to obey the Bajhaw in that Partis 
culan The Bajhaw order'd him to be 
leiz'd and hang'd, Bajhaw like, but he 
found no body to obey him ; and he 
was fbon given to underftand, that if he 
did not think fit to govern by their Ad* 
vice, he might go from whence he came*"^

The Bajhaw ever afterwards concraced 
bimfelf CO go their Pace, aod they allow'd 
him an honourable Sabfifteoce. 

- • 
Augiifti5. jfVGVST the 23- O.J*. Arrived at 
Tetudn, Hadge * Abdelender Teresi^ the 
lad EmbafTador bat one in England : He 
was lent by the Courtiers firoxti Mequmez^ 
who long'd to be fingering the Prefents 
that jibaggly and Mr* Ruffel had brought 
from England \ and finding they were not. 
come over, or could not be prevailed 
upon, either by Letters or Promifes from 
the Bajhaw^ to come over to Tetuan or 
Tangier^ they imagined that Terez,^ who 
had been in England^ and was known to 
the Admiral and feveral others, would be 
able to effeiS: what could not be done by 
Letters* Accordingly he was furniihed 
with Letters from the Emperor to the 
Lord ^ortmorcy and the Admiral ; and 
what added to his Credit and Reception 
was, that fome time before Teresa's Arri- 
val, we received repeated Advices of a 
Battle fought near the Morocco's^ between 
jibdebneleck, and the King's General^ 
Hamet Tariffa : It leeras this old wary 
Warrior had by a Stratagem divided the 
Forces of Abdelmeleck by feeming to di- 
vide his own, and cauied Deferters to

inform 
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mfof m Abdehmehck of it ; but in thd 
Night he joined his Army at a particolar 
!l^endezvouz, and fell upon the Prince, who 
had before parted with great- part of his 
Forces. Muky Jbdehneleck in the Aiftion 
behaved wonderfdly, and received three 
Wounds, but none proved MortaL He 
retired to Morocco^ and it was given out 
he was kilPd : But this Accident to ruined 
his Afiairs, he was obliged to quit Mo^ 
rocco and retire farther into the Country* 
This Defeat of Muley Ahdelmeleck^ and 
what was worfe his being wounded, and 
by that means not able to keep the Field, 
wonderfully raifed the Negroes, and the 
King^s Party ; and now the Court of 
Mequinez began to talk bigger, and to 
repreient Abdebnekck as very insignificant ; 
they gave out he had neither Horfe, Pow- 
der, Arms, nor Money, any way fufficient 
to contend with his Brother the Emperor. 

THE People of Fe^ likewife b^an 
now to hearken to Overtures of Peace, 
not out of Afiedion to the prefent King» 
or his drunken Crew about him; but 
out of Fear left the King, havii^ no 
other Enemies, fhould be too much 
for them; and accordii^ly they made 
the King a large Prefent, and promifed 
more, but (till kept pofTeflion of their 
own Town and CafUes, but admitted of 

Trade 
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Trade as ufual. But as Muley Abdelmeleck 
was not killM, as bad been given out, and 
a great part of bis Army remained tntire ; 
(tho they retired, upon his being wounded^ 
into the Mountains) the Emperor could 
not draw ofTbis Army from the Frontiers, 
to force the People of Fez to any other 
Terms than what they pleafed to ofler 
themfelves. 

T H B bed: part of the Month of Au^ 
gujt Sir Charles Wager lay with his Fleet 
in Tangier Bay, to refrefh the Seamen 
with Greens, frefii Provifions, ^c. which 
they very much ftood in need of. The 
Bajhaw took this as a great Mark of the 
Admiral's Favour, and faluted the Admiral 
with 44 Guns, being all the Guns they 
dared to fire. The Bajhaw did not fpare 
for Civilities in their way, to oblige the 
Admiral and Fleer, it being very much for 
bis Interefl as well as his Credit. The 
Admiral (laying lb long at Tangier^ gave 
theTVrivjir^^nr a DifTatisfadion, they com* 
plaining of Partiality ; but upon being in* 
£>rmed that Tangier Bay was much more 
convenient than Tetuan^ and that a Fleet 
could not conveniently nor fafely lie in 
the latter, with an Eafterly Wind, they 
feemed ^tisfied. 

ALL 
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ALL this time thfn2S were very quiec 
between the two Bafibaws ; the Moun- 
taineers robbed in fmall Parties, but did 
not appear in any formidable manner, and 
were lometimes met by Bajhaw Hamefs 
People^ and punilhed accordingly. 

WHILE our Fleet lay in Tangier^ 
the Admiral gave a fplendid Entertain* 
ment to the Bajhaw, his Brothers, and 
principal People. The Bajhaw himfeif is 
a very teDq)erate Man, drinks nothing but 
Water, and behaved very decently, but 
feveral of his Attendants behaved in quite 
another manner. 

IN f eturo, the Bafhaw gave a Dinner 
to the Admiral, and his Company, a U 
Barbarifio^ and invited the Adnjiral, ^o. 
to Bear-hunting: there were above 70 
Dijhes of Meat, tho but few drefled to an 
Englijh Appetite, except their Cufcaqo, 
which is Flower grained like Muftard Seed, 
ftewed over MattoH and Fowls* 

HH^ Bajhaw^ it wasiaid, hadieveral 
Conferences with the Admiral, about his 
EmbafTador Jihggfy^ complainii^ of his 
tmjufl: Behaviour, in reMng so come over 
to him ; a Creature of his own, whom he 
had raifed from aotfaiog, and pat Tnift 
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and Confideuce in^ and preferred him for 
that Reafou before Perfons of Condition, 
who would have been glad to have accept 
ted that Commiflion* 

THE Cafe of poor Aboggly the Em- 
baflador was very much to be pity'd; 
for if he went to his old Matter at Tan- 
gier, having his Wife and Family, Houfe 
and all he had in Tetuan, he was (ure of 
having thiem deftroyed, as the Tetuanners 
threatned him ; and if he went to Tetuan^ 
he was iure to be deftroyed by his old 
Mafter the Bajhaw^ in Cafe he overcame 
the Tetuannersy or ihould ever get into 
Power again. ^It is laid in this Dilemma, 
he feveral times refolved to go to Leghorn^ 
and he certainly intended it, in Cafe he 
coi^d have carried his Effeds and Prefents 
oC for he dreaded nothing more than 
^oiaghzcktoBarbary. 

F O R a greater Change can fcarce pof^ 
iibly be imagined : The Figure he made 
in England, the Allowance he had, the 
Honours and Civilities he every where 
received, with the Splendor he iaw 
where-ever he came, muft appear like an 
Enchantment ; and as he was a Man of 
a good deal of Pride, and had a Tiftc 
of Things, the Thoughts of his Fall 
had like to make him delperate. 

MANY 
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MANY Letters and greiat Intreaties 
were made to the Admiral, from the 7>M* 
anners^ that he might be lent there ; but 
above all they deHred he might not be 
lent to Tangier^ they urging Bajhaw 
Hatnet was out of Favour with the Em- 
peror* 

THE (ame Solicitations Bajhaw Ha*^ 
met made, that he might be fent to Tan- 
gier^ and not to Tetuan. All this time 
Aboggly was left at his Liberty, to go if 
he thought proper, and which way he 
judg'd beft ; yet the Admiral was unwilling 
to force him, till fbme better Profped ap- 
peared. 

BUT whether the Admiral engaged for 
his being fent to Tangier^ while he lay 
there, I never heard ; but certain it \s^ as 
this poor Man's Cafe was a compaflionate 
one, the Admiral laboured heartily to get 
his Pardon of the Bajhaw : and it is (aid 
the Bajhaw promiled the Admiral, in the 
fblemnefl: manner their Law is capable of, 
that he would not hurt him when he 
came over, provided he came to Tangier. 
Befides Powder, the Admiral gave the 
Bajhaw feveral Princely Prefents, know- 
ing what Confequence it was of, to 
iecore thi« Port for the ufe of our Fleet, 
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in Cafe of Sicknefs among them, or flaying 
long abroad : and indeed without Tangier^ 
and Tetuan^ our Sick would have periihed 
in our Hofpitals at Gibraltar^ fmce what 
Broths and Nouriflmient they had was 
from thence. 

IN Return, ^t^BaJbms/ gave the Ad- 
miral Leave to choofe a Horfe, and any 
one out of any of his Stables ; and tho 
among us this will appe^ of no great 
Confequence after the Admiral's Prefents, 
yet in this Country 'tts a Compliment of 
the higheft Nature, it being contrary to 
their Law, and what MuJey ijhmael would 
never conient to give the greatefl: Prince 
in Europe. 

THE Honourable Charks Stewart 
Efq; when he was £mbaffit<Jo^ from his 
late M^jefty to Muhy Ijhmael^ made 
great Interefl to bring a Horfe out: of the 
Country; and to that end made a very 
handfome Prefent to Muky Ally, a Fa- 
vourite Prince, Mother by the Mother's 
Side to the prdent Emperor, and in failure 
of Muley Hamet defigned for the Crown : 
And tho this Prince aUured the Embaflador 
he ihould have one, and that he would 
make ufe of all his Intereft with his Father 
to that epd, the Etsd^aiTador wa^ difap* 
pointed 

THE 
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THE Admiral left the Moors in the 
iiigheft Opinion of the Englijh and our 
JFieet ; fiicn a Ship as the Admirars had 
never been (een in their Ports, or at leafl: 
the Infide never by the Moors before: 
They compared her to their King's Palace, 
as the mod magnificent thing they could 
think of ; and I was credioly informed 
feveral Perfons came from Mequiuez on 
pforpofe to fee oar Ships, inch incredible 
things they had heard of them« 

IT may not be improper here, afcet 
having had occafion to mention Bajhaw 
Hornet fo often already^ and farther as I 
ffaall have occafion to fpeak*<of him thro*ouc 
this Work, to give the Reader his Charadten 

BASHAW Hamet is the Son of 
Akaide Aly^ Ben Abdalla^ the former 
Bajhaw of this Part of the Country* and 
therefore has had an opportunity of a bet- 
ter Education, and more Knowledge of the 
Chriftians than any Moor of Power in the 
whole Country. He is about 45 Years of 
Age, of a Gentile Countenance and Grace- 
ful Behaviour, rather what may be called 
handlbme than indifferent ; of z middle 
Stature, well fliaped, but inclioed to be 
Fat. He rides well, but yet has been 
thought not to have venturM enough his 
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owoPerfon. when his Affairs have reqaired 
it ; which has very much difcouraged his 
People, fo that he has oot the Ch$xja£Ut 
of a very brave Man* 

« ^ 

H E never {pares his Promiies wh^e he 
has a Profped to get by them, or where 
they will bring any Poribn to a Depea- 
dance upon him, and never keeps his Word 
but when it (uites with his Imerefl; unleis 
he thinks he iball lole by k more hereafter 
than he can get at prdent. Our Enflijb 
Merchants who reude at Tetuan^ have 
had many Examples of tb^ He is not 
Cruel, not bloody I mean, but Arbitrary 
in his Fines and Taxes, beyoad what the 
People can bear ; and ^is tlioi^ht if jbe !faad 
put more to Death, as well as ruinVl tiiein, 
he would have been eafier In his Govern- 
ment. When he has had a real Want, or 
pretended one for Money, he has not 
Ipared his neareft Friends, as well as Ene« 
mies, fb that feverai of his own Creatures, 
and the Perfons oearefl; in Power to him, 
are the moil obftioate in refifting him. 
Toul\io '^ ^^ ^^*^ he is Rich confidering the Coun- 
Kentaiis, try, and the Taxes and Pretents lie was 
€r 40000 obliged to make old Muky and h|s Cour- 
c^^^ ^ tier$ : for in this Country it is not ens^Mngh 
to give the King as much as 'cis poflible a 
Man can rake together, but thofe who have 
a mind to keep in Power, moft bribe the 

Courtiers 



CcMlftiefd to tell the King they have given 
a» ifRtch as was poflible, and more than 
cootd be expeded ; and if there is any 
w«y to keep any thing for themfelves 
'tts^ this. Beudes his ordinary Expence he 
has always kept an Agent at Court, whom 
I ihall have occafion to (peak of here- 
after^ He was one of Old Mukfs Se- AtdiUacti 
Ctttaries, a skilftrf Courtier, bold, yet 
caiffious } very careAil of the Bajhaw*^ 
Intereft, a^ knew pcrfcdly well how to 
apply Bribes, in which confifts the whole 
bttfinefe of the Court. H« is fb affededly 
Religious, that he will fcarce a^lJow him- 
fidf time to ieat for Prayers, and will 
fiever haEve his Beads * out of his Hand, 
feve* ^t Vifluals ; and this was of great 
Service to him in Old Mulefs Reign ; for 
Hypocrify was as much the Falhion of 
the Court as Bribery, Cruelty, or any 
othef Vice. 

IT IS thought by everv body, if Ba-^ 
J^ofW Hornet had been lelS fcverc in his 
Atofnifltation, -ittbre cotiragfous, and 
ittore generous, he might, upon Muley 
I/hmaersrDe^th, liave madtf htmfelf King 
of all that Province he commanded ; b6t 
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"* Nf. B. Ti&e Moors ufe Beads when tU^ fray, like the 
firman CathoUcks* 
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it was Mu/ey IJhmaePs Policy to extoit 
io much from bis Governors, that ia 
return they had no way left to fupply 
him, but by making themfelves odious 
to the People, and in this lay his greatdlr 
Security. 

I HOPE by this time the Reader ia 
pretty well acquainted with the podure 
of Affairs ia Barbary^ both before and 
at the time of our Arrival there.

• KNOW ye, that we give you Or^ 
ders to fpeak with the Chriftians, En- 
glijh, French, and ail Nations, and 
their Coniuls who are now in Tetuan 
about Merchandize and Trade : And 
we dire<ft you to treat with them in 
any convenient Bufinels, over which 
you have the Superintendancy, provided 
it be conformable to the Law which I 
efieem. But in weighty AfHiirs I order 
you to take our Opinion and Direction ; 
whether it be Treaty by Land or Sea, 
betwixt the Moors and the Chrifti- 
lans, before you conclude you are to 
take our Order firft : But as for other 
things that are of lefe Concern, we 
conftitute you fole Ador, and depend 
on your Judgment, neither will wc 
blame you, or (ay why did you fo;

Empire of Morocco^ &c. 

|Mentioned ia the Incro^ 
dudion that Hodge Abdeka- 
dor 'Peresi, who had been 
formerly EmbafTador in En- 
' gland, arrived at Tetuan the 
ajd of Augufiy O.S. from Mequinez^ 
His Errand was partly to notify the Suc- 
cefs of the King's Troops over his Bro< 
ther ; but more paiticalarly to brii^ ovec 
Mf. Rujffeliniij^oggly, their EmbafTador, 
for the Prefcnts were very much wanted 
D 4 at 
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. at Court. Terez arrived the b^iontog 
pf September in Gibraltar^ aboard one 
of the Tranlports juft come from Tetuan. 
And as he had been in England, and had 
fbme Notion of a publick Chara(3:er, be 
irefufed to go aihore nntil fuch time as my 
Lord Tortmore was acquainted with his 
being on board, and that he had Letters 
from the Emperof of Morocco to his 
Lordfhip and the Admiral ; and defired to 
knqw in what manner he was to be re* 
ceived. This Ceremonial being over, and 
he being invited afhore, where a proper 
Lodging was afligned hikn, he bad fe* 
yeral Conferences with the Adqiirgl and 
my Lord Tortmore, about the EmbafTador 
Aboggly : in which he was always an* 
fwered, their Embaflador had never been 
detained, but that it was his own Choice, 
and particular Defire to flay at Gibraltar^ 
until things were better fettled on the 
Other fide ; that he had been feveral times 
offered a Ship to carry him pver ; that he 
was bat a Trouble and Charge to us ; but 
that it was not our manner to force an 
Embaflador away ; efpecially when he 
had a real Pretence to defer it. Terez 
infinuated, that as he was immediately 
lent from the Emperor for him, that he 
was recalled, and defired he might no 
longer be regarded as an EmbafTador, fioce 
in reality he was now no longer fo. Upoa 

which 
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fV'hich the EmbafTador's two Gentries 
were taken oSi and he was given to un- 
derftand, that his Mafter the Emperor ha-> 
ying recalled him, and that by a particular 
MefTenger from Court, fb well known as 
Admiral Terez^y we could no loiter look 
on him as an EmbafTador, and therefore 
he was advifed ferioufly to think of his 
Peparture, for that we could not dif- 
oblige the Emperor by iheltring him. 

THIS alarmed Aboggly in a terrible 
manner, for now he feared he was to 
have been delivered up ; which would ' 
have been little lefs than going to imme- 
diate Death. Sure never any Man's Coun- 
tenance was ib changed on a (udden : 
he looked with io much Cooceru and 
Deipair that every body pity'd him. His 
Cafe was not really To bad as he imagined 
it ; for Sir Charles Wager had by Argu- 
ments, Prefents, and Intreaties» fecur'd 
his Pardon from the BaJhaWy and there- ^ 
fore gave him good Encouragement to go 
over to Tangier. Which Refolution he 
at iaft took, and refufed to go with Teresa. 
This Refolution was certainly very right, 
and that for feveral Reafons : for firil it 
very much obliged the Bajhaw^ whole 
Servant he really was ; the Bajhaw de- 
firing his Prefents might go thro' his own 
Hands, and be difiributed to the belt 

Advan- 
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Advantage : Befides, ieveral things he had, 
were bought with the Bajha'ui/s own Mo« 
ney. Aboggiy knew veiy well Tere^ 
was his Enemy, and wiihed his Ruin ; 
firft as being the Bajhaw's Servant ; next 
as he was ient to England in order to get 
a better Prefent than Terez had brougM : 
The old Emperor being fo dilTatisfied with 
Teresa's Prefent, that he ordered him to 
be hung upon Tenter-Hooks, but fome 
Friends interpofing, by informing the 
Emperor that it was not Terez's fault but 
Bajhaw Hamet% the Emperor was better 
fatisfied. 

« 
IT lecms the Emperor when he fenr 
^erez to England^ ordered him to go by 
the way of Tetuan, and told him he had 
ordered Bajhaw Hamet to iiipply him 
with Wax and Copper, fulficient to buy 
feveral things of value in England^ ovet 
and above the Prelent ofually given. 
Besides, theMinifters expedi whoever they 
iend fliall iave mod: tof our King's Allow* 
ance, and lay it out in Prefents for them : 
and if they do not, they are likely to have 
but a bad Reception at their return. 

BASHAW Hamet it fecms was not 
at all pleafed that an Embaflador fliould be 
fent diredly from Court to England^ and 
he not conttilted in it ; for generally the 

I choice 
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clioice of all Embafladors fenc to Chriftiaa 
Princes had been left to him, therefore 
he rcfofed to fiipply him with any things 
pretending he had no Orders for fo doing : 
Upon which Tere& was io (Iraitned for 
Money to equip him for his Voyage, that 
he was forced to borrow a hundred Dol- 
lars in TetuaHy which he did with great 
Difficulty and at a great Premium. This 
Treatment made Terez an irreconcileable 
Enemy to Bajhaw Hamet^ and had like 
to have ended in cofling Teres; his Life. 
But the Emperor, upon oeing informed of 
the whole Story, ordered Bajhaw Hamet 
to fend a Perfbn to England to bring all 
inch things he defired, and charged the 
Bajhaw himfelf to be anfwerable for their 
comii^ ; and this was the Reaicm of the 
iecond Embafly when Mr. Aboggly came 
over. Terez had likewife heard what a 
Number of Servants the Bajhaw had lent 
with Aboggly^ befides Mufick, &r. and 
what a Figure Ahoggly had made in 
England^ and the Reception he every 
where met with. Terez I oblerved heard 
all this with a great deal of DifTatisfadion ; 
he looked upon it as eclipfing his Embafly, 
and he could not hear Jwoggly nam'd with- 
out colouring. Aboggfy knew this, and if he 
had put himfelf under his Enemy's Condu<!% 
to Court, no doubt but his Stay, and re« 

iufing to come over, woidd have been let 
^ ofF 
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off in the word Lights : And befides this 
Bajhaw Hafnef% Agent at Court was a 
powerful Enemy. 

THESE Confiderations I fay deter- 
mined Aboggly to go by the way of Tan* 
gier^ to the great Difappointment of Ad- 
miral Teresa ; who loft his Opportuity 
of being heartily revenged both oiBaJhaw 
Hamet and Abo^ly. 

BEFORE Aboggly went over, he 
waited feveral times on the Admiral, and 
my Lord Tortmore ; I fuppofe to get their 
farther Interceflion by Letter to the Ba^ 
Jhaw } and to let the Bajhaw know he 
came over to him of his free Choice, and 
refufed to go with Terez by the way of 
Tetuan. 

• 

THE Admiral treated him with a great 
deal of Compaflion ; and in order the bet* 
ter to make his Peace, fent the Bajhaw 
fome frefti Prefcnts by him, and order- 
ed the Swallow Man of War to carry him 
over. He landed in Tangier about the loth 
of September : The Bajhaw received him 
with a great deal of Joy, and before he 
landed caufed great Preparations to be 
made for his Reception ; the Cannsn from 
the Town fainted him, the Bajhaw^ his 
Brother, the Governor of the Jown, and 

their 
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their Attendants received him 00 Horle- 
back ; and the Company cavalcadedt as 
ufaal upon Times of rejoicing. 

T H £ Bajhar^i) acquainted Captain 
^anfay^ Commander of the Swallow Man 
of War, who carried Joggly over, that 
Abogglf% good Reception was owing to 
the great R^ard he had to the Admiral's 
Interceffion on bis Behalf 

THE Bajhaw of Tangier thus (ati& 
fied, the Admiral's next Care was to dif* * 
patch Mr. Ruffel^ by the way of Tetuan^ 
that both Parties might have no reafen 
10 complain : And to pave the way for 
Mr. Rujfers better Reception, the Ad- 
miral fent by him a Letter of Compliment 
to the Bajhaw^ accompanied with a Pre- 
lent of 21 Barrels of Powder, a fine 
Fuzee Gun, and a large Box of China. 

MR. RMffel embarked with the King's ^tf'^^J^-r, 
Prefent for the Emperor of Morocco^ ^^^]^^ 
on board his Majefty's Ship the Lyon^ 
Captain Laws Commander. Mr. Ruffel^ 
bendes his Commiffion; as Coniiil General 
for his Brhannick Majefty, in the Em- 
peror of Morocccts Dominions, had a 
Credential. Letter froin his Majefty, em- 
powering him to renew the Peace, to 

condole .and congratulate the prefenc 

Emperor 
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Emperor upon his Acoeflioa to the Throne 
of his Father the late Mu/ej I/mae/. 

HE had alio loftradions to complain 
of the Sallee Cruifers. having upon frivo- 
lous and UDJuftifiable Pretences carried 
two of our Ships into Sa/Iee m time of 
Peace; Where ebb at length the Ships 
ondEngUJh Sailors wene cleared^'yet the 
Cargoes, and fevend Fordgners and Pal^ 
fengers on board were detained, contrary 
to the late Peace made by Commodore 
Stewards and the Tenor of the Pafles 
agreed iipos. Therefore Mr. Rnjffel was 
ordered by his Grace the Duke of Niw-^ 
caftle^ to reprefent thefe things to the 
Court and Minifters at Mequint& ; to 
demand Reparation ibt the Cargoes, and 
the Liberty of ail Captives, of what Na- 
tion foever, that had been taken under 
Britijh. Colours flnce» the Peace. 

THE Ge&tlemeti who ac<:^m6atiied 
Mr. Ruffel in this Journey, were nddge 
Abdekatkr Teressi^ ^miral ofSatiee^ and 
formerly Emba^Tador in .£#^i^^^ to chelate 
King, but; now lent over by the Emperor to 
coDdu(a:Mrii2»^i{ to Court* ThtEngliJh 
Gendemen weteMuTeck^MuKnighf^ Sur- 
geon of a Man of War/ Who was 6rdered by 
Sir Charles Wager to attend Mr. l^ffet a9 
Surgeon,and the Author \ whdhaving Served

durliig the Si^ of Gibraltar^ as a VoIuq- 
teer« ao4 finding, after having waited from 
the 1 2th of Jime to the i^th oiSefternber 
j^Uowiag, ihM 1^^ Sfantards were not 
likely to begia agatn, or draw off till 
tjbidgs were fettled between the two Courts, 
thought he could not better unprovehis 
time than by mal^ng Obiervations upon 
a Coutitry and People^, ib difiering firom, 
aod fo little kno^rn to» the Europeans. 

SEPTEMBER the 15th we ar-SepM^. 
xiyed in Tetmu^. fiay» in conyany with 
hjs Majefly's Ketch the Tbimdir-Bomb^ 
Captain 72^//4r^ Commander. Before we 
came to an Aochon Admiral Veres^ ient 
a Mom^ a^fliore 40 acquaint the Bajhaw of 
our Arrivalt aiid.to procure Boats to carry 
a-ihore his Miyefty'a Prefent^ and our 
Baggage.

THE Mwr retwa^d with Boats for 
the Prdenc, nod a CotspUmebt firooi the 
Bafiiaw* Afcec Diaoet Mr. Ruffei aod 
his Gconpaoy left idie D^ Mtm of War, 
who Placed widbt 17 Guns «t oor De» 
porcore.' Wfaoot. we came ne«r tjie Slbore, 
we SovaaA ic c^cnk Unduig in a Mao of 
Wat's Barge, lix a Bar at the Moarh of 
the River ; fb dhat the Seamen were oh- 
l%ed . to go ovCK -board, and lift the Boat 

OtTcr. A£ the Litaeoiing-Place Mr* RuiH 

■ was 
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was met by Mn Hatfield^ Captain of the 
Port, the Adiog Conlul, and Mn Bojvile 
Merchant, the Conliil's Partner. Aftet 
mutual Compliments Mr. Rujfel delivered 
Coniul Hatfield z Letter from the Admiral, 
defiring Mf. Hatfield to continue to ad 
as Coniul until Mr. RuJfePs Return from 
the Court of Mequinez^ which he readily 
coniented to. At , our Landing, a Stone- 
Tower by the Mouth of the River (a* 
luted us with two Guns, being all they had : 
It is built as a Look-out againfl: the Spa- 
niards, and the Entrance is by a Ladder. 
In the Evening Coniul Hatfield and Mr^ 
Bojvile took their Leave and went to 
Town ; Mn Ruffel refolving to lodge in 
the Tents provided for him and the Bag- 
gage, until he heard farther from the Ba^ 
floaw^ who had been io complaifant, as to 
fend his own Tent for Mn Rujfel^ whicb 
was very handfbm and ipacious, in the 
Shape of a Bell, fupported by a fine carved 
Foft painted, which took to pieces in 
Joints : The Body of the Tent was lined 
with a Stuff finely wrought ; as were the 
Walls, which were faftned with Hooks 
and Eyes, and fitted very dofe : the Floor 
was covered with Mats, and over them 
Turkey Carpets. In the Evening the Ba^ 
Jhaw^s Brother came from the Town, 
which is a fhort Mile from where we lay, 
and brought a Compliment from . the 

Bajhaw^ 
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BaJhaWy and a Guard for our Tents and 
Baggage, with nece/Iary Provifions for the 
Night : He alTured Mr. Ruffel, that in the 
Morning, as fbon as the Inhabitants could 
be got together, the Bajhaw would corns 
down^ with all the Townfinen, to wclr 
come him to Tetuan ; and for our greater 
Security, the Bajhav/s Brother (laid with 
us ail Night. 

ABOUT Ten in the Morniog, the 
Captains Laws zndToUard came afhore, 
with their Mufick, to grace the Interview ; 
and by Eleven we could diicern, from a 
fmall Eminence where we floods with the 
Engltjh MuHck playine, the Bajhaw 
coming down a fmall Hill, followed with 
8 Standards, and a Multitude of Horfe and 
Foot : our Trumpets founding a March a$ 
he came. - 

THE iSf^^^te; alighted at a Tent he had 
caufed to be pitched for the Interview, at 
a fmall Diftafice from us ; and after havii^ 
tefrelhed himfelf, he came on foot to- 
waitls us, attended by about a dozen 
of his principal People, and all the Chri- 
iliaus in Town, (except the two Spanijh 
Friers who live in Tetuan for the Re- 
demption of Captives.) 

E THE 
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THE Bajhaw advanced in great State 
with his Mufick before him, as did Mr« 
Ruffely and his Company with the Englijh 
Mufick ; when both Parties met. Ad- 
miral Terez prefented Mr. Rujfel to the 
Bajhaw^ (who is treated with the Title 
of Excellency by the Chriftians) and 
Mr, Rujfel prefented the Captains of the 
Men of War, and the reft of the Com- 
pany to his Excellency. 

THE Bajhaw led Mr. Rujfel to his 
Tent, and the Company followed ; Car- 
pets and Culhions were laid for the Com- 
pany to fit upon, and ^t Bajhaw dcfired 
every bodv to fit down. Admiral Terez^ 
who fpeaks tolerable £»^//^, was Inter- 
preter, and acquainted tne Bajhaw with 
what Prefents the Admiral bad fent him ; 
at the fame time Mn/?«^/ delivered him my 
Lord Tortmore^s Letter, and Sir Charleses. 
who had both wrote upon this Occafioo. 
The Bajhaw was very much pleafed, and 
ask'd after the Admiral's Health, and my 
Lord Tortmore's, laying he hoped' he 
fhould fee the Admiral, that he might pay 
him all the Honours due to him ; in the 
mean time he would anfwer the Letters as 
fbon as they were tranflated by his Spanijh 
Secretary. The Bajhaw exprefled a very 
^reat Regard for the Englijh Nation ia 

general. 
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g&nieral« Compliments being over, we 
walked out to lee the Moorijh Horifc ca- 
valcade, and attack each other with their 
Lances, which they do with great Dex- 
terity ; beginning with a great Cry, 
which animates their Horfes as much as a 
Horn or Trumpet does ours that are ufed 
tQ them. 

THE Mo&s ride fliort as the ^ar- 
thians of did, or the preftnt HuiTars ; 
their Saddles have too great Peaks, one 
before, and another behind, fb that 'tis 
almoft impoflible to fall out of them, 
unlels the Horfe f^Iis : their Stii^raps are 
placed farther behind the Saddle than oUrs, 
which makes it very tirefoitie to the Knees 
of thofe who are not us'd to 'em. Their 
Stirrap Irons are made to the Shape of 
the Sole of the Foot, and almoft as long : 
Thus fitted they ride well, and theif 
Horfes fiand fire, being cdnftantly ufed 
to it. During this Exercife the Ba^aw 
himfelf was on Hprfe-back, mounted upon 
a fine white Stone-Horfe ; his Saddle waS 
covered with Velvet, and embroidered with 
Gold ; his Stirrup Jrons, add the Iron 
Work of his Bridle, were gift with the 
fame Metal as were his Spurs. And here 
it may not be improper to delcribe his 
Drefs and Perfbn : He had upon his 
Head a Brocade Gap, fewed round with 
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black Oftricbes Fcatbeps, ajid on th<J 
Top * large Plume of the fame fort ; 
his Belt, Cimeter and Knifet exceedingly 
rich ; his Cimeter huQg ppob a fine Silk 
Salh, with gold Toffilsover his Shoulder ; 
his Alhague, Albernuze, and the reft of his 
Habit of the fineft fort : His Perfpo is 
welMhaped, of a middling Statilre ; hi& 
Features very agreeable and engaging, but 
his Complexion has a Tin^ure of the Mu^. 
Ifltto) his Age about 38. He is f^id to be 
exceedingly good-natur'd^ but having al- 
ways been Governor Qf an Inland To\^n» 
as New Fes^^ and never havipg fe^n the Sea 
before, or converied with Strangers, ho 
is not fb w^ll acquaipted with Buiiaels, 
or the Aff^rs of Euro^^ a$ Bajh^m Ha^ 
met ; but he i^ thoi^ht vm% hoQefl:. 

WHILST the Horfe were diverting 
us in this mapner, the Foot were humble 
Spedtators, and were huddled into a ^rt of 
« Half-Moo!^. I perceived th? manner of 
forming the Foot was do?? by a Perfon 
of Authority on Horfeba^k, to the bcft 
of my remembraqce it was TPai^i t4ie Bla^-* 
fijiith, whom they had chofe their Go^ 
vernor ; he with a larg? leather Thong 
• drove them into the Order, or rather 
piforder, he defigned thpie. We were 
diverted with Cavalcadipg. uptil Word 

was broug^it the Diooer was upon the 
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Table. Then the Bajhaw excufed him- 
felf from ctining with U8, bat fent his 
Brother. ' 

AT. Dinner ^e had great Qiiantittes of 
Meat, Fowls, and Cufcocu, ferved up in 
large Brals Bafbiis : for it is ^ainft the 
Mahometan Law to eat or drink out of 
Gold or Silver i Mahtmet wifely fere« 
feeing more political Ufes for thofe ra*- 
luabie Metals. So that thofb gteat Qaan- 
rities of Gold and Silver which are buried 
in Churches and Convents in R&nuni 
CftCholick Countri6s, circulate h^te a- 
Jt&ong the People. There were fuch 
Crowds to fee us dine, we were forGe4 
to order the Mufick to play at fbtoi 
diftance from out Tent, to drftw off th( . 
People. 

DINNER being ended, Ciptlin La^s 
waited upon the Bd/haw at his Tenr^ 
and defired his Excellency would do hitil 
the Honour with his Brother, to dine on 
bdard his Ma)«fly'$ Ship the next Day, 
if the Weather permitted. Thd Bajhdm 
thank'd the Captain, and in a hanflfbtn^ 
manner ekcufed hiitif^lf : but bis Brother 
«:(Jepced the OfTer, and was very well 
pleafed with his Entertainment, being the 
^fi Ship ht eVet had been aboard of. 

E i AS 
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AS the Captains were obliged to fail 
the firft Eaftcrly Wind, and there tum-r 
bling then fiich a Sea into the Bay of 
Tetuan^ as made it very unfafe Ri- 
ding, they took their Leaves, and did not 
proceed to Town with us. 

AFTER Dinner the Bajhaw fent 
feveral handfome Hories to our Tent : 
We all mounted, and found the Bajhans) 
and his People ready mounted, wait* 
ing at fome fmall Diftance for us. As foon 
as we cime near, the Bajhaw defired Mr. 
Ruffel and his Company to ride a Bread 
with him : The Mufick belonging to 
the Men of War, kept playing until we 
Werq Qut Qf hearing 5 and the Bajhaw was 
fb well pleafed with them, he ordered 
ibme Handfuls of Blanqueels to be diftri* 
buted amongfl them : Thefe are Ihiall 
Pieces of Silyei:, value two Pence Eht 
glijh, 

WE continued our Journey along the 
Banks of a fraall, but pledant River, 
whiqh is navigable after you are over the 
Bar, for large Boats, two Miles, to a Place 
called Mar teen ; where all Goods for the 
Town are fhipped and unfhipped : buc 
with a y^ry little Induftry this RiVQC 
might be made navigable to the Town, 
~ ^ andl 
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and ' a great way beyond ; and the Month 
of the River might be kept clear, with 
Peer-Heads and proper Sluices. But I 
obfwved here and every where elfc in 
Barbary^ no body has any regard to 
publtcK Conveniencies, any farther than 
to build Churches and Fountains, which 
the Priefts take care of* 

FROM Merteen to Tetuan we rode 
over a fine Plain, large enough to encamp 
loooo Men upon, the Country affording 
a fine Profped. All the way we marched^ 
the Moors continued firing and cavalcading 
before us. When we were come about 
half way, we found the Foot drawn up 
in two Lines ; they faluted us as we 
pafTed thro* them with a continual, tho 
irregular Fire : Here we halted fbme time, 
to give the Foot time to march on before 
us again : they went firing and fcreaming 
all the way to Town. We were met at 
the end of the Town by a Rabble of old 
Men, Women and Boys. It was with 
great Difficulty we rode thro* the Streets, 
which are very narrow, and were fo 
prefTed, that we fuffered very much in 
ouf Legs and Knees. The Tops of all 
the Houfes by which we pafTed, were 
crouded with Women ; but they were fb 
difguiied by their Dreft, that they looked 
A}ore like Apparitions and Ghofts than 

E 4 Objecas 
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Obje(fls of Love and Pleafurc, " nothing 
being to be feen but one Eye : their: iBo^ 
dies were covered with a white \TOollea 
IVfantle, 9od their F^ees.wkh a linen Clothe 
Our Meorijh Cavaliers diverted themfelves 
by firing at the Wonxen» ^nd fearing tben^ 
away. I forgot tp : niention* that at ouir 
Entrance into the Town, the Caftle and 
Town fainted us with 46 Guns, the Moors 
always fainting with an even Nurfiber. 
Mr. Conful Hatfield obferved that, this 
was an Honour the late Bajhaw had never 
paid any Cbriftian, during the time of bis 
refiding in the Country^ 

THE Bajhaw marched ns to the Pa- 
rade before the ^ late Bajl?awh. Houfe ; 
where we again fout^ the Foot drawn 1^ 
in a Square to receive (i$, and Kh6 Ba-^ 
Jhaw ordered them a Barrel of Powder 
to fire away ; which they did as fafl as 
they could load and firfe, as they do yeiy 
exppditioufly^ naakiig no ule of Carsrjc^es^. 
but load with loofe Pawder. The Ba^ 
^^ie;.rbdc very leifurely round tte Pepr 
pie, and thanking them for th$tr Pi^rfcfrr 
mance^ difmiffed them; not before wfe vt^re 
beartily tired of this noify- Joy. Tjhet tb€> 
Ba/baw and we all alibied, the B^JI?i^ 
jnaking a CompHmeot of waiting, Upton 
Mr. Ruffel to lee the l^te Bafijtaiiu% fine 
Houfe and Gardens, to lately defaced hf 

the

Populace: The Houfe had dbaped 
much better than the Gardens, wludi 
were intirely rooted up ; the Houie was 
iacire, f^l but the Doors, Windows^ fbme 
of the Pavement, and ibme few other Qna^ 
xaeots, aod it was fpacioas, convtfoiebt aiid 
m^aiiiceiM:.

.THE Evening coming on, the Bs/hMS> 
wasfb complaifant as to wait upon Mr.Rufi 
jfil to the Houie he had appqipted for Us 
Refidence ; which is the fame that Admiral 
^elaval^ formerly Eflobaflador from En^ 
gUn4 in this Country, reitd^d i^^ eleveq 
Aloivth^. Before the Bajhmju took bis. 
Leave, he defired Mr. Rujffel to make ufe 
of his Stable, when either himfelf, or 
arvy of hfs Copipany wanted Harfes : 
A^ he tikewifi) ^wed Mr^ Rfiff^l t]|iot the 
Bext Day he would: fend an ' £xpre(s to 
Mequinez, to inform the Emperor of \o^ 
being arrive() in Tetuan^ 

AFTER fome^ other CoqapKiMaM 
tberi^^;j/i&/iz£; took I^a^^^^ XheHwfe the 
Majhaw gave us Was very laijgc^ ^ oos^ 
venient ; but for/i^w^^^ie w^ ^f^uind no 
oilier than wbat wq broi^gjit; wfeli m*, 
The fiift Night. WBWjenjt home t% fup with 

Mr, 
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Mr. Conful H^tfield^ and. his Partner. Mr. 
Bofuile. 

THE Moorijh Admiral Tere^, who 
accompany^d us from Gibraltar, and was 
to go with' us to Mequ'mez, was very 
iifefa! to Mr, Rujjel, aftihg as Interpreter 
. between Mr. Kujjtl and the Bajhaw ; and 
giving us all the necefTary Information he 
could. Mr. Rujfel in his Commillion, and 
Credential Letters, was only called his 
Majefty'is Conful General, and he did hotf 

Eretend to take any other Title upon 
im. But the Moors would have Mr. 
Ruffel an Embaflador, he having a 
Letter Ibr their King, and a Prefent j 
befides, as they are usM to no other 
Chara<9:er, they do not know how to 
didinguifh the difference : Admiral P^- 
t€Z humoured them in this, and fo we 
did ^11, expedling not only to fare the 
better for it, but to (ucceed the better at 
Mequinez. 

AT our Return home from Conful 
Hatji^id% we found two Centrys at* our 
Door, to prevent any Infiilts or Vifits 
from troublelbme People ; and one CeM 
Alii, who was Companion in England 10 
the laft Moorijh Emba(7ador Aboggly^ 
and one who was well known to Mr. 
Ru£el^ was ordered to furnifh us with 

Pm. 
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Provisions, and iuch things as we wanted, 
at the £xpence of the Town. Seftend^er^^^^"^ 
the 17th in the Morning, Captain Fontaine^^^ 
arrived from Gibraltar with two Trail- 
fports ; he was appointed by my" Lord 
^ortmore Agent for the Fajcines Captaia 
Cam/bell of Colonel Mi Jd/eton^scmne over 
with him, who with Mr. Hatfield and 
Bojvile, came to vifitMr. Ruffel; as did 
the fame Morning, Meflieurs Butler 
and Ryadon, Englijh Merchants ; alfb the 
French Conful, the two SpaniJhYivtx% who 
refidein Town, Mr. Alexander z Greek 
Merchant, and Mr. Weljh, which were 
all the Chriftians in Town. In the After- 
noon Mr, Rujfel returned all their ViBts; 
and in the Evening Mr. Ruffel acquainted 
Admiral' Terez. that he intended nex? 
Day in the Morning to wait on the Ba^ 
Jhaw, and defired the Admiral to let him 
know early in the Morning if the Bajhaw 
would be at leifure to receive his Vifit. 

ACCORDINGLY betimes in the »8' 
Morni&g on the 1 8 th Admiral ^erez 
came to acqaaint Mr. Rujffel, that the 
Bajhaw was at leifure when ever he pleafe4 
to fee him.

I T is always cuftortiar y even from the 
Moors themfelves, the firft Vifit they make 
a Perfeo in Authority, to carry a Prefent : 

There- 



Therefore a PreTent was looked out, which 
confided of four Pieces of Broad Cloth, 
one Piece of Brocade* two Potmds of 
Tea, four Loaves of Sugar, and a Silvet 
Watch; which were all fent before us, 
except the Watch. Mr. Ruffel accom^ 
pany'd by all the Englijh in Town, foN 
lowed, and was introduced to the Bajhim 
ty Admiral Terez^. ' 

Wfi obfervcd, as ^ \M[Mrijfh Piecd of 
Grandeur, that from the Outer poor of 
the Bajhaw's Houfe, all along the Gallc'^ 
ties and Stairs, the Houfe was jined with 
Moorsy who fat h^footed quite (d the 
very ^oom of Audience i This is d Piece 
<)f State the great Men take upon them» 
when they have a niifid to appear With 
Diftindion. The Room of Ai^dfence was 
diilingniihed from the reft, by a very 
iiandiome Curtain hanging down within 
£de the Door, ilk in the naiddk» and 
Jield open by two Negroes, 

THE Bajhaw fat fronting the Door 
upon feveral Pillows ; bis Brother; chief 
Secretaries^ and feyeral Favourites near 
him : *He received Mr, Rujfei With an 
obliging Smile, and defired him and all 
the Company to (it upon CuihicnS an4 
Carpets prepared for tnat purpofe: The 
J^Qors, even th^ Qrandces^ ^X vtpcm tbeif 
\ :_ Carpets 
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Carpets hare-fooced, but tbey do fiot 
oblige ChrifliaQS ta chat Ceremoay. 

WHEN we wore ieated, Mr. Ruffel 
aqquaiotcd the Bdjhaw by Admiral VeresSy 
who was the Interpreter, that he had 
brought him (bme Prefents as a Token of 
Friendlhip, and of the Efteem the Englijh 
had for him ; and at the fame time pre- 
feated him with a Watch, out of his 
Pocket, which the Bajhaw feemed ytty 
much pieafed with. The Bajhiiw retUraed 
a iaitabie Anfwer; wherein he repeated 
the Regard and Friendihip he had for the 
Englijb. Nation. He then inquired how 
we liked the Country and Entertainment 
we had met with; and after talking is 
general about am Jowney to Mequinex^ 
we took leave. 

THE Houfe the Bajhaw was in had 
nothing remarkable in it, it belonging 
to a private Peribn, and he only lived 
in it till Inch time as the late Bajhavi/s 
great Hou& could be fitted up for him : 
put the People fhewed very little Incli^ 
nation to go on with that w ork.

E ARX Y in the Morning we were all Scptcmbei? 
alarmed by the firing of Guns from the '^* 
CafUe, to give Notice of a great Body 
of People marching towards the Town : 

Which 
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Which proved to be the lace BaJhaW 
Hamety who had drawn from TangieVi 
Larach^ and Arzilluy about 6000 Horle' 
and Foot» threatning to deftroy the 
Town : He came burning the Country 
all the way before him» without regard- 
ing the Partition the Emperot had fo lately 
made of the Government; which made 
every body believe he either had Orders 
not to mind it, but to reinftate himfelf 
whenever he had Strength iiifficient, or 
cife he thought the King's A flairs in fb 
bad a way he had not Power, or Leifure 
to punifb hin^ for the Contempt of his 
Orders : but it was moft generally be- 
lieved he had a difcretionary Power to 
do as he thought convenient, the Tetu- 
anners being looked upon in the Intereft 
of Muley Abdeknekck^ as they adually 
were, and they proved (b afterwards. 

The Bajhaw of Tangier continued in 
September fight of the Towu all the 19th, 20th, 
19,10,21. 3n(j 2 1 ft, putting the Citizens under great 
Apprehennons, and keeping them under 
Arms all the time at their Breaft-work, 
where the Citizens had mounted 1 6 Pieces 
of Cannon, befides what they had mounted 
in the Town, and upon the Caftle. 



CAPTAIR 
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CAPTAIN Campbell of Colonel 
MiddletofCs and my felf walked oat co 
(ee their Bread-work, which we found 
pretty well manned^ and their Colours 
planted upon the Wall ; but the Wall 
it felf was made up with nothing but 
loofe Stones, Breafl: high, without any 
Foot-Bank, neither had they contrivM 
any Flanks for their Cannon, but placed 
them in the Front of their Line ; and 
this wretched work fbon after coft the 
Lives of their bed Citizens, and had like 
to have proved the Loft of the Town* 
On the 2 1 ft the Horfe of the Town went 
out and skirmiih'd with Bajhaw Hamet\ 
but were beat back with the lofs of two 
Men. Bajhaw Hamet had above 800 September 
Horfe, the Town not above 100. The^^ 
2 2d the Bajham of Tangier marched 
away, carryiiig a great Booty of Cattle 
with him ; he was attack'd in his Retreat 
by the Mountaineers but diiperfed them. 

THE Tetuanners built Hutts for their 

Guards along their Line, and a iquare 

Redoubt before the Gate of the Town, 

which they intend to mount with 12 

great Guns. In the Afternoon we all 

walked out to fee the Jews Synagogues, 

.which are feven in Number ; the Jews 

are counted in this Town about 5000 

Souls, 
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Souls, and live in 1 70 Houfes, feveril 
Family^ live in a Houfe. They are riciher 
here than in any part of the £mperor of 
Morocce*s Dominions, and yet by reafbn 
of their great Taxes, are ttiiferably poor j 
bat what Trade there is pafles thro' their 
Hinds : they are Brokers between the 
Moors and Chriftians, and generally cheat 
both Without good looking aften The 
Jews here all (peak Sfantjh^ which they 
do not do in any other part of the Coun*' 
try. 

September WE Walked oiit to fee the Saints 
^^^ Houfes, they are about 12 in Number^ 
and are Sanctuaries for all (brts of People 
and Crimes, except againft the State. 
They are very neceflary in this (everc 
Government, and havefaved many Peo- 
ples Lives. I ihall give a fuller Account 
of them when I come to fpeak of their 
Religion^ and what Privileges the Church 
and Church^ men have in this Country. 

fi^. W E all rode out to fee. the Country 

and take the Air : the Country round 
about the Towp is very pleaiant, and full 
of Gardens all along the fide of the River ; 
and about the Town are feveral Walk$ 
leading to the River, very well fhaded 
from the Sun by Hedges made with Reeds# 

2 ON 
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. ON the 2 5tfa we went to vifit Hadg0 
i^ucas^ who is chief over HI the Cuflojn$ 
of the Port, and has been fo for many 
Years : He is about 70 Years of Age, and 
Bed-rid,* but has his Uoderftanding as per* 
kOt as ever» I^e has been a great Tra- 
veller, i^eaks the Spanijh perfedly well, 
and is very courteous to all (lrai]^erst. 
The Englijh Merchants told us he had 
an Underftanding beyond whatever they 
had heard of in the Country ; that lie 
underflood feveral Sciences^ and was very 
. well skiird in feveral parts of the Mathe* 
maticks, which he had learnt from Sfanijh 
Authors^ and underftood perfedly well ; 
and it has always been ulual for all Em- 
bailadprs, efpecially Englijh^ that came this 
way to vifit him, and make him a Preient, 
by reafbn of his great Interefl: and In* 
fluence in the Government of the Town« 
He is reckon^ worth above 20000 Pounds 
Sterlings a monftrous Sum in this Coun- 
try, and yet by his Skill and inimitable 
Addrefs, the Bajhaw never plundered him 
of it; and in order the better to iecure 
ic in the Family* he has bred two of his

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Sons Priefts, for in this Country Church- 
men cannot be robbed He was very much 
pleas'd with the Vifit that was made him 
from Mr. Rujfel^ and ordered us all Chairs, 
which is the firft Moor's Houfe I ever law 
Chairs in : He talked very chearfully , and 
wiihed Mr. Rujfel good Succefs, and a 
good Journey ; he feemed to lament the 
tirpes fince old Muley IJhmaePs Death; 
he received the Preffent of Cloth that 
was made him with an obliging Air, and 
cxprefled a particular Regard for the En- 
gltflo. During all the troubles of the 
Town, the chief Men ufed to come and 
confiilt him like an Oracle. We took our 
leave of hrm, and returned home. 

THE Trade of Tetmn during the 
time we vvere there, was exceeding low, 
occafibned by tKe Civil Wars, which hiiidi-ed 
• the Cardvans coming regularly every 
Week from Fez^ as they ufed to do in 
times of peace; and the Couiitry People 
did not bring their Wax to Town as 
uliialj for fear of being robbed by the 
Avay : The two Engl'tjh Houfes were par- 
ticularly great Sufferers by this. When I 
come to Ipeak in general of the Trade of 
this Country, I Ihali more particularly 
mention the ihare this Town has in it. 
In the mean time it may not be improper 
to give (bme Account, how and when any 

Englijh 
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Bnglijh firft ventur'd to fettle among thefc 
People as Merchants* 

» 

MR. Najh and Mr. barker were the 
two firft Englijh Merchants, that fet up 
a Houfe in Tetuan^ or in any part of this 
Country, fubjed to the Emperor of Ma-: 
rocco ; their Story is (bmething rem^kable ; 
They had before been Merchants in Ja^ 
maica^ and were coming home to enjoy 
the Fruits of their Commerce, when they 
were unfortunately taken by the Cruifers 
of this Country, and remained as Captives 
fbme Years ; during which time they 
learned the Language and Trade of this 
Country, and after they had purchaled 
their Freedom, they fet up a Houfe in 
Tetuan in the Year that the Englijh 
quitted Tangier^ which Houfe has con- 
tinued ever fince ; . and it is faid thofe 
Gentlemen before they left Barbary, got 
better Fortunes in it, than they loft by 
being taken*

DURING the time v^eh^ Tangier^ 

the Moors ufed to trade with th^ Englijh^ 

and finding the Advantage of it^ they have 

encouiaged Trading People eyer fince. 

Befides the Bajhaws and povernois find 

tbeir Advantage in it, not only from the 

Duties, but Prefents they get from th^ 

Merchants* 

Fa WE 
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September W E walked out to take a more parti- 
^^* culat view of the late Bajhaw's fine 
Houfe and Gardens in the Town. 

THE Reader will not expedl in Bar- 
bary all the Beauty^ Order, and Regu- 
larity of an Italian Palace : But for Situ- 
ation, Profpeift, Room, Coolnefe and Con* 
veniency, with all the Beauties the Moors 
are capable of giving a Building, it did 
not want. It is fituated upon a little 
tifing at the farther end of the Town ; 
before the Houfe is a hanctfbme Parade, 
and on one fide are two Gardens, divi-^ 
ded by the Road that leads from the Town 
to the Houfe. 

^ THE Entrance into the Houfe is by 
a fort of a Cloifter, which after two or 
three windings leads into a fpacious Square, 
with Portico's all round : In the middle of 
the Square is a Marble Fountain of Water 
for Cleanlinefs and Coolnefs ; the Pavement 
under the Piazza and the Area are Mofaic 
Work ; on each fide of the Square is one 
large Room, paved with the fame : In the 
Angles of the Square are 4 Towers which 
nan up a confiderable Height above the 
Building, in two of them are Stair-Cafes 
tjiat lead to the grand Apartment above; 
in the other two are Doors below StairSi, 

thac 
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that lead to a Moique (which the People 
did not fpare in their Rage againft the 
Bajhaw. faying all places were defiled by 
him, and ou^t to be deftroyed^ the 
Gardens, the Office where be ufed to 
meet his Secretaries to difpatch bufinefs, 
his Kitchens, Stables» Bagnio's, all com^ 
muntcated with this lower Square. Above 
Stairs are the Apartments where he kept 
bis Women, and the^ are very laige^ 
reaching over all the Offices below : The 
Gallery above Stairs had been railed in by 
a Balluftrade, curioufly carved and paintea^ 
and the Sides fet with painted Tiles : The 
Pavement of the Rooms and Gallery is 
the fame as the Square below. On each 
fide of the Gallery were large Apart- 
ments for the Bajhaw's four Wive^ : the 
Chief one confided of five Rooms, one 
large one with a Cupola in the Center of 
four others ; thro' them were Doors that 
led to Bagnio's for the Women, and Lodg- 
ing Rooms for the Female Slaves. 

THESE Rooms have no other Light 
than what enters in at the Door of the 
outer Rooms, and yet very often they 
have Curtains before them ; and they 
have two Conveniencies in Darknefs, it 
makes the Rooms cool and keeps out the 
Flies. When they have a mind to let in 
Air, they unfold the Doors which are very 

F 3 lai^, 
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large, reaching from the Cieliog to the 
Floors, and go upon Swivels; in Wind 
and Rain they have Wickets : The Doors 
and Cielings Of this Houfe were very 
lofty ; the latter curioufly carved and 
painted, bat the Doors had been brokq 
to pieces and deftroyed. Over the Wo- 
mens Apartment is a very fine Terrafs, 
which overlooks the whole Town, Valley, 
River, Plain, and a great way into the 
Sea : and above them in each Turret is 
9 Miranda, tvyo Stories high, with Lattices, 
where the Wonaen ufed to work and fee 
all round them withouit being feen. 

IN the Evening the Women walked 
in the Gardens, where the Walks were 
covered with Vines, and an Arch was 
turned under the Road to communicate 
from one Garden to the other : The Walls 
of the Gardens were fo high it was al- 
moft impoffible to overlook them. 

'T I S very certain, for a Moor^ Ba- 
Jhaw Hamet had an elegant Tafte in his 
Buildings and Gardens, but then he never 
confidered at whofe Expence they werfs 
built, or the Poverty of the People, 
vvhith occafioned him fo much Envy and 
fo many Enemies : And yet this Houfp 
and Gardens are nothing in comparilbn to 
the Houfe and Gardens he was building 

cue 
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out of Town at the poor Peoples ex- 
pence, which was one of the pr iocipal 
Rea&os for their rtfing up agaifift him. 
The Pleafiire of the Grandees in this 
Country, confifts in their Horfes, Houfes 
and Women ; They are very great Stran- 
gers to the Pleafures of Society^ and too 
jealous one of another to converfe with 
any freedom* 

, W E had now been in Tetuan ten Days 
without hearing of any Return from tne 
Expr^is that was fent to Mequmez^ or 
the lead talk of our Departure ; Admiral 
^erez> telling us the Exprefs might pro- 
bably be detained by fome Accidents or 
other in the prefent uofettled Times, fo 
that as yet we were pretty ealy. 

TETVJN is the moft agreeable 
Town, we law in all Barbary : and the 
manner of {pending our time was not dif' 
agreeable. The People by trading and 
converting much with the Chriftians, are 
every where very courteous and civil : 
Whenever we walked out either in the 
Town or Fields, we were not mobb*d or 
ftar'd at, as might have been expe<!led* 
There is great plenty of Game about the 
Town, and tne Chriftians may ihoot 
where they pleafe ; and we did not want 
for Copipany : for befides our own Y^- 

F 4 mily 
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mily there were four EngUJh Gehcfemtti: 
in two Hpufes ; and during the time we 
were there, there were nerer Icfe than two 
or three Officers from the Qarifon of Gi- 
br altar. And tho there is no (ugh thing 
^s converfing with the Moors Women* w© 
had the fight of them from the Top of 
our Houi^ whenever we pleafed, the 
Moors of this Town not being fo jealous 
of their Women as they are farther in 
the Country. But for th« Jews Women, 
who are very fair, and are by much the 
handfbmeft, there was not a Jew's iioafe 
in Town hut we might go irt and conveirfc 
with all Freedom, as if we had been at 
home* 

AND here it may not be improper to 
give the Reader fome general Account how 
we Ipent our Time, for near two Months 
we were forced to ftay in Tetuan. Ad* 
miral Terez is a great Lover of Tea ; fd 
that we had generally his Company to 
Breakfaft, when lie told us all the News 
that was ftiring, 

AFTER Breakfaft we generally wall;- 
ed on the Tops of our Houfes, for the 
Tops of the Houfes in Tetuan^ are more 
frequented by the Women than the Streets, 
and yoii may walk from Houfe to Houfe 
2fU over the Town. The Jews Won^cn, 
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in who£: Neighbcmrliood we lived, fpend 
afanoft thcii whole time opoo the Tops of 
their Houfes ; and we were permitted to 
walk where we pleafed in their (garter, 
within the Rules of Decency and good. 
Manners ; and we ufed frequently to give 
and receive Vifits fropi our Neighbours the 
Englijh Merchants oyer the Houfes, which 
was by much the nearer v^ay. 

WHEN we were not inclined to write 
or read, we generally walked out before 
Dinner, and call'd upon our Friends to fee 
if they were at leifure to go wi(h us : (bme- 
times walking into one Quarter of the 
Town, ibmetimes another. We never 
wanted for Interpretei-s to inform our Cu- 
riofity of whatever we had occafion to 
ask ; for befide Jews leveral Moors ire- 
quented our Hou(e, that had been in En-^ 
gland with their late Embaflador, and who 
Ipoke tolerable Englijh, and would gene- 
rally accompany us in our Walks. At 
Pinner we ididom dined alone, either di- 
ning abroad, or having Company with us : 
After Dinnet we played at Cards, or vu 
iited the Jews until it was time to walk 
again ; in the Evenings when the Cows 
were brought home, we very often ufed 
to fend a Servant for a Bottle of Wine and 
Sugar, and fo have a Sillabub at a Dairy- 
liQuie, juft out of Town. Aft?r Supper, 

as 
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• as generally all the Engli/h were toge- 
ther, and as Admiral "Perez^ who lived 

^ pretty much with us, delighted in Ombre ^ 
we oted to make a Party at Quadril^ and 
another at Whisk. 

O N a Moon-light Night our Dodor 
would divert us with his Flute upon the 
Terrafe ; and as he played very well, 
we never wanted for a large Audience of 
Women, both Moors and Jews. In TV- 
tuan the Jews make very good Wine, and 
their Brandy would be fo too with Age, if 
they did not mix fo much Anifeeds in the 
Diftilling. Mr. Rujfeiy while we were in 
Tetuan, made 5 Butts of Wine, for left 
than 10 Dollars a Butt. Except Wine, 
the Moors found us in plenty of every thing 
elfe, only they did not vary our Diet e- 
nough ; not knowing that Englijhmen 
cannot be contented without variety. 

BUT as we conftantly heard from Gi- 
braltar, that things remaiii'd in the fame 
tirefbm Uncertainty, and that the Advan* 
tage was on our fide the Water ; for from 
Gibraltar our Friends would write in a 
moving manner for a Couple of Sheep, or 
a Dozen or two of Fowls, we thought our 
felves very happy. 

OCTOBER 
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OCTOBER the ift, we walked out oaoben; 
to fee the Caftle which commands the 
Town ; *tis an old plain Building, confiding 
of two Squares, the outer Square is flanked 
with four Towers, the inner Square is 
pretty high, and commands the reft : it is 
mounted with feveral Pieces of Ordnance^ - 
but as they did not care to let us fee the 
infide, I cannot tell exadly the Number. 
The Walls are very flight, and no way 
capable of rcfifling a Battery : In times of 
Alarm they garifon it with yoo Men, at 
other times keep an ordinary Guard* 
This Caftle is commanded by Hills above 
it, fb that it could not be capable of refift- 
ing a regular Enemy, 

A S we came down from the Caftle, 
we caft our Eyes upon the Tombs or Mo- 
numents which the Moors build over the 
Dead, and hold in great Veneration, count- 
ing the Ground holy where they lye : 
This burying Place is very confpicuous, 
being above the Town on the eaft fide of 
the Caftle ; and by reafbn of the many 
Cupola's, and Pyramids, the better fort of 
People have over their Graves, at a di- 
ftance it looks like a Town of it felf. The 
Moors vifit the Tombs of their Anceftors 
with great Veneration, and no Jew is per- 
mitted to go near them $ and 'tis thought 

a 



jrd The H-i s T OR Y of the 

a very^ great Favour if they permit a Chri- 
ilian Emba(Iador< to vifit them. For our 
parts we did not fee any thibg worth the 
while to ask this as a Favour. The com- 
mon People are contented with a Stone at 
their Head, and another at their Peer, as 
VfithiXxsm England. \

Sept. 27. SEPTEMBER the 27th, we rode 
out to lee the Summer-houfe and Gardens of 
the late Bajhaw ; they are fituated in a 
delightful Valley, under the Mountains on 
the other. fide the River, about two Miles 
from Tetuan. Here the Bajhaw ufcd to 
indulge himfelf during the greateft Heats 
of the Summer ; and fo fond was he of 
this Place, that he would not be feen fome- 
times for a Week together : The Canal 
and Houfc w^tc not quite finiihed, when 
he was obliged to l<?ave it to the Fury, of 
the incenfed People, who deftroy ed every 
thing thev were capable of. Thisrwal 
Seat confifts of two large Squares ; (for 
the Moors ty reaifoo of the Coolnefs, and 
Conveniency of not being over-look'd, 
never build in any other Shape) it is not a 
regular Houfe, for the Lodging Rooms 
were but fmall and in the Angles : the 
Sides of the Square were Galleries fupport- 
ed with Pillars, which rpadc it cool and 
fliady to walk underneath during the Heat 
of the Day ; aud in the Evenicg it was 

ai;y 
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airy and pieafanc over head. In the middle 
of the outer Square was a Fountain, as is 
common to all the Moorijh Buildings, and 
the Pavemenlc of the whole was with 
^utch Tiles : The inner Square was much 
larger than the outer, and you deicended 
ibme Steps to enter into it ; the inner 
part of the Square was a Parterre, curicufly* 
wrought and contriyed by Art ; in the 
Center was^a Circular Balbn of light Points 
or Angles, with a Fountain that played 
ibme height ; this Bafon was near four Foot 
deep, made for the Bo/haw's Women to 
bathe themielves in : The Bafbn was in- 
closed in a Square, in the Angles of which, 
before they were dcftroy'd, were Orange 
Trees ; the inner Square was inclofed in a 
larger, and the whole joined together by 
Paths three Foot broad, that joined the 
Angles and Sides together : the whole 
was raifed from the Bafis about a, Foot, 
the Sides and Top covered witn finall 
painted Tiles not 2 Inches Iquare : the In- 
tervals, or Hollows in the Andes, were 
filled up with Earth, and let with Qrange- 
Ttces, Lemons, Citrons, ^c. and , the 
Angles of the raifed Work with Flower- 
pots ;^ from the Sides of the Square lycre 
4 Wiys oppofite to each other, to dclcend 
to the Fountain by Steps ; and iron ting the 
St^ were 4 Alcoves, where the Bafl>aw 
ns'a to fit and fee his Women bathe them- 

Felves. 
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fdvcs. Fronting the outer Square tba 
Bajhaw had built a Banquecing-houfei 
about ^o Foot high ; above Stairs was a 
Balcony that went all round, and Arches 
turned from the Angles of the Balcony to 
iiipport the Superftrudure that you could 
walk under ; the Room above Stairs, with- 
in fide, was large and lofty ; the Cieling 
curioufly carved, painted, and the Top 
in the Snape of a Dome ; above 20 People 
might be entertained in this Banqueting* 
houfe : It was made to look into a Canal 
6 Foot deep ; the Bottom and Sides terra- 
fed, and of a prodigious length and breadth : 
This Canal was to be walled in, and he in- 
tended to have Boats upon it for his Women 
to fiih and row about in ; from whence they 
could not be feen but by himfelf in his 
Banqueting-houfe. 

THE Garden was behind both Squares 
and very large ; the Walks had beep Very 
regular and planted with Vines^ which they 
turn over all their Walks to keep out the 
Sun : they firft fix a Frame the length and 
breadth they intend the Walk flialT be of, 
and then plant their Vines on each fide. 
On one fide of the Garden had been a 
Wildernefs of all manner of Trees, fuch as 
Oranges, Lemons, Figs, Pomegranats, 
Almonds, Dates, Tamarinds, Chefnuts, 
Quinces, ^c. but at the time we fa w them 

they 
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tbey were all cut down, and the Hed^ 
and Walks borned. In thefe hot Countries 
thefe WilderneHes are more . plealant thaa 
our Works of greater Art : In the midft of 
the Wildernefs had been two Bowers ; and 
clofe behind the Garden ran the River, 
which added to the Pleafure of the 
Place. 

I SHOULD not have been fo parti* 
cular in the t)efcription oiBdfl?aw Hamefs 
Houfes and Gardens, but that he is, by 
much, the policeft Man in all the Country : 
he was born in the Power he lives in now ; 
his Father having been Viceroy or Govdv 
not of all this Province before him,, and 
he ever fince his Father's Death \ and is 
likely to be fb again r for 'tis thought the 
Tetuanners will not be able to keep him 
out long, he having fubdued all theit 
Allfes in the Mountains. Befides, it is 
poflibie the Reader might not exped; to 
meet with ib much El^ance in this wild 
part of Barbary. 

SET TE MB E R the 28th, Mr- Sept. 28. 
RuJTel made a Vifit to the Algerine Em- 
ba(Iador, who arrived the Night before in 
a French Tartan. His Errand was to de- 
mand iatisfadion for a rich Prize of theirs^ 
which had been forced alhore by a Storm, 
and plunda'd by the Subj&ds of the Em- 
peror 
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pcror of Morocco. He hi^d in bis Com- 
pany^ the Governor of Sallee^ Mmmo^ 
who bad been lent Embaflador from the 
preient Emperor of Morocco to . the Scate 
of Algier^ to notify Muley IjhmaeP^ 
Death, -and the prefent EmpcroPs Accet 
fion to the Throne : ,thc Morocco Embaf- 
(ador was like wife ient to the State of 
jllgier^ to try if any Ailiflance might be 
exped:ed from thence, againfl Muky Ab- 
delmelecky and to try which way they 
ieemed afiedled. 

THE Alger ines oflered their Media- 
tions by the way of a Partition between 
both the Brothers, which was mofl: agree- 
able to: their Intereft ;: but this was not 
accepted of. However, their Embaffador 
was very much careiTed at Court, locked 
in the iirfl: Minifter's Houie, and had full 
Satisfikdion given him in Money:, for the 
Ship that was call aihore and plun<kr^d ; 
and was lent back loadod with Prefents for 
the Regency of Algier: the Court of 
Mequinez dreading nothing more than to 
have a Quarrel, with the Alger ines .at this 
time.

Ving a very extraordinary Opinion of any 
thing out of the common Road of Nature^ 

SETTEMBER the 30th, Ha^eStfuzcA 
Lucas ^ Chief over all the Gaftoms in Te^ 
tuan^ and the Perfon whom I gave fo laige 
a Cbarader of, lent a Compliment to 
Mr. Rujfel to let him know, that altho he 
was unable to wait on him himfelf, he de- 
fired he would accept of a Dinner at his 
Garden^ about 2 Miles out of Town. He 
ient.two of his Sons with this Compliment^ 
and at the fame time they defired Mr. 
Ruffel would invite all the Chriflians in 
Town. 

OCTOBER the ift. the Company oaobcrt^ 
having been invited the Night before, and 
Horfes being brought in the looming j&om 
the Ba/haWi we kt out, accompanied by 
Admiral Teresiij and feveral of the chief 
Moors of the Town* The Chriftians were, 
befides Mr. RufePs Family, the French 
Confal» Mr. ^fkxoMder » Greek Mer^ 
fihant^ hUr. Ffmck^ a Merchant from 

G Cadi& ; 
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€a4i^ ; Captain Fountain^ Captain Ciib|^« 
keU, Conful Hatfield^ Mn Bofuile, Mr. 
Butler, Mr. R^dm^ Englijb Merchants. 
After a very pieaianc bi^ ikort Ride' we 
came to the Garden, where we foand great 
Preperattons making for our Entertain* 
ment : The Moors upon thefe Occafions 
find plenty of every thing but Drink ; 
but for that the Engliflo generally take 
care of themfelves : for befides Chairs, 
Tables, Knives, Forks, Plates, Table- 
Linen, ^c. we had 2 or ^ Mules, loaded 
With Wine, Brandy, Sugar, and Uteafils 
for Punch. 

NEAR the Place where we were to 
dine, we found fitting upon a laige Carpec 
a Moorijh Confort of Mufick ; fome of 
the Muficians were the &me as had bisca 
with jihoggfyr the late EmbaiTador, in: En^ 
gland : to thde were added Boys, who 
danced in very odd Poftures, to as odd 
Mufick ; however, they ieemed to keep 
time all together, and accompanied their 
Inftruments with their Voices, fome beat 
time with their Hands, others (lamped 
With their Feet : The whole feemed ra- 
ther to diftradi than to divert the Ean 
Yet both the Muficians and our Moorijh 
Acquaintance feemed highly delighted with 
the Pei'formance : and as there feemed to 
be a general good Homoor and a thorow 

Inclina* 
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rnclinadon among the Moors to pleaie us ; 
we let them fee we were not befaijid iiaiad 
^isAk them, bat Ihewed a tfaoiow Satiii^ 
in every thing they did. 



W E dined under a lacge Tree, and iiadi 
great plenty of Fleifa, Filh and Fowi 4 iacait 
drdTed after the Engltjh manner, and (bme 
^er the Moorifl?^ widi excellent Cafcuca c 
The Moorijh Gentlemen as they do not u& 
Knives, Forks or Plates, dined by themfirlvc; 
in a litdc Gallery in fi^ of us. The Moors 
have not found out lb. many Wants as we 
have ; for when their Difhes are ierved up, 
they all waih tfaeir ifands, then tdck up 
their Sleeves, and every Man puts his 
Hand in the Diih and takes up as much in 
his Hand as he intends to put iu his Mouth^. 
Their Me^t whether boird or roafted, is 
done fo much, they can puU it to pieces 
without any trouble; Ixit their bdloved 
Diih is Culcucu, which is fine Flower, 
grained like Hemp-feed, and dewed over 
Fowls, Muaon, Roots, €Sfr» When 'tis 
enoi^h, they put the Flower thus grained 
into a large Diih, leaving a Hollow in the 
middle, into which they put the Meat and 
Roots, and then they pour the fiioth all

G 2 round 
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round it ; this Difh is generally very high 
ieafoned with Garlick, Onions, Spices, ^c. 
and they garnifh it with the Yolks of hard 
Eggs ; fo the whole makes a very nourifli* 
ing Food, and withal very heating, that 
what they want in drinking Wine, and o* 
ther (Irong Liquors, they make up in SpiceSi 
&r. Our Defert confided of the Fruits 
of the Country, fuch as Oranges, Grapes, 
Figs, Pomegranats, Melons, excellent 
;ood, both Water and Musk. After we 
lad dined it was pleaiant to fee how the 
Mufick and common Moors laid about 
them ; every Man fhovelling into his 
Mouth with iiich Expedition as if both his 
Hands were not enough to feed him. 
We found our Mufick, like mofl of that 
fort of Gentry every where elle, very 
fond of Wine ; for if we had given them 
as much as they would have crank, they 
would not have feen the way home that 
Night. 

THE Moorijh Gentlemen hdpned to 
be all Mdro Finos, that is. Men of the 
Law ; add this is very rare among (b 
many : Yet they drank our Healths in 
Water, that of the Sultanas Bajhaw, && 
not forgetting the Gentleman who made 
the Feaft. 
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BETWIXT whiles we rambled about 
the Garden, which abounded with e?ery 
thing that was pleafant and ufeful, beipg. 
3 Mixture of a Kitchen Garden, Fruit- 
Garden, and a Flower-Clofe ; behind the 
Garden ran a River, with a Door to de* . 
fcend unto it* 1 

HIGHLY pleafed with the Place, as 
well as our Entertainment, in the^Eireq- 
ihg we returned home, full of >all that 
frolickfome Mirth which , attends the 
Bottle, galloping and icampering after 
the Moorijb manner ; every Man with a 
long Reed in his Hand, inftead of 4 
Lance, with which we attacked eacl^ 
other* 

THE next Morning his Excellency oaobcn, 
the Bajhaw fent word to Mr. Rujfel by 
Admiral ^erez^ that at 4 in the Afte?:- 
noon he intended Mr. Rujfel a Vifit ; and 
accordingly came without Company, at- 
tended only by his own Servants. 

WHENEVER a Bajhaw goes out 
in his own Government, he has always 9 
^word carried before him. 

THE Bajhaw drauk Tea with Mr. 
l^^jfely and told him he waS no\v prepa-

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ring every thing for his Journey, which 
barf been retarded by reafbn Bajhaw Ha- 
met had i^ender'd the Roads unfafe : But in 
rearlity the Reafon for deferring it, was 
expeaing Muky Ahdelmeleck w«S~ march* 
ing to Mequinez^ according to the Re- 
poTti every Day fpread. 

THE Bajhaw acquainted Mr. Ruffe I 
he had taken cate he flionld be well ac- 
commodiated upon the Road^ and that he 
had wrote to nis Relations at New Fe^ 
to come and meet him, and lodge hitn in 
his own Houfe, Which ihould be at his 
Service during his Stay there ; and that 
fte had dfo wrote to his Brother at Meqnu 
neZy to the lame Effe<9;. 

THEN the Bajhaw defired he might 
fee the Prefcnts defigned for the Emperor, 
which Mr. Ruffel readily complyed with, 
becaule it bad been cuftomary.

THE Bajhaw feemcd very much piti- 
ed With the Prcfents, arid aflured Mr. 
Rnffel he would bfe very welcome at 
Court. 



JUST as the BAfl)ana >^as going out 
of our Doors, hfe was tnet by a Moor^ 
who with many obfequious Cringes put 
a la^fe Bs^ of Money in his Hand. The 
EdpAw took the big with a Imiling Coun- 
tenante, and thfe PeWbn jfblloWied him at a 
diftance. It was not known who the Moor 
was, or what he gave the Money for, but 
it was fuppoied it was to buy bis Pardon on

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fome Account oir other ; for Mooey does 
all things in this Goyernment, nor is ther« 
any Crime it will not cxcnle. 

CAPTAIN Fountain (who was re- 
commended by my Lord Vortn$ore to the 
Baflyaw, as a Gentleman employed upon 
the King of England's Account, to fiiraiib 
Fafcines, Pickets, Gabions, or whatever 
the Qarifon of Gibraltar ibonld have oc* 
cafion for from Tetium) came to acquaint 
Mx, Ruffe I that he met with feveral Delays 
and Obftradions of different kinds* occ^- 
fioned, as he belieyed, by one Mordecai a 
Jew^ who had been concerned in the for« 
xner Contrad ; and that out of Ei^vy b^- 
caufe he was not employed in the prefent 
Contrad, he had put the People of the 
Town qpon new slnd extravagant Pret^n* 
\:es, fuch as before they n^yer thought oq, 
visi. that each of the King's TranfpQ^s 
ihould be obliged to pay 2 Barrels of Pow* 
der, and that in cafe more Fafcines were 
wanted, theTownexpc<^ed 1000 Pugats*, 
as a Prefent. Captain Fountain thstfi- 
fore defired Mr. Rujfel wopid join with 
bim, in reprefenting to the ^ajhaw how 
j(iDjufl:, how unrealonable, and unfriendly 
^heir Demands were at a timp whqq they 
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cook ib much Money from Gibra^ar^ 
and when the Admiral had but juft be* 
fore made them a Prefent of Powder. 

MR. Ruffel therefore fent a M^age to 
^he Bajhaw^ acquainting him he had tome* 
thing to lay to him wnich r^arded the 
Intereft of the King bis Matter. The 
Bajhaw ient for Anfwer, that to avoid 
Ceremony he would meet at fi>ur a* 
Clock in the jSreat Hoi^ of the late 
Bajbaw. 

ACCORDINGLY at 4 a Clock Mr. 
Ruffel^ accompanied by Captain /(^iy^/^iisr, 
Cz^t^xnCampbelly &c. went to the Ba^ 
fl^aw's Great Houfe : As they entred the 
great Door, the Moors of the Country 
were bringing before the Bajhaiv a De- 
ierter frq© Ceuta ; he proved a French 
IV^an, an handfbme young Fellow, and 
feemed to be much confounded at our 
Sight. We ask'd him (bme Queftions, to 
which he gave feverai very confuied An* 
fwers : He was taken afide, till Mr. 
Rujgfel and Captain Fountain had acquaint- 
ed the Ba/haw with their Bufmefs. Mr. 
Rujfel then a^quaipted the Ba/haw that 
the Tranfport.$ were not Merchants Ships 
employed in Trade, but that they were 
cnjplpy ed by th? I^ing to forniih Gikv^ltar 

> , » Wi^h 
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vfith Fafcines, which were fbt the E^efl^titre 
&f the Place, and flOt Gdftds for Trade 
fubjea to Duty. Bdfidesthat, Ships etii* 
ployed by the King never paid Duties^ or 
Vbit Charges of any kind ; fo this Affair 
WM dropped, atid the Bitjba^ feemed to 
b^afhamedofit. 



PTAIN Fi^tdh then urged, 
thaMttvai owing td the Mrfmtoageriieiit 
of the Jeii6s in the lat* Contra^ for the 
Faicines, ®r. that had occafion'd my Lofd 
Yortmore^s fending him over to lee that 
Juftice arid Expedition riifght be ufed 
fot the future ; aiid thferefor^ he be^M 
the Bdjhdw would iaterpbfe hi^ Authority 
tb farthir thofe Ends. 

AND that for the future, ht deflred tht 
Bajhaw would be fir good as te^ app^nt 
fbme Perfbri to treiat with him for fufcfa 
thfhgs the Garifon might (land in nted ofj 
that he might be at a Gertaifit^w As for 
the Jews putting the Pe6ple upon asking 
a Prefeht, it Was (b unreafonablfr, that his 
Excellency might cafily fee 6'om whence 
it came, and urged that no People ever did 
inbte than pky for what they had, which 
we had always done, and even before-hand ; 
which was the Reafon the laft Contra^ 
was not compW'd with as it ought to bfe ; 
So that the Af!air of the Prelent was alfb 

dropped. 
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^pped. To the reft the BAjhrnb an> 
fwered, that th6 fotmer Contrail Was mtlde 
before he came to the Govehitrietit, iit 
times of Coniuiion, therefore he was bot 
anfwerable for it ; that for the fbture he 
wonld appoint fodi6 Perfon to treat with 
him, and that he Ihoiild meet with all the 
Jufiice and Di^atch he required ; and ^ 
Captain Fomtain intended for Oibraltttt 
very foon, the Bnjhaw defii-ed him tb 
preftnt his Service to my Lord Tortfnori, 
and aHute him of all thhigs on his part 
for the Service of Gibrahar, At xikiA\ 
Leave, the BaJhAw*9 Brothd: defitei 
Captain Fountain npon his RttiiW, Wbic^h 
Was to be very loon, to briiig hittt d 
Pair of EngU/h Piftols from Gibrdtttf^ 
which he promifed. I memioA thi^ Trifle 
purely that the Reader may fee the Maori 
never omit the leaft Opportunity of bag- 
ging fomething or 6ther for theilifelvdS, 
as we fottnd upon a hundred othet Occi- 
fions. 

OCTOBER the third, in the Morn-oaoberj. 
ing while Mr. Ruffel was abroad, one of 
the King's Negrd Eunuchs, lately come 
from Meqninez, came to out Houfe, and 
inqnired for th^ Engltjh Embaffador ; 
Admiral "Terez, happened td be in th6 Hdtiffe, 
and told him the EmbafTadoif was gdne 
onr. He feated himfeif down» and called 

for 
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for Tea» as inlbleDtiy as if he had been at 
home. Veresi Teemed to pay the Euauch 
a great deal of Re(pe<S, and as I happened 
to be at home, I defired Terez to ftay» 
$Uid asked him what I ihould do with him ; 
Admiral Teresa defired he ipight have Tea 
made him, and a good ^ook^ont might 
be Jkq>t, left he and his Attendants 
ihould take any thing that did not belong 
to them. I ordered Ibme Tea to bq made, 
and Adm*iral Terez^ and I drank ibme with 
him. He told Tere:!^ he was fent by the 
^ing for Mr. Rujffel, and that his Majefty 
was angry with the Bajhaw for detaining 
Mr* Rujjel io long. He g^ve himfelf pro- 
d^ious infolent Airs, like a Perfon of 
auured Authority, and as one fent from 
liich a Mafter as he came from. He filled 
about the Tea himlelf, and gave Cups to 
all his Servants, which were ieven or eight ; 
filling the Cups fiiU of Sugar, until, at laft 
we would give him no more. After Tea 
he called for Syder, and drank ieyeratl 
Bottles, 

ALL this time he romanced in a pro^ 
digious manner ; faying, when I aske^ 
him by an Interpreti^r concerning the 
Emperor^s Health and Perfon^ th^t the 
Emperor was {o handibme when one looked 
on him, there was no taking one's Eyes 
off He (aid th^ Emperor's Troops w^rc 

no 
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no mote to be numbred than the Sands of 
the Sea : He extremely magnified MuUy 
jibdelmileces Lofs. Admiral Terez like* 
wife asked him aftet feveral Alcaides and 
Peribns about the Court, to which he g^v6 
}V& fiich Anfwers as he thought proper, 
without having the leaft Kegard to Truth. 
When he went away he was for pocket* 
ing the Remainder of a Pound of Tea ; 
but as his Behaviour was becoiiie io trou* 
bleibme, I did not treat him with the Ci- 
vility I intended, and took it away from 
him. This Eunuch was young, very 
imooth*faced and lufty, extraordinary 
well drefled, and well attended ; his Ha* 
bit no way inferior to the Bajhaw^s. 
They are made ufc of as State Meilengers 
from the Emperor to the Governors of 
Provinces, ^c. who carefs them and 
make them large Prefents, for fear of their 
mifreprdenting them at Court : Befides, 
moft of the Prefents that are made by the 
Governors to the Emperor's Women, go 
thro' their Haads, and all other Corre- 
ipondence with them ; {o that they as 
often come out upon the Women's Bu« 
finefe as the Emperor's, which gives them 
great Authority, and for want of a better 
Correfoondence with the World, makes 
them io intolerably infolcnn

had a thonfaod Englijh. he wociid give 
him them all. 

T HEY pretended their Bufinefs from 
Court was to iQake a Peace between 
Boifhaw HanM oi Tangier y and the Te^ 
tuanners: but in reality they were thtf 
Friends of Ba/haw Hfiimtt^ and both they 
4nd the Eoauch were lent by him as 
Spies, under the Prei:ence of mediariog a 

Peac^; ^^ ^ ^^ ^^ Court wm aU 
along in Bajhaw Hamefs Interefl:^ and ' 
intirely partial to him. And tho the Court 
did fead them aootfaor BaPkiw^ it was 
thfonght to he oQic of Neceffity^ and not 
of Choice ; and that he was rather a Spy 
upon them than any thing eUe^ and therer 
fore the Town was alwaysjeaiousof him. 

THE 
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paober^. THE Day after thcfc Grandees wfcrc 
come to Town, Bajhaw Hornet arrived 
10 i^ht of the Town from Tangier ^ which 
is but 40 Miles ftom Tetuan. He came 
now with a greater Force * of Horfe and 
Foot than the laft time, and threatiied to* 
itttack the Town in good earned : He 
had marched in the Night, fb that the 
Town had no notice of his March, till 
his Troops appeared in fight. The Caftle 
fired feveral Shot to alarm the Comitry, 
and die Inhabitants drew out to their 
Breaft-work, and fir'd leveral Shot from 
their Line : Bat the Bajhaw pitched his 
Camp out of Gun-lhot. 

THE King's Unde^ the Nqgro Eii^ 
nach, and the reft that came with them, 
pretended to go out to Bajhaw Hornet 
and procure a Peace, but never returned ; 
which made it prefentlj thought they 
only came as Spies, and to be aflifting 
to the Bafl)aw in his attackii^ the 
Town. 

ABOUT Noon Bajhaw Hamet feat 
a Flag of Trace to the Town, demanding 
40000 Ducats of the Town for the Da* 
m^e they had done his fine Houfe and 
Gardens, and for the Plunder they had 
made of his Goods, &c. threatniog in

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cafe of ,JIp6^,. apdnpt complying before 
Nigtit, CO Qiotm\ S^e Towa q^c Day. 

: BUT th? R^ency of thc^Town re- 
turned him a haughty Anfwer, fayiogt 
they had nothing but Powder and Ball at

~ TO cncoorage the TownfineiL JBa^ 
Jhaw Busfra was on Horie^back* m^ tw0 
BrotherSi his Secretary and Servanis* t^> 
the Namber of about 30, riding up and! 
down» encouraging the Inhabitanis : We; 
walked up to h!m» and lent him our Gla%f 
to take a nearer View of the Enemy, >atwt 
then we took leave and returned home* We;> 
had not been an Hour at home, but we faeaj*d^ 
Teteral great OuAs and ibme final! Ardi&^^ 
red i when going to the Top of theHoi^ to 
fee what was the matter, we heard . no-^ 
thing but dt'eadful Cries, and Pec^le fly* 
ing over the Tops of the ifouKes : We 
could not imagine what was the matter^ 
leaving all quiet but juft before. 

WHEN prefently Admiral T^rez and 
his Servant came running over the Hou^ 
^ begging fx God^ fake we would 
open the Door and let them in : T<he 
Admiral was lb faint we put htm to bedi 
and had much a-do to keep him from 
Bfinting, with all the Cordial Drops oujr 
* Dodtot could give him. When he came 
a little to himfelf, he told lis tbeTowa 
' '^ was 
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wasT Uken^ Bajhaw Bnsfra killed , aod 
Bafl?awH4met in pofleifioo of the Town ; 
and chat he'himfeif ^fcaped by leaping 
at Wail, being puriijed by feverai Peo- 
ple. He laid the Inhabitants were ahjioft 
all killed, and his Fears had fo multiplied 
things he featce knew what he faid. The 
Town was in inch a Conllefnation that, alt- 
tlie Chtiftfims came to our Houie»< ami 
bronglK their Books, Money, and btXii^i 
diefr EfiedS :» and the Top of our Honle 
\sn& immediately filled with Wom^n^ rc^* 
icay one believing if any Houfe in Tow« 
Wa» fafe, it would be ouys ; not only ott 
account of Mr. Rujfel's being there» hue' 
jkifo becaufe it behoved the Bajhaw fo. 
iecore the King's Prefent, which was:iii 
©tir Houfe. Another of Teres^^ Servants 
was ibot in the Arm, at the Top of the 
Hbufes, as-he was elcaptng to our Houic : 
Our Cook aUb came home ihot thro' the 
Cheek, and wounded in feverai PJbce& 
Cedi Ali^ who was Aboggly's Companion 
m England^ and our Caterer, was flaia : 
TheFightlaftedin the Town, and upon the' 
Tops of the Houfes, above three Houf9» 
before the Refeens were drove out of 
Town. It was ibme Days before we could 
kiisirely depend upon the Particulars ' of 
the Adiion^ lb much did People's Accouo^ 
valry : The Town endeavouring to con- 
ceal Acir Lofe, and magnify that of Ba^

Jhaw Hamet. But one thing they could 
not conceal from us, which was» that 
mod of the principal Men in Town, 
who were of our Acquaintance, were 
among the Slain. Of Hadge Lucases two 
Sons, who made us the Entertainment in 
the Garden of their Father, the one was 
killed out-right ; he was one of the come- 
lieft Moors I ever law, and was to have 
gone Embaflador to England in the room 
of Aboggly : The other Son that dined 
with us that Day, , and is his Father^s De« 
puty in the Cuftoms, was left among the 
Dead, being cut to the Skull in feveral 
Places ; but he Uved to recover. Several 
others whom we were acquainted with, 
ihared the like Fate ; and had not Bajham 
Hamet^s People left a certain Vidory foi 
Plunder, the Town had been entirely their 
own, fo great was the firfl: Confternation 
among the People* 

I CANNOT give the Reader a better 
Account of the Battle, than what I fent 
a few Days after in a Letter to Colonel 
Har grave at Gibraltar. 



• SIR, 

^MR. KuJfeV% Journey to Mequinez^

counts from Tangier will differ much from 
ours, pray take the following. 

* On Saturday laft, about Noon, while 
the Inhabitants of this Town were a- 
mufing themfelves by looking upon Ba- 
jhaw Hamef% Camp, they were fiir- 
prized on a iudden, at the fight of a 
large Party of Horfe, which had got 
upon the HilJ above the Town, and 
were coming down betwixt the Town 
and. the Breaft-work, by which means 
they would have cut off the Inhabitants 
from the Town. As foon as a Signal 
was made from Bajhaw Hamet\ Party 
of Horfe upon the Hill, his whole Camp 
was in Motion ; one Party marched di- 
rectly to the Breaft-work. another Party 
appeared on the other fide the River be- 
low the Town. 

^ T H E Inhabitants had made no Dit 
pofition to fight the Enemy, but the 
very way they expedled them to come i 
and never offered to make a Front againfi: 
the Horfe that were coming down the 
Hill, which they might have done, and 
picked them all off^; by rcafon the 

Hi • Hill 
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^ Hill was fo fteep they were obliged to 
^ ride very flow : out the nbVelty of the 
*, thing wasfo great aSurprize^ that every 
^one quitted the Breaft-work/ and made 
^ for the Town, without giving one Fire. 

* This gave the Refeens an Opportunity 
^ to enter on all fides, and the Horfe p- 
. • vertaking the Gentlemen who were hea- 

^ vicr armed, and not (6 light of Foot as 

* the common People, the Slaughter fell 
- * .^fnoft among them. Bajhaw Busfra 
. f was one of the firft who rode ofF, with 
. s. bis^ Brothers and Servants, and has npt 

\. yet been heard of Bajhatsj Hornet* s 

y People entrcd the Town pell-mell with 

.^ the Inhabitants/ and drove all before 

Vthem, till they came to the Caftcl- 

^^^ aria, a fmall Square about the middle 

*s* of the Town, where the Mercers and 

. f chief -Shop-keepers have their Shops. 

* In this Confofion the Rabble, covetous 

* of Plunder, dilpers'd themfelves, and 

* every man fell to breaking open Hopfes, 
^ * 9ad this faved. the Town ; for the Inha- 

* bitants by tbls means had leifiire to get 
^ to the Tops ^f their Houles, and with 

* very little danger to themfelves, killed 
\ Bajhaw Hameti*s People as they were 

* carrying off their Plunder : and iindifig 

* no confiderable Party to make head 
f againft them, drove them all out of

r. \ BASHAW Hornet having fcen his 

* People enter the Town, thought all 
' was fafe there ; lb he ordered another

* with io much Relblutjon that they plant- 

* ed their Colours under the very Walls 
^ of the Caftle, and kept fuch a Fire the 
' People in the Caftle could not Ihow their 
' Heads. We law this whole A<%ion from 
5 the Top of our Houfc, and every Shot 
/ that was fired : Bajhaw Hamef^ Bro- 
' ther, and fome of his Horfe, rode up 
' fuch a Precipice as one would think im» 
' poffible, to encourage their Men ; but 
' for want of Scaling Ladders, or Cannon 
y to make a Breach, thev were obl^ed to 
' draw off, an^ fuflered pretty much in 
^ their Retreat 

. • BASHAW Hornet wasfo enraged at 
^ this Difappointment, that he burnt all

AS ibon^Ba^aw Hof^t wa&jmrf^^ 
ed ofT, and the Streets wer^^opened^ we 
walked out, with fome chief M^ors of the 
Town, to fee what Damage had been done, 
and (aw above 500 Shops and Houies 
which had been broke open, fo that many 
of the principal Shop-keeper^ werexQiAed : 
They led ns to the Inn where sAktBa/haw^s 
People broke in upon the laft. Attack ; 
there we law the Bodies lie in a very 
mangled Condition, and the Townfmen 
would not iiiSer them to be buried, that 
their Children might fee the Sight and re- 
member the QuarMl : and Jthey taught 
their Children in the Street to call Bajhaw 
Hamet^ and the Refeens^ all the opprot^ious 
Names they could invent* After this Sight 

they 
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they led lis oat of Town, becweefi the 
Town and the Lines, where we (aw jgreat 
Numbers of dead Bodies, which they 
would not (ufFer to be buried likewife, bnt 
flmig them into a Field, out of theRoad^ 
and iuffered the Dogs to feed upon them 
until they had devoured them, to the great 
Scandal of Homan Nature ; and above a 
Week after, as we walked the fame xirzy^ 
we faw Dogs feeding upon the lame 
Bodies. 

AND notwithftanding all the Arga« 
ments we could ufe with Admiral Terez^ 
who was chofe one of the Governors of 
the Town after the Bajhaw run away. 
We could not prevail on him to j^et thole 
Carcales buried ; tho We reprefcnted to 
him it might make the Dogs run mad, or 
occalion a Plague. 

SEVERAL poor Creatures of the 
Bo/haw's Party were taken in Town, fc- 
veral Days after the Action, in Holes 
where they had hid themfelves, thinking to 
find an Oppfortunity to efcape ; but they 
were no foonerfeized, but their Necks were 
chopped backwards, and not quite cut , 
off; which is among them counted a 
contemptible' way of cutting a Man's 
Throat. 

ONE 
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ONE poor Man was taken that bad 
not eat for Ibme Days ; they carried himr 
to Priibn in order to give him Vidoals, 
that his Pain might be the greater when 
they jfbould kill him : and Admiral Terez^ 
dining with us that Pay, and telling ns the 
Story at Dinner, we ask'd him whfttthey 
would do with the poor Man whom^they 
had thus taken in cold Blood .; he anfwer'^ 
Kill him to Morrow^ I believe^ kill him 
to Morrow : But upon reprefenting how 
barbarous and cruel' this wa$ in cool Blood, 
and if it was to be his own Cafe; how 
hard he would think it,, and that besides 
if Bajhaw Hamet fhould l>par thefe tbingSi 
and get any of them into his Power, wha^ 
they muft expe<a ; we reafoned the 
Cale lo long with ^erez, he w^is a^ 
ihamed of it, and promifed tp interceed 
with his Brother Governors : lb as a Com- 
pliment to Mr. Rufeli and upon his Inter- 

ceffion, they faid they fpared his Life. 

» 

DURING Bajhaw Busfra's Ahfcnce^ 
every one claimed a Share in the Govern- 
ment ; fo that there was very little Order 
in Town, or Refpedt to Perfons. In this 
Interregnum two of the mod impudent of 
the ^ifvan^ as they called themfelves, 
came to Mr. Ruffel who then was at Con- 
fol Hatfield^s Houfe, where we dined ; 

pre- 
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pretending they were Deputies from the 
td^ : Xbe^y mft applied themfdvcs to 
CoofUi HatfieUf to know if he could fur-^ 
niib the Town with any Powder *; he told 
them it was not in hts Power ; upon which 
they applied to Mu Ibiffil^ defiring he 
would undertake to write to the. Admiral^ 
and the Governor of Gibraltar ^ for Pow- 
den for them, and in return they would 
g^ye Fafcioes, &r«

MR^ Rujfel anfwered, he could not 
imdertake any fuch Matter ; that as they 
were going to fend Cardinajh over, he 
would write to his Friends to aifift him ; 
that if any Metchants, or Captains of 
Ships had any to fpare, they, would be 
glad to (ell them Powder at the Market-- 
price; but that for the .King's Powder he 
could not anfwer for it, there being a great 
want in the Garilbn ; and that the Peace 
not being fettled, it was not known how 
fooxL a War might break out again. . 

ON which they pot themfclvcs in a 
Paiiion, and laid, they did not know any 
BuHnefs a Coniul or ExnbafTador had there, , 
if they could not he fupplied with inch 
things as they ilood in need o£

12/ GENERAL Bollife, of the Moun- 
tains, who flung hunfeLf into Town with 
a great Party of Mountaineers: the Day 
before the Baft>aw attacked the Town^ 
came v to make Mr. Rujfei a Vifit ; and a$ 
he was the fir{( Perfon who took up Arma 
in this Country for the lake of Liberty, 
we had great Curiofity to &e htm.' lie 
cosXA not be prevailed upon to drink any 
thing but Tea : He is a very goodly Per^ 
fon« about 40 $ flrong and handlbme ; 
with fnch a genteel Air, if one had feen 
bhki in any other Country than Barbary^ 
one would not have imagined him td 
have been a Mow^ e^dally a Moun- 
taineer. 
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xBASHjtWBttsfrtt^ who bad hot fled <>«*•»$• 
to :Meqnm0^ as was gnren ocit» but con- 
cealed biinfclf among the Moimtatns, until 
be heard Bafi)aw namet was gone, came 
t9 Town; faeient word tD give notice to 
the Town about 4 Hours before he m« 
tred, and was met on Horfe-back by Ad- 
notral T^enx^ and fbme of the ruling Part 
Qf the Town : However, the Town did 
tgot truft bim with much Power after this» 
a^talked 6f leilening his Allowance. 

CAPTAIN Fountain^ and Mn Meure i^- 
the Engineer, arrived from Gibraltar with 
tyt^o Tran^rts : Captain Fountain came 
to contrsH^&r Fafcines, to complete our 
^i^iMrl^SA in cafe the Siege ihould oe begun 
again ; and'alib to contraA for Fire-Wood 
fof the Gar^bo. 

W E wtnt in a Body to compliment the 17. 
Bfjhaw upon his Return to Town, but 
did not 'find htm in that good Humour he 
i:^ to bein ; which made us believe he 
met with but a cold Reception irom the 
People. And as now the Power feemed to 
be intirely devolved upon the Council of 
the Town^ that is, an Affembly of the 
principal and moft adive People, Captain 
Fountain agreed with them for the Fafcines 
and Wood at Mr. BMffePs Houie : But

N O T :H I N G inaterta! iiappen'd till the 
2 1 ft, when Captain f^ountsin invited us to 
go and fpend a Day among the Wood- 
Cutters, to fee how the Fafclates went on ; 
and as it was a pdeai&nt Ride, we propofed 
CO dine there, and carrik^d our Viduals dnd 
Liquor with us :, The Place where the 
Falcioes were cut^ & neatr the Water*fide, 
in a Bay, within £gbt of the Garifbn of 
Ceuta ; but the Garifbn either £d n6t iee 
them, or did not know what they were 
about, or dfe no dod)t but they Wduld 
have difturbed them: Captiin Fountain 
encouraged the FeUowsta keep up to the 
M eaivre, and promiftd ifaem ^ great Feaft 
if they fimflied within !the time ag^ed for : 
he likewile promtfed ImaU Gtatcuties to 
the Ovexfeers, beyond what tbei Town 
gave them; ft) tfie Work went- oia' very 
chearfully ; In the meaii time we 6re<9^d 
an Arbour for out feives to dine in, and 
"we paiTed bur Afternoon very agveeably. . 

APTER 
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AFTER we came home at Night, 
while we were at Cards, an Accident hap- 
pened which very much forprized us all : 
Mt. Rujfel had hired a Moorijh Cook, who 
was a very good one, and had always 
been bred up with the Chriflians ; we had 
another Servant in the Hou(e, a Jew :' 
the Servants, Moors^ Jews^ and Chrifti- 
aus, were all at play together in a little 
Room they us'd to eat in, when on a 
iudden we heard a dreadful Scream of 
Murder, and prcfently the Jew came run- 
ning in, with a ghaftly Countenance, and 
a Stream of Blood running from him ; he 
fell down, and fainted away, fb we imagi* 
oed he was killed. 

BEFORE we could get out to know 
what was the Matter, the Cook, who had 
dabbed him, was fled over our Houfe and 
;one. With much Difficulty our Do(3:or 
lopped the Blood and recovered him out 
of his Fit, but put him to bed that Night 
without any hopes of his Recovery : there 
was no probing the Wound that Night, for 
he would have bled to death. 

MR. Rujfel feat immediately to Admi- 
ral Terez, who came and was told the 
Accident : He went to the People in pow* 
«r, and a Search was made after the Cook,

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who before this was got over the T(^ of 
the Houi^, and into a Saint's Hoofe. 
Thefc Houfes have the Power in this Coun- 
try to proteifl Murderers, as the Church 
has in Popiih Countries ; fb the T>tva» 
pretended they could give no Satisfaction : 
However, Mr. Rujfel talked to Terez^ 
that the Town ought to flir in this Afiair, 
and make an Example of the Fellow ; or 
eife if a Moor is allowed to ftab any one 
in his Houfe, no Peribn was fafe, and 
there was no living in the Country ; and 
urged to him what Re(pe<3: his Perfbn aqd 
HouTe had in London^ 

YET it all fignified but little ; there- 
fore in the Morning Mr. Rujfel defired I 
would wait on the Bajhaw^ to acquaint 
him with the Accident, and to tell him if 
Mr. Rujff^l had not Satisfa<3:ion, he did not 
think it lafe to proceed to Mequinez. 

THE Bajhaw heard my Interpreter 
patiently, and behaved courteouily; and 
I perceived he had been talking of the 
Adair before I came in, for he had all the 
Chiefs of the Town with him^ expecting 
(bme fuch thing. 

THE Bajhaw iaid be wiihed they 
could have taken the Moor^ they woold 
have been very glad to have paniflied him, 

and 
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and given Mr. Huffel Sztisfz€tion ; and 
Itkewife wiftied we had taken him, and 
they or we might have punifhed him as 
we plea(ed : But as the Moor was a Servant 
of Mn RuffePs own hiring, and bringing 
into the Houfe, and the Quarrel was with 
another Servant in the iame Houfe, they 
conld not look upon it as an Infult offered 
CO him or his Houfe, feeing it was not done 
by the Moors without Doors ; and that Mr. 
Rujfel himfelf muft be anfwerable for fiich 
Moors he takes into his Service, feeing 
neither he nor the Town had any thing to 
do with them. We forefaw this Anfwer 
before I went, but yet both Mr. Rujfil 
and my felf thought it was proper to make 
a Noife in the Town about it, tho nothing 
farther could be expeded. 

UPON Inquiry, it feems the Occafion 
of the Quarrel was this ; the Jew had 
given the Moor fbme pert Anfwer, prefii- 
ming the other dared not have offered in 
Mr. Ruffe^s Houfe to have done what he 
did ; for otherwife the Jews are in the 
^eateft Fear, and pay the greatefl Submif^ 
lion to the Moors poflible, calling the 
meaneil Moor Sir, with all the Forms of 
Kelpe<3: : whereas the Moors of the mean- 
eft Quality, diidaintofay to the Jews any 
other than Jew do this, or Jew do that.

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A S the Wound was given with one of 
our large round-pointed Cafe Knives, it did 
not prove mortal ; the Knife making a 
lai^e Wound between the Ribs, but 
flanting. 

oftob-29. THE Square Fort the Town had been 
building the whole Summer, to guard the 
South Entrance of the Town, feu down a 
fecond Time, to the great Grief and Di& 
couragement of the Inhabitants. This Fort 
was a iquare Tower of 50 Foot Bafis, and 
3 o Foot height ; almoft adjoining to the 
Town Wall, and defigned for a Platform 
of 1 2 Guns : As fbon as I heard of this 
Diiafter, I walked out to fee it ; and found 
Vaiz the Smith, who was called Deputy- 
Governor, an adive, ftrong, laborious 
Fellow, getting all the People about him 
to remove the Rubbifh, in order to repair 
it : This was the fecond time one whole 
Side had tumbled down, occafioned by 

Cutting too great a Weight upon the Walls, 
\h\k Fort was defigned to be fuch another 
as that built to guard the Landing-place ; 
but as that was made in Times of Leiiiire 
dtid Security, they had made chat Tower 
hollow, and turaed an Arch oyer, and 
filled it level for the Platform. But this, 
for Expedition, they had filled up with Iblid 
£arth» 

HOW- 
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HOWEVER, not kpQwing how (boa 
they might have a fccond Vim from Ba- 
/haw Hamet^ they refolved to loie no 
time ; and therefore drove all the Jews to 
the Work, (as Labourers) got all the Mu- 
fick of the Town to play, and employed 
the very Boys to drive Afles, and carry 
Stones, ^c. 

THE fiime Day arrived an Exprefs from 
old Feizi^ giving an Account that a Qjiarrel , 
had arofe between new />;s and old ; aod 
that the Inhabitants of che former had killed 
great Numbers of the Ludyres^ who are 
termed the King's Relations, aod are pla- 
ced in new Fe^ as a fort of Garifon or 
Citadel over old Fez ; which City has 
ever been a ftrugghng with their Princes 
for Liberty. We could perceive this to 
caufe a fecret Joy in the Countenances of all 
the People in the Town, who really wilh'd 
for a Change of Government as well as 
the People of Fez. 

THIS Joy was very fliort livM ; for Ofta 30. 
next Day an Expreis arrived from Meaui^ 
neZy to Bafbaw Busfra^ acquainting him 
that the Emperor was pleafed to appoint 
Bajhaw Hamet Bajhaw ofTetuan^ and all 
the Towns and Country he formerly cn- 
iQy ed> with the fame Rights and Authority 

I 3 . as 
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as heretofore ; commanding all People to 
obey him as iuch, on paia of being treated 
as Rebels by the Emperor : And at the 
fame time Bajhaw Busfra was ordered 
immediately to quit the GoTernmeat, and 
repair to Court, and to bring Mr. Ruffel 
with him. 

THIS unexpedled News aftonifhed the 
whole Town, cauled an uoiverfal Damp 
upofi all their Spirits, and made them hold 
a grand Council at the Bajhaw'^ Houie. 

AT length it was agreed upon to go on 
with fortify ii^ the Town^ and to perifli, 
all of them, rather than admit of Ba/haw 
Hamet for their Governor, of whom they 
bad already too much Experience ever to 
truft upon any Treaty or pret-ended Terms 
of Reconciliation, which they knew were 
impoflible to his Nature when once he had 
power to break them. 

THEY were fure the leaft they had to 
expe(^ from him was, that fooner or later, 
he WQtild put to death all the principal 
A<3:ors againfl: him, and feize all they had ; 
beiides impofiug an immoderate Fine upon 
the reft of the Inhabitants. 

NAY, lb determined were they not 
to l»ve the leaft Confidence in him^ that 

X in 
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in cafe they found xhemfelves unable to keep 
him out of the Town, they rcfolved to fly 
to Ceufa^ and rather truft to the S/a^ 
ftiards. 

H O W E V E R it was thought neceflary 
as yet not to pufti things to Extremity, but 
to Ihew a fort of Compliance with the Em- 
peror's Orders, finding Muley Abdelme- 
leek did not come forward as they had been 
expe<5ling for two Months ; and fincc they 
could not hear what he was doing, or in 
what Condition he was in, it was relbived 
Bajhaw Busfra fliould immediately fet out 
for Mequinez,, accompanied by Mr. Ruffely 
and the Prefent for the Emperof , which 
they l^new the Courtiers had been expedt- 
ing fome time. And to Ihew they did not 
ihake pfT their Dependence upon. the Em- 
peror; they fent ten Deputies of the Town, 
to implore his Majefty's Protedlion, and 
that he would gracioufly hear their juft 
Complaints againft Bajhaw Hamet^ and 
reftore th6m Bajhaw Busfra \ whofe juft 
and tiiild Government was the only means 
left to comfort and encourage rhe People*, 
who had been lb opprefled and ruined by 
his FredecellQf : And in order to make 
this 'Deputation more folemn, ten Orphans 
w'ere fent, whofe Fathers had b^efii killed 
in the late Fights with BaJhaW Hamet. 
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BUT to make this Depytation iocc^fs* 
fuU and that nothing might be wanting^ 
the Deputies were furniihed with a very 
moving Pref^nt, for the firft Minifter, the' 
Negro Bajloaw Empfael ; from whom 
the^ Orders came in the King's Name. 

I T was intirely owing to this turn o^ 
Affairs we fet out for Mequines^yfuh^n we 
did ; for the Town was fo fully pcrfuaded 
that Muley Abdelmleck would take po(^ 
feffion of the Throne, that they intended 
Mr. Kujjel fhould not fet out, until they 
heard he was come ; and Admiral Teresa 
made no fcruple to tell us (b, as often as we 
mentioned our Journey : And fo confident 
they were in this (as People eafily believe 
^ what they wifli) that Mn Rujfel was con- 
tented to (lay^ thinking it would £ive the 
Government another Preletit, and bimfelf 
another Journey. 

THESE new Meafures that were ta- 
ken at the Court of Mequtn^z^ yitt^ ovf^ 
ing to leveral Reaibns. 

I. BASHjiW Hamet had now got 
the EmbaiTador ^bogg^ in his ppiTeflion ; 
0nd the Fame of the Prefents and Curio- 
ficies he bad brought, were iufficieot ^one 
to turn every thing to his Advantage : 

For 
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For the Minifters knew be would not fend 
the Prelenr to Court, unlefs he was rein- 
dated in his Gov^rnmeDt, Befides/ it was 
believed at Court he would be able to take 
Tetuan by force ; he already having fiib- 
dued the reft of the Government, and had 
an Army on Foot capable of giving a great 
turn to Affairs ; and nothing lefs coma be 
expeded, but that if he had taken Tetuan 
by force, he would then declare for ^^^^A 
melee k^ provided he found him in any Con- 
dition to dispute the Throne with his Bro- 
ther : Therefore they thought it beft tp 
iecure him, by giving him what they per- 
ceived would fall into his Hands of courie. 

O N the other hand, Bajhaw Busfra, 
and the Teiuanners^ hurried on this Affair 
by their unrealbnable detaining Mr. Rujjel^ 
wn^, the Minifters bad fent Terez, for 
him ; which they knew could have no 
other meaning than waiting for Abdelme^^ 
lec^% coming. 

THEREFORE this extraordinary 
Order from th? Emperor, at once brought 
Bajhaw Busfra to Court, who was obli- 
ged to carry a Preftnt to remove any Pre- 
judice conceived againft him ; as alio to 
endeavour to get himfelf re-inftated i It 
brought tht Tetuan Deputies, with tlicit 
Preients, in hopes to revcrfe this Order, 
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;' or atleaft to be able to gain time, until 
. they could hear froni Mequine^, how to 
ad:, and the true State of the Emperor's 
Affairs ; iand what was thought of Muley 
Abdelmeleck ; and becaufe the Accounts 
. that came to Tetuan from thence were late 
and imperfed. The Court had alfb great 
Reafons to believe this Av^ould caufe Ba- 
Jhaw Hamet to fend his Embaflador ^- 
ifoggly : and indeed It did caufe him to fend 

Eart of the Prefent, and his Agent, to diflri- 
ute Money among the Minifters, and to 
promife that the Bajhaw^s Brother and 
J^boggly^ fhould come with the reft as fbon 
as the Weather would permit ; becaufe as 
great part of the Prefent confifted in Glafs 
Cabinets, Mufical Clocks, Jacks, ^c. it 
could not be brought but upon Mens 
Shoulders. 

< 
THUS the Court of Mequinez at 
bnce gained a great Dependence upon them, 
from People who before did not regard 
them; for as Affairs .ftood no Party. -was 
pleafed : Bajhaw Hornet coxAA not Drook 
that fb great a Part of 'his, Goverfitiient 
fliould be taken from him i and the Tetu- 
anners did not think themfelves either fafc 
or obliged, whilft Bajhaw Hamet ysi^^ 
permitted to be Governor of Tangier ^ an^ 
m a Condition to ruin the neighbouring 
Country, and the Trade of their Town.

BESIDES, whilft the Govo-ntnent \^as . 
divided, neither of the Bajhaws paid any 
Taxes, or thought thcmfelves obliged to 
fend any thing to Mequinez : for what- 
ever they could fpare, was laid out either 
in offending their Neighbour, or defending 
thcmfelves. 

THE Reader will not wonder that 
thefe Prefents Ihould have fo great an Ef- 
fedt upon the Women and needy Courtiers 
at Mequinez, when he comes to hear a Fa- 
vourite Court Lady, in whofe Lap the Em- 
peror conftantly flept when drunk, took a 
Moydore from mr.iJ^^/in the Palace as a 
Prefent.; and twenty is a Bribe for the firft 
Miniften 

W E had a Meflage from the Bajhaw^ oaob,3o. 
defiring Mr. Rujfel to be ready to let out 
in two Days ; and alfo to defire to know 
how many Mules we Ihould want for our 
Baggage, ^c. 

BUT before I leave Tetuan, I fiiall give 
fome Delcription of the Town ; becaiue I 
think it by much the beft we faw in 
our Journey, and the Country about it 
the beft improved, and the reople by 
far the moft ingenious and civilized : 
and yet we had but a very mean Opinion 

of 
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of them, whilft among them, until wetra* 
veiled farther into the Country ; and then 
we found the farther we got from the Sea, 
the ruder and more uncivilized were the 
People* 

TETVJN is featedupon the Rifing 
of a rocky Hill, between two Mountains, 
about 8 Miles from the Sea ; the Bay lies 
over againft Gibraltar* 

* 

THE Town, at a Diftance, looks like 
an Encampment, the Houfes being all flat 
at Top and white : It is about a Mile long, 
but not above half fb broad in the broadeu 
part ; it i^ well fituated for Profped, be-^ 
caufe the Country lies all below it. The 
Moors ^ like the Spaniards, preferve alF 
their old Cuftoms, and do not vary from 
one another ; fo that their Houles, Gar- 
dens, and Drefs. are pretty much the fame. 
The Houfes of Tetuan are built Iquare, 
open at Top, with Pillars (upporting Gal- 
leries, and painted wooden Balluurades 
round the infide ; thofe who can afford 
it, have a Fountain in the infide for Clean- 
linefs : The Rooms are built long and nar- 
row, by reafori they have no Timber of 
Growth ; the Rooms are generally four, ; 
anfwerable to the Squares : The Doors by 
which all the Light comes in, are large and 
folding, but in bad Weather they have

Wickets; the Streets are oarrour, as I 
coDceive^ to keap out the San, which 
makes them very dirty in Winter ; they 
are not payed, ioibmuch that the Inhabit 
tants are obliged to go in Iron Pattins of 
a monftrous height ; but then they are not 
ib much troubled with Duft in Summer, as 
we are in our broader Streets, which would 
be very troublefbme here where they have 
fb much Sun : The Streets are fcandaloufly 
filthy, infbmuch that there are not only 
Dunghils almofl at every one's Door, but 
the Streets are full of dead Dogs, Cats, fSc. 
which are an odious and filthy Sight* 
The Poverty of the People, and the Seve- 
rity of the Government, make every one 
regardlels of the publick Conveniency ; 
for thro'out all this Emperor's Dominions, 
one does not fee any publick Works unlefs 
Mofques. 

T H E R E is counted in Tetuan about 
30000 Inhabitants, Jews included, which 
is a great Number, confidering the bignefe 
of the Town : I have been told more, but 
I am rather inclined to believe lefs ; for I 
all along obferved the Numbers, Power, 
Strength, ^c. of this Country flransely 
magnified ; not only by old as well as 
snoda:n Authors, but by People who had 
lived in the Country. 

WHEN 
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W H ]$ N one itts the Numbers of idle 
Pcpple fitting in the Streets, from Mora* 
log until Night, a Stranger is amazed to 
chink how they live ; neither coald I eyer 
be iatisiied iu it : for tho it be true, tfaey 
live on a very little^ yet that mail: doft 
ibmething. 

THEIR Shops are feparate from their 
Dwelling-boufes, and are more like Stalls ; 
very few of them having any Entrance* 
unlefs fiicb Trades which cannot a* 
void it. 

THE Furniture of their Houles, and 
Kitchen Utenfils, are not very chaige- 
able, being generally Mats and Crockery 

Ware. 

I S H A L L fpeak of their Drels in a 
general Defer iption of it in another 
Place. 

Nov. 2. AFTER Dinner, we fet out fromTefu^ 
an^ in order to go to Mequiues^ by the way 
oiFez. We were accompanied oat of Town 
by all the Chriftians, and fe^ral Motirs^'who 
took their Leaves of us about 4 Miles from 
the Town. It was almoft dark before wc 
were joined by the Deputies, who tra* 
veiled us out of the Road, and late in the 

Night, 
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Night, fb chat we were in great daoger of 
breaking oar Necks« We encamped in the 
dark in great Confudon ; and it was with 
much difficulty we could get up one Tent 
for Servants and our lelves : the Water 
aUb was very bad. This was bnt a- very 
indifierent beginning, and we iu£fered ve- 
ry much by Cold and Rain. This Night 
the Ba/haw did not join us : And tho 
they did not own it, we foon perceived 
our coming out of the way, and travelling 
in the Night, was for fear Bajhaw Hamet 
ibould have had any Incelligedce of our 
letting out : for if he had known of our 
fetting out, and the Road we took, he 
certainly would have [Hiriiied us, and put 
to d«ath all the Tetuanners he could have 
taken : and this was the Realbn the Ba- 
Jhaw lodged in a Mofque wide of us, for 
fear of Bajhaw Hamet. 

A PRIEST, who was one of the De- 
puties, prayed very folemnly aloud, and 
very long ; the Moors kept a good Guard 
aU Night, and did not aniaddle their Hor* 
{^^ but picketted them before the Tent- 
Doors ; as alfo the Mules, which carried 
the Prefent and B^gage. By Break of Day 
we were awaked by a long Prayer ; and as 
every one was in bade to get ready, we 
were joined very early by Bajhaw Busfra 
and about 3 o Horfe, all his Attendants, be- 

fides 
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fides Foot ; among which there was ad 
old Spanijh Slave, who had been a Soldier 
in Laraehj and was there taken Priibner ; 
but now pretended to be a Dodor, and 
was fo to the Bajhaw : He was a very 
underftanding Man, fpoke Arabick perfed:- 
ly ; and as he had been among the Moors 
38 Years, gave us a very good Account of 
them. He accompany'd us, with his Ma- 
tter ; his Name was Franctfio, and conti- 
nued all that time a Chriftian. Our Camp 
was now increafedto about 100 Horleand 
Mules ; we fet forward before Sun-riie, and 
travelled about 1 2 Miles : At Noon we di- 
ned by the fide of a pleafant Brook, where 
our Cattle had good orals and Water : about 
5 in the Evening we encamped near a fmall 
Village, called ^aracuba ; where iht Moors 
got Corn for the Cattle, and we got Fowls 
for our felves. This Day we travelled in 
all 25 Miles. 

I FORGOT to mention, that before 
we left Tetuan^ we took care to furnifli 
our felves with Wine, which we carried in 
Caies ; as alio Brandy, Bisket, Tongues, 
Eggs, Sugar, Tea, ^c. and carried T&Ies, 
Stools, and every thing convenient for the 
Kitchen and Table ; lo that at Night we 
took care to drefs enough for Dinner the 
next Day.

1 Milet^ add hAf an Hour. The Moors 
do not reckotf by Leagues and Mites a!l 
we do, tot by the Hour ; fb I i eckon t9 
dtfy \^e traveled about 21 Miles» 



THE- Beflmw and Deputies^ were 
ftiperftki«us and fearful, thaif now we txfih 
der fliood we had^ cocne a great dea) ocit of 
o«r Way, mx. otoly to avoid Bafiyaw Heh 
mefy bat «I(^ to Cofifult a living Saiat, the 
moft £uno«fs o4le in the whote Countm 
By Noon we arrived at the Town of na- 
rach^ fituated pleafantly upon the fide of 
a Mountain, and famous for a living Saint, 
who* is confialted as an Oracle. When we 
eatred the Towb, the Satut was {landing 
in the S^freet, the ^^s^^te^ a^d Deputies all- 
alighted to ki& his Hdnd ; aild he a(ie(^ed- 
ly feemed to put thtn^ by. I dbferved hitf 
Saintihtp conilfled^ dkielliy iti Agitacio^s^ 
a pretended Shortnefe op B«eath, and' a 
particular Broiling wicli hi^i^Eyes^ We wertf 
the fird' Chi<i(^n& the Saint evet faw, ot 
badevef been ia tilat Towu, by all Tra- 
c K dicion ; 
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dition ; fo there was great flaring at u^, 
to prevent which, we encampipd a little 
out of Town. We were to ftay hqre all 
Night, and great part of the next Day, to 
confuk this Saint concerning the Succeis 
of our Journey : The Bajhaw and Depu- 
ties, with great Intreaties, ptevailM upon 
the Saint to go with us to Mequinez^ 
At Noon and Night, he fent us great 
Plenty of Viduals, and word that he 
would order loo Loaves of Bread to be 
made for our Journey ; 50 of very fine 
Flower for our felves, and 50 for the 
Servants ; a Sheep, Fowls, ^c. Yet 
for all this Saint is efleemed as a fort of 
Divinity, and adored by the People for his 
pretended Holinefs, great Numbers of 
iick People, hearing we had a Dodor, 
came to confuk him, fo he had Bufinefs 
enough. 

6th; W E flaid behind our felves to wait on 

the Saint who had been fo generous to us^ 
and fent the Baggage and Servants on be* 
fore. About ten in the Morning we wait- 
ed upon the Saint, with Bajhaw Busfra, 
the Saint not being to be feen before : 
He received us in an Apartment without 
his Houfe, and People crouded to kifs his. 
Garments and Feet, and the Bajhaw and 
the befl fort his Hands. Adnjir^l Terez 
was Interpreter to us, and told us what he 
3 faidi

Ikid : He pronounced nothing but good 
Succefs to every body, but in very gene- 
ral Terms : He aflured Mr. Rujfel that it 
would be lucky {ot hinij being the firft 
Chriftian that ever came thro' that Town, 
and that the Emperot would give him e- 
very thing he wanted. It did the Saint fd 
much Honour in his Town, to have a 
Bajhaw come to confiilt hini, who ufed 
fuch Marks of RefpecfJ:, that the Saint pro-i 
mifed, tho he had never been at Mequinez^ 
he would overtake the Bajhaw upon the 
Road, and go with us. This gave uni* 
verlal Joy, ib that now they fcemed to 
fear nothing. 

THE Saint entertained us with feveral 
favoury Difhes, and gave us a very plea- 
fant Drink, made with Honey, like our 
Mead ; and we perceived he underftood 
good Living very welh 

THE Saint is a vcfy handfom, tall, 
(Irong, welHooking Perfon, fcarce 40, not 
at all fwarthy 2 He lives very pleafantly, ia 
a plentiful Part of the Country ; in the 
Town he has a very large well-built 
Houfe, tho the reft of the Town is but 
mean thatch'd Houles ; the People are all 
his VafTals, and the Produce of the Coun- 
try all roijnd the Town, at his Dilpofal, 
the People paying no other Taxes but to 

K 2 him J 
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him ; ib that he entertains all Travellers 
that come to lee him^ but with the poor 
Peoples Labour : he has a Family of Wives 
and Children about him, fome of whom 
may come to be Saints, as their Father 
was before them ; for if they can but keep 
up the Cheat, it is generally hereditary. 

THE Saint was extremely generous 
and good-natur'd, and the Moors bragged 
much of his Hofpicality ; which may be 
oqe great means to (iipport him, making 
all that fee him fpeak well of him ; for he 
will accept of nothing in return. 

BEFORE we left this Town, a Spa- 
niard turned Moor^ and was clothed by 
the S^xni ji la Morefio : Ifpoketo this 
Fellow, and ask'd him the Reafon of it; 
he told me he had been a Soldier of the 
Garifon of Ceuta^ but being tired of that 
Life had deferred to the MoorSy in hopes 
to be free and return to Europe : but 
finding his Miftake, and that he was to 
be a Slave to the Moors, he had deferred 
from them, and was travelling towards 
Tangier, in hopes to have concealed him- 
* felf and fwam of^ on board fbme French or 
Englijh Veflel, of which there is generally 
ibme one in the Road ; but being purfued, 
he was taken, and for fear of being put to 
death he turned Moor% and was to march 
I with 
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with us to ^equlnez^ to be put among 
the reft of the Renegadoes. 

ON the dth after Dinner, we took 
our Leave of the Saint, who blefled us ; 
and I obferved our Bajhaw was in an ex* 
ceeding good Humour. 

THIS Saint's Town ftands fo very 
h^h» we were beft part of the Afte rnoon 
deicending into the bottom ; and the Hill 
is (b deep, we were obi^ed to alight and 
walk it. At Night we encamped in a 
mighty pleafant and plentiful Country, 
well inhabited by Cottages ; and the Land 
which was like our Downs in England. 
was every where well manured : At Night 
the Inhabitants, befides Barley for the 
Beads, brought upon their Heads 47; 
Difhes of Cufcucu ; 40 Diflies of Honey, 
and great plenty of Bread. 

W E were told this Part of the Coun^ 
try had been formerly governed by Ba-^ 
jhaw Busfrds Father, who bore an ex'^ 
cellent Charader among them ; and ie« 
veral of the People were this Bajhafw^% 
Tenants, the King having given bis Fa« 
tiler Lands here, and continued them to 
the Son. 

Ka IN 
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Nov. 7» IN the Morning thcfe generous People 
came freighted with the lame fort of Food, 
only to-day they brought a great many 
Pancakes fryM in Honey, of which we 
cat very heartily. Our Bajhaw could not 
leave thefe People until i o a-Clo9k ; and 
all the way we rode, we met the poor 
People loaded with Vidfuals, coming to- 
wards us ; fo that our Carriers, and the 
very Followers of our Camp, were feafted. 
The Country here being fine and plain, 
we were diverted by a Youth of the Ba-- 
Jhaw\ who had taught a Horfe to kneel 
before the Bajhaw^ and bow his Head 
three times before he rofc : This Youth 
ufed to falute the Bajhaw and Mr, Ruffei 
tvith his Horfe every Morning, where the 
Groudd would permit it ; this Horfe was 
wonderful fleet, and tho the Yovith was 
not above 17, he was very dextrous in all 
the Moorijh fixercifes. This Day we 
marched but 2 Leagues before we en- 
camped, the Bajhaw waiting foi the 
Saint's coming up, and alfo for Intelli- 
gence : from hence be dtfpatch'd three 
ExprefTes, one to his Friends among the 
Arabs y to join him ; one to his Brother^ 
who was Alcaide of New Fez^ to know 
whether the King and People of old Fe& 
were at war ; and another to Mequtnez^ 
(t> his Brothers there, fox News, ftiU 

hoping 
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hoping for fbme Revolution in th? 
State. 

G N the 8 th, we marched but two Noy. 8» 
Leagues, and encampec] ; but tho we made 
thele fliort Journeys, what made the time 
not fcem lb tedious, the Bajhaw ufed 
daily to vifit Mr. Rujfel\ he generally 
breakfafted with us from our ^m (ettiog 
our, and in the Evening would come and 
drink Tea : but his Brothers, Secretary, 
and moft of the reft of his People would 
drink Wine, and that very freely, out of 
his Sight. Admiral Verez choie to eat 
with us, and was one of our Family in 
every things except drinking Wine. We 
ask'd him about his Faith in the Saint, he 
faid he believed him a very good Map, but 
tiething more ; but yet he carried on the 
Grimace when before him ; He told us the 
common Pcopl? belieyed a great deal nipre 
of thefe Saints than he did. "Perez had 
feen a great deal of the World ; be had 
been on board our Fleet fome time, was above 
a Year in England, and 3 Years in Tartugaly 
a Captive : he fpeaks very good Spanijh^ 
and very intelligiole En^ltjh^ 

O N the 9th, as wc marched down a 9th, 
Hill, we faw a large It^arty of Horfe in 
the Plain about 3 Miles diftant from us ;j 
ihey were firing and feampcring, but yet 
: ' ' K 4 theit 
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thpir main Body advance^ towar4$ nt; 
This cauied the Front of our Party to hak^ 
aod every Man looked to bis Arms, not 
knowing whether the People wis faw were 
Friends or Enemies. As loon as our Rear 
had joined u$, the Bajhaw lenit his Brorheri 
IM^ ith three or four of the beft Hor(ei»en to 
ride out, to know who they were ; aod 
they fent two or three W A)eet ours z 
They proved to be a Party of Jr4bs, who 
/ were the King's Friends, and were the Peo^ 
pie CQ whoih the Bajhaw had (ent to meet 
W ; the Party confided of about jo Horfc, 
and gteat fcanipering tnd jfiring there wa$ 
as we came near each other* The Com- 
mander of the Party was an old Man, but 
bis Son was abput 30, exceedingly weli^ 
mounted : His Per ion was fwarthy and 
le^y but wellribaped ; he rode and fired 
ivjch a Swiftnefs tbat dazzled the Sight. 

THESE were the firft Arabs we had 
yet fcen ; both Men and Horfes were l^ao^ 
arid but fmall, indifTerently drefTed and 
arjmed ; feveral of them having only 
Lances. 

THEY were as fwarthy as our Gip- 
fies make themfelves in England. We 
^larched by a Saint's Houie at a very great 
dillance from it, yet our Moors all £lopf)ed, 
iooj^ed towards it, and fgid their Prayers i 

joining 
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jomifig their Hands cc^ether, 00c as wc 
do the Ends of our fingers, but the /ide 
of their Hands, as tho they were going 
to drink out of them, A little fiirther 
Admiral T&resii ihewed us (he Walls of 
Fesiy where it (lood ibrmerly : thetb 
Walls had been built by Tradition above 
1200 Years, and yet at a Diftance they 
feemed firai. The City isfv^ renK>Tcd for 
the Coflivoniency of becrer Water, and a 
pleafanter Situation. Our Arabs ialbrined 
ihi^BaJhaw th^t the Country was all in 
war, fi»ae Parties ot Arabs caking part 
with Fe!&, others with the King ; that 
they robbed and plundered one another 
every Day ; that the Town of Fezi was 
befieged } . that the King's Troops were 
before it then, and had brought Cannon 
and a Mortar from Mequinez ; that they 
heard np News of Muky AbdelmelecL 

THESE Informations made it ne- 
ceflary to keep upon our Quard, becaufe 
we were to march within fight of Fe;c. 
This Day ieveral other Parties of friendly 
Arabs^ joined us with Drums and Wind* 
Mufick } and our Bn/h^w mtirched in y^xy 
warlike Pomp^ Parties riding out before 
him, and skirmilhing ail the way. We 
obferved the Arabs to be very dextrous in 
the management of their Horfes, and thrcrw- 
ing tbeif Javelins : both Maors and Arabs 

ride 
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ride with very loag Bridles ; fo that whexi 
they level their Pieces to fire at each other, 
which they do upon a full Speed, they pat 
their Bridie ia, their Mouths, and can tuni 
their Horles which way they pleaic, with 
their Knees, ^d the Poize of their Bq- 
dies* 

A T Night we encamped at a little de- 
fiance from the Tents of the firft Arahs 
that joined us ; the Chiief who niarched 
with us, fent us a young Beef and fbme 
CamePs Milk: He had large Herds of 
Cattle, and many Camels, which are the 
bed part of their Subfiflence. At ^Jight, 
notwithftanding we thought ^ our f elves 
among our Friends, we kept as good a 
Guard as if we had been ambng our Ene« 
mies ; our Centries calling to one ano- 
ther, which we pra<ftifed ail the Jour* 

loth. THE loth we marched two Leagues 

farther, and let down among a Hoard of 
Arabs ; the Chief invited us to fee one of 
their Tents, and caafed one to be cleared 
out for us, fending all the Women and 
Children, with whidi they abound, into a« 

nothcr Tent. 

» 

THE Tent was very low, to ftand 
more out of the Wind^ it was made of 

Camcr^ 



\ 
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Camel's Hair, fomethiog like our coarfe 
Hair-Clochs to lay over Goods, fupported 
io the middle by a Ridge*pole, laid over 
two-forked Sticks ; the Sidfs fupported in 
the fame manner ; fo low one can (land no 
where upright in it^ but juft in the middle : 
the Sides do not reach the Ground by a- 
bove two Foot, fo they fence the Sides 
about with prickly Bullies they cut on 
purpole. We could fee fe veral of their Wo- 
men, who flood at a diflance, peeping at us ; 
we were entertained with Milk, and fo 
took Leave. 

I SHALL fpeak more of thefe -^- 
rahsy and their particular manner of Li* 
ving, in a Chapter by it lelf. 

WE lay all Day waiting for the Saint, "*^ 
and the return of the Exprels fent to New 
Fe2i : By 6 our Camp had notice of the 
Saint's coming ; the Bajhaw, Arabs^ and 
all the Horfe, rode out to meet him : 
the Bajhaw alighted to falute the Saint's 
Knees, the Saint alighted to receive him ; 
the Bajhaw ofFer'd to hold his Stir- 
rup while he remounted, and he \t% 
the Bajhaw dp it, tho he feeniingly put 
him by ; the Saint afieded to appear as in 
a Fright : He had three Mules, be- 
sides feveral Servants of his own Family 
pn loot, to attend bim \ he fequeftred 
' himfelf 
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hitnfelf from Company, and Jay ac a di* 
llance from other People ; no one offering 
to intrude upon him. Four ExpreiTe^ 
arrived in our Camp from Mequinez,^ they 
were going to Tetuan : Mr. RuJ/ei wrote 
by them to Sir Charles fVager. Thefe 
ExprcfTes told us the People of Fe2i had 
lately faiiied out upon the King's Camp 
and beat them, but this proved falfe ; and 
whatever way they went, they never de- 
livered our Letters. Upon this News I 
perceived our Party grew very fearful and 
luperftitious, notwithftanding the Saint 
was with them ; and yet it is a receivM 
Notion, where a Saint is, they never 
ofler to fight or attack each other. 

,2th. THIS Night one of our Baggage- 

Mules died ; and on the 1 2th in the Morn- 
ing we were joined by the Mountaineec 
General, Bollife^ who was flying from 
Bajhaw Harnett intending to go with us 
for Mequin€Z>. The Bajhaw received him 
with great Ceremony, as did all his Re* 
tinuc: The Moors of inferior Quality, 
kife tb? Knees or Hands of their Supe- 
rior, and the Superior at the fame time 
kifs their Heads* 

• • 

W E fet out, guided by our Arabs ^ to 
avoid falling among the Arabs who are 
Enemies to the King, nod rob all Parties 

going 
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going to Mequinez. This Moroiog a young 
Fellow, one of our Tetuan Mulctiers, was 
taken with Convulfion-Fits : our Dodor 
ofiered to bleed him, but the Moors would 
not let him, Terez telling us he was pof^ 
iefled by a Devil ; but I did not find they 
offered to bring the Saint to him to caft 
the Devil .out : They " tied him crofs a 
Mule ; his Convulfions went and return* 
ed for above 3 Hours, and then be died. 

OUR People were under great concern 
whiqh Road to take, changing the Road 
frequently, keeping always on the Tops 
of Hills. At 12 we ventured down into 
the Plain, and encamped upon a beautiful 
green Meadow, clofe by the River Saboic : 
Here they walhed the Corps of the Man 
that died very clean, and buried him ; for 
the Moors think great part of their Salva« 
tion depends upon cleanfing the outward 
Body, 

THIS Day a Moorijh Merchant, of 
good Account, came to our DocSlor, to 
defire he would fet his Eye right, he 
iquinting in a very extraordinary manner : 
Our Dodor humoured him, but told him 
he had left his Inflruments behind at 
Gibraltar J for that Work, elfe he would 
have done it with all the Plealure in the 

World. 
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World. This Man's Head wanted to ht 
fet right, for he was above 50. 

FROM hence the Bajhaw fent three 
Horlemen to New Fez^ to inform his 
Friends where he was, and to defire them 
to meet him^ At Night we heard fome 
Cannon t and a Mortar fire, as we foppoled 
from the Gamp before old Fez. 

*3th. O CTO BER the 1 3 th, we fet out in 

the Morning by Sun-rifing, to the Number 
of near 400 Horle, Mules and Foot ; for 
we had gathered Company all the way, 
from our firft fctting out, every one that 
had Bufinefs our way being glad to join us 
for their own Security^ In the Morning 
the Bajhaw told Mr. Rujfel we were not 
above 2 Leagues from old Fez^- upon a 
diredt Line ; tho as we travelled we made 
many of it* 

SEVERAL Confultations were held 
concerning where it was proper to pals the 
River : At laft it was agreed to pals it two 
Leagues beyond our neareft way ; after 
we had palfed, we did not take the dired: 
way to the City, but traverfed the Moun- 
tains in (uch a manner, that if any one had 
left our Company, they could not inform 
which way we were to take, 

THE 
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,. THE Saint never marched with our 
Body, but always at a diftance, with his 
own Servants, and eat and lay by himfeif ; 
for I take it a great part of the Secret 
confifts in being ungular, and not having 
his A(Stions too narrowly fcanned^ 

EVERY Hour now, as every Day 
before, brought us different Accounts of 
l&attles fought. War, Peace, (Sc. and tho 
we were fo near Fejz^, we could not hear 
one word of Truth, 

W E met fome Horfemen, who, after 
having told the Bajhaw one Story, took 
Admiral Terez afide^ and told him the 
City of Fez had made a Sally, and killed 
divers of the King's bed Friends ; among 
the reft the Bajhaw's Brother : but that 
they dared not tell the Bajhaw fo, for 
fear of the Concern it would give himi 
This was all a Lye ; and afterwards we had 
frequent Experience they would raife a 
Lye, tho they were fure it would not fob* 
flit an Hour« 

After a tedious paffing of very 
fleep Hills, whicl^ may pafe for Moun- 
tains, we.defcended into the Plain abouc 
Noon ; and at a diftance, efpied upon the 
Hills to the right of us^ fcveral Parties of 

Horfe, 
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Horfe, who flood looking diredlly at us« 
Now erery body betieyed tbefe were the 
Party of AriAs we had an Accoonc were 
looking out for us ; for what with the Pre* 
tent for the Emperor, ihc Bajhaw's B^« 
gage and Prefest, and oor Baggage, the 
Deputies^ and fevcral MerchaDts in o» 
Company, we were a very rich Booty. 
We hahed in the bonom until otir Rear 
came up, which were pretty far behind^ 
at a diftance : By reafoD of our Numbers^, 
we made a pretty large Appearance, hat 
our real Strength was act great, having a 
great many Women, Children, Footmen, 
said Per£>ns imarmed ; however, thofe 
who were upon Horfes and Mules, fcam- 
pered about, and made the beil Appear* 
ance we couTd. Our Bajhaw here, as he 
had done all along, kept at a diftance from 
OS, and left the Baggage where he thought 
there was the leail Danger : So that he 
marched diredfly on before us with all his 
Servants, until he got upon the Top of 
a very high Hill, oppoiite to the Party we 
ftood in fear of; and when he. thought 
he could all ways fecure himfelf, he ie&€ 
fome Horlemen to know who they were; 
rhey proved Friends, and fome of the Horfe 
encamped before Fez, who were come to 
rob the Country of Barley, ^c. for the 
Camp, without any Payment or Confide- 
r4itioa of any kind. Some of this Party 

joined 
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joiatrd OS, dfivkig o^ feveral Horfes and 
Mufes, loaded with the poor Peoples 
WliKit^ Barley, &c. About 4 a-Glock^ 
afref baving marched ^out 5 Leagues i» 
this necrible Road, witkoiat halcingy we 
difcovered in the Pbsa below us, the Ci- 
ties of Old and New /^(T^, aod the Camp 
before the foraier ; feveral Parties of Horte 
from the Camp aiad^ New Fez^ were fknt 
out te^ meet m^ bur fay rea£ba of chffigfng^ 
our Road fa ofte% mift us : and yet chid 
PsecaMioQ* v/a& not innecef&ry, bccaufe 
the Arabs had plundsDed, but a Fortnight 
before, a Caravaa. fene t^ our Bafi^ofv^ ta 
New Fesi., loaded with the Powder pre^ 
fented* Mm. by Sir Charles Wager ; ad 
alio two Horfes, and feveial Prdetitjs^ he 
liad picked up voiT^etumt^ and, was (ending 
tor his Family in Ntw Fez. 

AS> we. defbended the Motuatain, the 
People fmm. tJ3)e Camp and New Fes^ (aW 
HS, and came in great Partifis of Flode to 
jpiaua;c particularly all the Relations of 
the Ra/haw\ who^ are. very immeMus ; 
y believe httc might bd near 8bo Horfe; 
all Ludyres ;. the Chief of wUidi,. and 
who made the beft Appearance, were the 
Bajhaw's two BrothefS^ And' this* Dajii 
we fitw the beft Appearance of wdl-drofs^d 
Perfbnfi and'fine Bor&s wehad yer.feen in 
the whole ConatrjSb The Baf)m^% &:o^ 

L thers, 
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thers, and all the chief Officers^ alighted^ 
and laluted the Bajhaw ; add the Bajhaw 
prefedted them to Mr. Rujfely and aftef 
mutaal Salutations from all who knew one 
another, we fet forward in great Pomp ; 
the Bajhaw^ his Brothers, Mr. Rujfel^ and 
the Engltjh in the Front : all the way we 
marched, fmall Parties of Horfemen clap- 
ped Spurs to their Horfts, and rode our, 
and tnen returned full fpeed up to our 
Frontj levelled their Pieces, and fired at 
us» We had (cen fo much of this^ we 
were heartily tired with it, but obh'ged to 
fee it : Sometimes the young Horfes, not 
ib manageable as the red, would run full 
fpeed into our Party, and drive all before 
them ; this was counted a great Difgracer 
to the Rider, \i he could not (lop his Horfe 
in time : and I faw but few Examples of in 
However, this Day the Bajhaw's youngeft 
Brother, who was upon a fine young &ry 
Horfe, and not (lopping him as fbon as he 
recovered his Arms, his Horfe ran dircdly 
againft Admiral Terez, who was in the 
Fr6nt Rank, and knocked him off his 
Mule, and we all expeded he had kilPd 
the old Man ; but he got up of himlelf, 
and mounted his Mule with little Concern 
or Damage ; which, for a Man upwards 
of 60f is pretty much : yet 60 is reckon- 
ed no Age in Barbary to thofe who live 
temperate, as Teresa does ; and we ob- 

(erved 
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fcrved he could undergo much more Fa- 
tigue than any one among us* 

W E marched in this manner, firing and 
rfcjoicing; <?lofe by the City of Old Fez^ ; 
Which did not of!er 16 diftufb us, by rca- 
fon fome Hours before our Arrival, the 
King's Brother, arid great Favourite, Muley 
Anijieady, and the Grand Mufti of Me- 
quinez, were arrived from Mequinez^ with 
Propofals and Offers of Pfeacc from the 
Bmperor; fb that a Ceflation was made 
until thefe Pfopofals were received and 
confidered on by the Town. The I*rincc 
was encamped by himfelf* and did not so 
into New Fez^ neither did he go into tne 
Camp which lay before the Town, not to 
offend. 

T M iS J^ajloaw before he Went into 
New Pez^ carried Mr. Rupl to wait on 
the ftince. We alighted from our Horfes 
about a hundred Yards from the Prince's 
Tent, and walked up to it : we found the 
Prince fitting iipon a Carpet, \i^ithout the 
Door of his Tent ; the Bajhaw and Ad- 
miral Terez pulled .off their Slippers be- 
fore they appro^iched him, and both kilsM 
his Knees: then he ask^d which was the 
Englijh jfimbafTador, and the tlajhaw 
ptcfentcdMr. Rufel i and after a few 
Compliments, wctookLeave*

JUST befoife it was dark^ we m?ircl^-

telling us in Sfanijh to take caro.of:i//^- 
dhnesy Thieves/ who: wpuldliave picked * 
our Pockets, and cut ofTour Buttons^ anc{ 
Sk^rts of our Clothes, as. wc nyght^ be 
ftarfng about us. The G?tes thrp' wtjicb. 
wc pafre(3|, were very lofty arid fp^cious^* 
arifl fq' were the \<^alls, which h^ a very 
;rarid Appearance ; but,theTown wjc^iia- 
i^e IpoWl iriconfid^rfible, and no way 
arifwered t^ the Appearance of the G^te^ 
and V^ays. We alighted at the ^ajfaw'i 
Houfe, which was v6ry larg^ and rambling, 
and thd Apartments.very much out of Re- 
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pkp; To that <ve Vi^erie . bitit indH^^tF 
lodjged to \t1iat We expc(ie^ : Neither lia 
tftcy got us iny ftbfc Viduals, Ao ffi^^

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much, Charcoal and all Necefl^ries being 
made fo dear by the Neighbourhood of the 
Camp, that every thing was very fcarce. 
To Day I walked out to fee thtjewdry^ 
and w^s entertained with Biskecs and Wine, 
by the Bajhaw's Jew^ who came with us, 
and is of this Town : The Jews here ar6 
poor, and no Jews are allowed to live ia 
Old Fez ; neither are the Jews here al* 
lowed to wear Slippers, but in the Jewdry. 
In the Town they are obliged to go bare- 
footed, tho this Town is mifer^ble dirty^ 
This D^y an Englijhman, his Name T^aws^ 
z Norfolk M^iXXy made himfelf acquainted 
with the Servants : He turned Renegado 
about 45 Years ago, and is about 60 
Vears of Ag? ; and has had two Wives in 
this Country. We fent for hiin, and found 
him a very fenfible Man, and by having 
lived fb Ipng in the Country, was capable 
of giving a very good Account of things ; 
He told us the Realbn of his turning MooVy 
was the late King's threatning to kill him ; 
but after a better Acquaintance, he owned 
it was the Temptation of living an eafy 
Life, and being his own Mafter ; for he 
laid in thofe Pays there were i;io Hopes of 
being redeemed, as has been pra(f^ife4 
iince. 

AND here it may not be improper to 

obfQrve, of what advantage it jls to pur 
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Trade 10 general, to redeem Captives ; 
and tbovic pws the Goveromeoc to Ibme 
Expeoce, yet it anfwers in the Eod. 
The People generally taken into this 
Country are Sea-meo, among which Num- 
ber . are Carpenters, Caulkers, Sail-makers, 
^. if thefe Men were once made defpe» 
rate, by knowing they were to dwell in 
Captivity for Life, it would be a great 
Temptation to them to turi^ Moors ; 
and they have fbnietim^s had, between ^ 
and 400 of our Sailors in Captivity, to 
that in time they might be able in a great 
meafure to cruize upon us with our own 
Pa)ple ; however, they might be (b al^ ^ 
lifted in the fitting, building, repairing, and 
navigating their Ships, that they might be 
made much more troubJelbm to us than 
they are. 

THIS i>aws cold us» that the chief Per- 
fbn who et^aged him to turn, was ouriS^- 
Jhaw^s Father, who was a very good 
MoQr\ and during his Life, always gave 
him a Houfe, and an Allowance of Fiowtf, 
iiiificient for a Family : which was conti* 
nued to him by Bajha^w Busfra^ until he 
happened to have a Quarrel with one of 
the Bajhaw*s Catamites, and reproaching

I H A D a great loclinttion to fee the 
Moors Camp ^fore Old />jc, and what 
fori: of Batteries and Trenches (hey mGght 
iiave : but oar Bajh^ifiv^ I (fappofe, was 
aifaamed of their Camp ; for he wqqM never 
let us have Horfes to go, always finding 
Excufes. But I took another Method ; by 
ti^akii^ his Unde a Prefeat of a Knift and 
Fork, he lent me a very fine Horfe, and 
a Servant to go with me, defiring at the 
lame tim^ his Nephew might not be told of 
it.. I mention diis, that the Reader jnay. 
fee that a Trifle will niake thefe People, 
do what they have^ no mind W do ; and 
that Prelects do every thing with them r 
People are very often better known by 
little Circumftances than by things of great** 
er Importance. I found the Camp, pitched 
upon a rifing Hill above the Tawn ; hat

I was accompanied iSroiA 
the Camp by one Nt^emf^ im Irifif Rene^^ 
gadOt aod. three EngM/h ; and I aiked 
them hew often that Mortar had been #r'd, 
and the Gafmon, and what Bxeenttoo they 
haddcMie? They told me the Mortar had 
becA iiifd (Itree times, that the Bombard^t^ 
was a Frenchman^ and then in froits fbt 
his ill Succefs : The firft Shell he ilnng 
went into the Town blmd, the Fuxe going 
out ; the fecond bro>;e in the Air over . 
their own Heads ; the third went o^ in 
the Moftar; and bad craeked the Mortar. 
They had not much better Succefs with 
their Cannon, fo that the ^ajhaw refufed 

to 
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CO give any more Powder : Bat they were 
in Expedation of doing mighty things, 
when Carr^ an Iri^ Ren^ado, fliouid 
Gome.irom Mequmez^ who; makes all 
their Mortars and Cannon \ he was expe<%- 
ed with a Train of Artillery, and feveral 
Mortars. Never 4ttiy Town in the World 
wa3 more expofed to a Battery, or Bom- 
baidment» than Old ^^;s;'*^.* the Town isfi- 
tuate in a Battofiif- a fmall River nmning 
thro' it; which I ibppofe was the Reaibn 
they built it fo low ; and there js fearce a 
piece;Qf Ground ahoot the Town but com* 
mands it. Its Strength coniifts in two 
(mall Caftles, one at each end of the 
Town ; they do not join to the Town, 
but ar^ upon a rifing Ground above the 
Town.; and in fome meafure command- 
any Approaches that can be made towards 
dieTown : their Strength would be of no 
Coniequence to an Enemy, that knew how 
to attack them, being built after the old 
Moorijh manner; the Town has a very 
high double Wall all round it, flanked 
with Square Towecs. 



^ old Fez wai huUt hy Muley Idris, the firfi Arabia a^ 
IPrinct v>hi gmerned in this Country. His Tomb is vtfited, 
and hi it, frayed to as the great^. $4ini. in the Cmntry. 
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I W A S very patticular in obfervitig 
the Length and fifeadch of this Cicy, and 
what I could obferve of the Buildings in it, 
and carried a Glafs with me for that Realbn, 
and asked the:Renegado ^4ia\r, who had 
lived in Old zndNcvf Fe^ above 40 Years, 
cdncerning its Bighefs, publick Buildings, 
Number of Inhabitants, Trade, Riches, ®r, 
9od befide him I asked the other Renega- 
does, who agreed in their Accounts with 
him. I was fo particular in this, becaufe 
our old Geographers have magnified this 
City to more than ten times what it really 
is ; and indeed every thing elfe in this Coun^ 
try has been magnUied in the fame manner. 
The City lies pretty round, and may be 
$bout 3 Miles in Circumference : they (ay 
they can arm about 40000 Men, and have 
between 5 9 and 60 Mofques : As for the 
iQns.fb much.baa(kd of, ev^ry one who 
has been in Bar&dry knowi fi^hzt they are 5 
They are great iarge Squares, confiding 
of four Walls, where y ou have room to 
picket your Horfe, and Corn for paying for 
it ; but for Men, there is no other Ac- 
cosomodation than a Mat to lie up6n, and 
over head enough to keep the Rain off : 
for ,Viduals, you touft go out and (eek for 
that. In this manner, indeed, they are ca- 
pable of entertaining a great many People ; 
and the Price, as it deferveSi is very cafy .

They were crouded 30 in 
a Tent, without any thing to keep tbent 
warm* but their Numbers. The Rene- 
gadoes feemed the mod mi(erable of all, ' 
ds being almoft naked. H\i€vi AkaidCy a 
Sfaniardi fent to defire I would come to 
his Tent, but I excufed my felf I fliall 
(peak more particularly concerning the Re- 
negadoes in this Country, in a diflind 
Copter by thejtnfelves. 

j^ov.iJ- THE Weather beiclg feir, Mr. Ruffel 
and all of us walked out to fee the Town, 
which we found to be very filthy and 
mean ; the Shops little, low, and very 
ill-furniihed, much worfe than thole of 
Tetuan. We were carried to' fee the Moufe " 
and Garden of Muley Hantet^s Widow, 
who lives in this Town. Mnky H'atH^t

T WO Negro fiunilcBs, who have the 
Guard of this Lady committed to them, 
allowed us to fee iome part of the Houfe 
below Stairs ; and we iaw fbme of her 
Women* Set vants, who behaved themfelves 
wantonly enough : but we could not fee 
her. What part of the Houfe we (aw 
was very mean, tho large ; and does not 
deferve a Defeription. 

THE Gardiner who ihewed ife the^ 
Garden^ was an old Spaniard, who had 
been in Captivity many Years : The Gar- 
den was chiefly manured for the Kitchen* 
and had nothing extraordinary in it but 
a Fountain and a little Summer houfe; 
where the old Spaniard fells a Cup of 
Wine by ftealth, as he did whilft we were 
there to ibme Renegadoes. 

AS we returned home we were led 
into a Yard, where we faw feveral Chri- 
ftian Carpenters making Carriages for 
Cannon^ under the Diredion of an old

A T Night there was a great Uproar in

THEY got their Goods out o£ the 
BaJha'W^^ Houfe by a Stratagem ; for 
which ibvecal: of thd Se]?vanta were h^i* 
naded : As was one Mm^decau a Jtwi 
who came with us trom T^etuan^ ; he was 
Soa CO the ^^«&.Lhaire.fb often, mentioned 

of 
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of that Name, who was the Broker for 
the Falcines, betwcca the Englijh and 
Moors \ in which Bargain, according to 
Cuftom, he cheated both Parties : and in 
order to fecure what he had thus villain- 
oufly got, had fent great part of it with 
his Son to New Fez. ihinkingt he would 
be fafe iheltred under an Embaflador's Re- 
tinue. The crafty Father imagined, that 
if Tetuan ihould be taken, and in courfe 
the Jews grievoully plundered, he ihould 
fecure fomething with his Son. 

BUT the Moors either lulpeding the 
Matter, or having Intelligence from 7ir- 
tuan^ feized the poor JeWy bound him 
Hand and Foot, and beat him in a mofl: 
miferable manner ; and then took all he 
had, even to his own, and his Wife's wear- 
ing Clothes, her Ear*rings^ and the Rings 
of her Fingers. The pretended Crime 
they laid to his Charge (which indeed was 
a real Truth) was that his Father had 
cheated the Englijh \ and that tho he was 
under a Contrad: to fliare his Gains with 
(bme other People, he had defrauded them 
and kept it to himfelf ; and that he, the 
Son, had great part of the Money. It is 
admirable to fee how much beating thefe 
Jews will ftand, before they will confels 
their Money, which is generally hid : but 
they beat this miferable Man for feveral 

M Dayst 
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Days, until he gave them 800 Dacats* 
value about g 00 /. Sterling. He fcnt for 
our Dodor to come and drefs him, who 
declared he was lb black and bruiied upon 
the Back and Belly, he apprehended a 
Mortification. 

Nov. 19. WE fet out after Dinner upon our 
Journey to Mequlnez^ accompanied by 
Bajhaw Bnsfra^ and the feme Company 
that came with us from Tetudn^ except 
General Bollife, who ftaid behind. Out 
Bajhaw having Intelligence from Court, 
that his hvii2i%or\\^,, Bajhaw Hamet\ In- 
tercft was now lb ftrong at Court, that in 
all probability his Agent would get Bollife 
apprehended and put to death. But ouf 
famous Saint, of the Mountains, conti- 
hued his Jfourney with us ; for Bajham 
» Busfra was very fiiperftitious, and his 
Faith was greatefl: in the moft ridiculous 
part of his Religion* 

BEFORE I take my leave of New 
FeZy I fliall give the Reader fome Dc- 
fcription of it, tho it fcarce deferves any. 
The Reader may expedl fomething extra<* 
ordinary of this, and the old Town, be* 
caufe our old Geographers have fo largely 
romanced upon them : and as they lay in** 
rirely out of the Road from Tetuan to 
Mequinez, our Embafladors, and few or 

no 
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ho Chriftians have ever feeo them ; for 
beferters and Captives never come that 
way, having travelled nearer the Se^« 
Coaft. 

THE New Town iis parted from the 

Old by a (mall River ; it is vvalled in with 

double Walls and fquare Towers, in the 

fame manner with the othen There is 

one Baftion, built about 40 Years ago by 

an Englijh Renegado, looks a little like 

Modern Fortification ; but the Faces and 

Flanks are out of Proportion : They have 

fome Water-Mills to grind their Corn. 

This Town was built as a fort of Citadel 

or Curb upon Old Fez^ and therefore is 

chiefly inhabited by the King's Magazi- 

ners : They are Horfe- Troops, who gather 

in the King's iPart, and lay it up in Store- 

houfes, for the \jk of the Emperor and 

his Troops. This Town is very poor, 

mod of the Houfes being built With Mud, 

Straw, Reeds, and thatched : and yet it 

has nineteen Molques handfomely built ; 

and really the Moors^ to do them Jilftice, 

arc magnificent enough in their Mofques 

or Churches. The whole Town without 

the Walls is not above a IViile and a half 

about, but is very populous ; for tha the 

Moors have but very few Towns, cdn- 

fidering the Extent of the Country, what 

they Have are well peopled. 

M i AFTER 
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AFTER we had got abour a League 
out of Town, the Bafhaw halted for the 
Saint, and (laid to make him (everal Com^ 
pliments : The Saint, as ufual, chofe to 
keep a-loof. Having a fine Road, we 
marched 8 Leagues this Afternoon, but 
encamped late. As foon as Mr. RujfePs 
Tent was pitched, the Bajhaw made htm 
a Vifit, to confult with him about his going 
into Mequine&^ viz, whether he choil 
to go in private, juft by Day-break, before 
People were fiirring ; or whether he chofe 
to go in a pubiick manner : If the latter, 
the Bajhaw faid he would halt at fome 
diftance from the City, and fend to give 
them Notice. But the Bajhaw obierved 
the Mob of Mequinez are very numerous 
and rude, efpecially to Chriftians ; and he 
ihould be loth to fee any thing difpleaie 
us : Befides, he faid the People who live 
in the Saints-houles, would make a De* 
mand of Money, in cafe we pafTed by 
^ them, and they ihould fee us. 

THESE Confiderations moved Mr. 
Rujfel to defire to go in by Break ol Day, 
before People were ftirring, or they could 
have any Notice of our coming ; by which 
means we avoided a great Fatigue, and a 
very troubleibme Crowd of ungovernable 

People. We llrack our Tents about i in 

the 
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the Morning, as foon as the Moon was 
up, haying about 4 Leagues to Mequinez. 
It was fo cxceffively cold to-night we 
were forced to difmount and walk, to 
keep Warmth in us. 

BEFORE we faw the City fome timc^Noy. to, 
we heard a very great Noife from the 
Barking of Dogs ; which trifling Circum- 
llance I ihouid not have mentioned, but 
that it is incredible almoft to think what 
Numbers of Dogs the Moors have in 
their Houfes, thinking it a Sin to dcftroy 
them : A Stranger who is not ufed to 
them h not able to deep for their Noife. 
As foon as it was lignt, we difcovcrcd 
the King's Palace and his Olive-Parks, 
which look beautiful at a diftance : The 
Situation and Country about it are very 
pleafant ; but when we came into the 
City we were very much difappointed, 
expediing to have feen fbmething extra- 
ordinary, but found no Appearance of 
any thing better than what we had feen, 
and fcarce fb good. We met with very 
few People in the Street at that early 
Hour, fo that our Entry was as private as 
we could wifh. The Bajhaw condu(fted 
us to his Houfe, which, was very large, 
confifting of feveral Squares ; but for 
want of being repaired and well-looked 
aiter^ it was ready to tumble down, and 

M 3 Part 
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Part had fallen down : fo chat our Apart^ 
jnents were but very indiflerent. As fopa 
as we alighted from our Horfes, Mn 
Rufel received a Courier from Tetnan, 
with Letters from Sir Charts fVdger : 
This Courier had come in a Days what 
we had been coming 1 3 , without reckon- 
ing the time we ftaid in New J[^e:Q ; bwt 
then he came along the Plaitis, a much 
nearer Way* We rfcfted our ielves the 
firft Day, and law no Company ; But to* 
ward Evening, the Emperor being told 
Mr. R^Jl^l had brought him fome Chcfts 
of Florence y he had not patience to fray 
until ^u Ryffel had his Audience, but 
lent for a Cheft of his beloved Liquor, 
which it was (aid was dtank out that 
Night, between the Etnperor and his firft 
Minifter, a monftrous great ftt Negroe, aged^ 
about 50, and two or three of his drunken 
Compantons, It was told us next Morn- 
ing, that the Emperor, after havit^ drani^ 
3 or 4 Flasks to his own Share, took up 
another, and fqueezing it in his Arms, 
laid to his fiift Mihifter, the Chriftiau 
who brought us this, fli^tll have whatevei^ 
he is come to ask for, 

KoYf ;^i. W E were vifited by mod: of th(? Chri* 
ilian Captives^ and by all who bad thi^. 
leaft Expe^ation, thro' Mr. RnjfePs means. 
Of getting their Liberty. Upon the ftrideft 

J Inquiry 
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laquiry we could hear of but two Englijh 
ia Captivity in the whole Empire ; one 
was a Boy left behind by Captain Steward^ 
when he was EmbafTador here : It feems 
he was then in fo great Favour with a 
Queen, whole Slave he was, ihe would 
not hear of parting with him ; and the 
EmbafTador was adviled not to infill too 
much upon him^ for fear her Interett 
ihould interrupt his whole Negotiations; 
and no Peribn ever a<2ed more diicreetly 
than Commodore Steward^ who had a 
nibfl: difficult and troubleibme Negotia- 
tion, the Moors having at that time near 
a 00 Englijh io Captivity ; and when they 
£ave any Advantage, they never know 
when to be fatisfied. nor does ever any 
Compliance content them* 

jiR GALVS Carter, the Boy I have 
meotioned* was p Years in Captivity ; 
and whea he grew to be a Man, the 
Queen gave hiiu to her Son Muley Zfdan^ 
who being ftrangled by his Wives for his 
Cruelty and DrunJcenneis^ he became at 
liberty to ibift for himfelf ; fo that it was 
QOC very difficult to get him his Liberty* 

WILLIAM Tendergraffs, the other 
Engiijhman, was taken in the ^utch Scr- 
vjise by a Row*Boat from Tangier : he 
had been 2 Years and 8 Months in Cap- 

M 4 tivity ; 
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tivicy ; aod tho Mr. Ruffel had no other. 
Right to claim him than as he was an 
Enji^lijhman, yet the Moors made no 
difficulty of him. 

SEVERAL other Captives came to 
make themfelves known to Mr. Rujfel^ 
and to endeavour to get their Liberty ; 
but the 2 Englijh^ and a young Spaniard^ 
born in Gibraltar ^ fince we have had it» 
continued in our Family as Servants, from 
the firfl Day we came to Mequinesi until 
the time we brought them away. 

WE were likewife vifited by Ben Zeki^ 
i Jew, a great Courtier, who came to in- 
form himfelf of what he could learn, that 
might be for or againft his Intereft ; 
he being very jealous left Mr. Rujfel 
fhould get the Liberty of the 7)utch, who 
were taken on board one of pur Ships bound 
to New Tork^ and furniihed with a good 
Pafs. 

''THIS Jew^ with fevcral others, had 
contraded with the Emperor for all the 
^utcht to the Number of 86 ; in which 
thefe poor People were included : Thefc 
Jews furni(hed the Emperor with Pow» 
der and Arms from Cadiz^ ; and there- 
fore had power to difpofe; of the l^utch 
Captives as they fhould think proper : 

and 
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and accordingly this Jew had procured 
Credential Letters for bis Brother, and a* 
nether Jew^ to go to Holland as Embaf^ 
fadors from the Emperor, to treat with 
the ^utch about the Ranlbm of their 
Countrymen. They were in great 
hopes to be confiderabie Gainers by this 
Negotiation, and therefore were in great 
pain left Mr. Ruffel ihould claim and pro* 
cure the Liberty of two T>utchmen^ their 
Wives, and four Children ; which the 
Jews had bought, and were down upon 
their Lift : but Mr. Rujfel took very 
little notice of this Jew. 

I N the Morning early. Admiral Terez Nov. 22, 
came to acquaint Mr. Ruffel the Kinj 
woaid give him Audience that Day ; an< 
accordingly the Prefents defigned for the 
Emperor were looked out : A Lift of them 
I ihall give in another Place. 

. A B O y T ii a-Clock, a Spaniard, Al- 
caide of the Chriftians, and feveral Offi- 
cers of the Palace, came to cbndud Mr. 
Ruffel to his Audience. We mounted 
about 12, and fet out in the followiuj 
manner : Mr. Ruffel on Horle-back, witl 
Bajhaw Busfra on one fide of him, and 
one of the Bajhaw^s Brothers on the 
other ; the reft of the Englijh Gentlemen 
followed, accompanied by another of the 

2 Bajhaw's 
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Bajhaw's Brothers, and fomc Officers of 
the Court ; two Footmen in Mr. Ruffei*s 
Liveries on Horfeback; the Captives, 
Moorijh, and 7^w/> Servants, walked on 
Foot : The whok was preceeded by about 
20 of the Bajhaw's Servants, who march- 
ed in lUaks, with their Mufquets upright, 
after the Ai(wriyj& Faihion : feveral People 
belonging to the Court went before them 
with great Whips and Leather Thongs, 
to clear the way of the Mob, which was 
very prcfling and troublefome : the whole 
was cloied with a Guard of Horfe, be- 
longing to the Bajbaw ; and not with- 
ftanding this Guard, a drunken Moor of 
fomc Quality rode in among us, and pre- 
fentcd his Gun at our Dod:or, but did 
not fire ; he was prevailed upon to go 
about his Bufmefs, with much ado, after 
ufing many InvedUves againft the Chri* 
ftian Dogs ; but no one ofier'd to lecure 
him : and indeed all Moors think they 
have a natural R^ht to abule Jews zad 
Chriftians. When we arrived at the firft 
Gate of the Palace^ which was a^ very 
mean one, the Doors not better than 
what ferves our ordiiiaiy Barns, we a- 
lighted, in the firft Square or Cottrt^ if 
I may fb call it, where thirteen of the 
Emperor's cboiceft Horfes, caparifon'd, 
and held by Negro Grooms, wicre placed 
on purpofe for us to fee; aad we 

were 
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were led to fee them by the Bajhdw : 
After pafling thro' two or three fiich 
Squares as the firft, which ha4 nothing 
to recommend them but high thick Walls* 
built with Mortar and wooden Gates, 
we arrived at the lofty Palace of his im- 
perial Refidence ; here the Crowd was fo 
great, it was with very great Difficulty 
we could Iqueeze in : at length we were 
admitted into a long Gallery, neatly 

?aved, the Floor and Sides with fmall 
lies, about an Idch fquare^ of divers 
Colours ; this Gallery had feveral Ar- 
ches in the Sides of the Walls, for Seats, 
Here we found the King^s Prefent to 
the Emperor, it was brought under a 
Guards by the Bajhaw's Servants, upon 
their Heads ; and every thing fo dilpofed 
of as to make the beft Apptaranc^. I 
believe we waited here an Hour before 
wc could gain any farther Admittance, 
feveral Mcflei^ers going backwards and 
forwards ; and among the reft a great fat 
-M«^arf^ Court-Lady, oF about 50 : (he was 
of great Authority, and adled as a fort of 
Gen tie Woman- Uf her to hi'S drunken Ma- 
jefty, no one having Admittance to him 
but thro' her means. And now we are 
got into the Palace, we muft leave ail 
Ordesr -and Decency behind, even that 
very little we met with elfe where, was 
^ere cjuite negle<aed ; for what could be 

expedled 
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expeded from a drankeQ King and a 
mobbifh Court ? As our greac Officers 
are diftinguiftied at Court by their white 
Waods, 16 here they are diftioguifhed 
by long Clubs and Whips,- with which 
they laid about them in a mod unmer- 
ciful manner, according to their different 
Ranks and Qualities. While we were 
fitting in the Gallery, . we were very 
much troubled with the Impertinence of 
People who wanted to fee our Swords 
and Gloves ; we were here tired beyond 
all patience, when at laft they led u$ 
over an open Gallery, which gave us 
the Prolpei^ of a pretty Meadow within 
the Palace, over which there is a Terrace 
Walk in the middle, from one End to 
the other, thick fhaded with Vines, and 
fiipported with wooden Frames. But all 
the way we went we were followed by 
foch Crowds that no Blows could keep 
us clear. We pafTed with great Difficulty 
thro' feveral Apartments, until at laft iSve 
were flopped, and told in the next the 
Emperor was. Here the Bajhaw who 
accompanied us, his Brothers, and fe^ 
veral other Grandees of the Court, were 
pulling off their Alhagues, or Habits of 
Diftindion, and went bare* footed, to make 
themielves look as mean as pofllible before 
the Emperor. 

THE 
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THE Bajhaw's Brothers took each 
of chem a China Jar of Sweet-Meats to 
carry before the Emperor, that their Offici* 
oufnefs might be the more taken notice of. 
Before we were admitted to fee the Em« 
peror, all the Presents were carried and 
placed in his Sight, and his Minions ; for 
at this Court not only an Embadador^ 
but any other Man's Reception, almoft 
intirely depends upon the Prdfent he 
brings. 

ADMIRAL Terez, for want of a 
better, (for Renegado Carr could not be 
found) aded as Interpreter to this Grand 
Audience. We found that altho the Ad- 
miral had been ftnt by the Court for Mr.. 
Ruffel, yet the Courtiers uled him with a 
great deal of Contempt, calling him no- 
thing but Rice or Captain, and treating 
him with very much Indifference; this 
put him out of Countenance, for he had 
endeavoured to pafs upon us for a Man of 
great Interefl: at Court. He was a fort of 
Somebody in Muley I/mael*s time, when 
his Imperial Majefty would condefcend to 
ask him how the Wind was ; but his not 
bringing the Emperor fo good a Prefent 
from England as he promifed, was the 
Reafon he had never fince been taken 
notice of at Court, until he was fcnt for 

Mr 
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Mr. RuJ/e/j as beiog known to the £»- 
glifi^f by having been EmbaiTador there ; 
and fo was thought the mod proper Per- 
fon to prevail upon Mr. Rujel to come 
over. We were kept waiting about an 
Hour in this Anti- Apartment of the 
King's, when fome were fighting, others 
quarrelling, fbme were fmoaking, and all 
in fucb an Uproar, one would have thought 
himieJf rather on the common fide of i 
i^ail, than in the Palace of a great Em- 
peror. Behold at length two great woo** 
den Gates were flung open, and we dif- 
covered his Imperial Beaftlinefs fitting 
under a wooden Canopy in an open 
Gallery ; below his Majefty, at his Feetj 
(at his Favourite Brother, Muley Am^ 
Ji^ddy, and his firft Minifter Bajhavi 
Empfael : Mr. Rujfel was led up to th6 
Throne, and making three Bows, pulled 
off^ his Hat, and delivered into the Em* 
peror's own Hand his Majefty's Letteri 
ty'd up in a fihe filk Handkerchief, and a 
Gold Watch ty'd up in another ; he then 
covered, and made a Speech to the Em- 
peror, importing the great Efteem and 
Regard the King of Great Britain had 
for his Majefty ; condoled, and congratu- 
lated the Emperor upon his Father's Death^ 
and his own Advancement : all which was 
interpreted by Admiral Verez, but it 
migbt as well have been lee alone, for his 

Imperial 
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Imperial Majefty was (b druok he could 
icarce hold his Head up, but cried Buono^ 
Buono^ Good, Good ; and then charged 
the Alcaide of the Chriftians to fee we 
did not want for Wine, and roafted Pigs 
every Day*. Then his Courtiers pro-- 
ilrated themfelves upon their Faces, and 
crawled upon their Hands and Knees to 
Jkils his Feet : After^ this his Court retrredt 
and the Emperor's Eunuchs took him up 
and carried him away. The Emperor, ai 
to his Perfbn, is very tall, about 48 or 50 ; 
of a very fierce Countenance, and very 
much pitted with the Small-I^ox ; he 
ftemed very much Moated in the Face^ 
wanted his Fore-Teeth, and being a Mu-^ 
latto^ made altogether a very ugly Fi- 
gure. His Drefs was a long black Cloke* 
it being Winter, over a white Alhague ; 
his Turbant was a green Silk Salh, but 
hung loo{e like a drunken Man's ; his 
Cimetar was very rich, and the only 
thing about him worth taking notice of. 
It had been the Cimetar of old Muley Ifi 
inael'\ the Scabl?ard was of Gold, very

richly 
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richly fet oo both fides with Diamonds 
and precious Stones. The Audience be- 
ing over, and the Emperor carried away^ 
the whole Palace was in an Uproar, nei* 
ther was there any manner of Care taken 
CO fee us back : Admiral Terez did what 
he could, ,but having no Authority, they 
ihoved us about in a (Irange manner, de- 
manding extravagant Sums of Money at 
every Gate to let us out, ihutting all the 
Gates upon us wherever we came ; and 
were fo infblent, that taking my Buttons 
for Gold, which were Bath-metal gilt, upon 
Scarlet trimmed with Gold, they cut fe- 
yeral of them o% in (pite of all the Rc- 
fiftance I could make ; and were {o very 
expeditious, they cut the Cloth and all, 
in ieveral Places. We expeded every 
Minute to be ftripped, and it was by the 
Force of a good deal of Money, and 
Teresa promiung much more to all the 
Porters, we were able to get thro' the 
: Palace. It is impoflible to convey an 
Idea to any Peribn who was not there, 
whatarafcaUy Crew we met with, nor 
cap any one conceive that what is called 
a Court, ihoutd be worfe than a Bear- 
Garden. We had all our Journey formed 
great Ideas of Mequinez^ of the Court^ 
. aod the Manner bow we Ihould pafs our 
Time there ; and this had made us bear 
With Chearfhlnefs and Patience the length 

and 
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and Difagreeablenefs of our Journey : 
But ftirc People were dever more difip- 
pointed, for what fliould have been the 
Center of Ordqr and Government, was the 
Center of Diforder and Confufion ; occa- 
iioned by a Mpnftcr of a Prince, and a 
Minifkr very little better. 

THE Aka^de of the Chriftians, and 
a ^ortugue&e Slave in great Credit with 
the Emperor, and leveral of the Negro 
Guard attended us b^ck, who all expeded 
to be liberally rewarded, becaufe we had 
been io well treated. Poor pld Terez was 
{o aihamed of his Court, that he knew not 
w})at to fay ; but laying all upon the Dif^ 
orders of the Emperor, fwore after we 
were difpatched, he would retire to Sallee^ 
and never go near the Court during this 
Man's Reign. At Night Bajhaw Emj>/ael, 
b^ing impatient for his Preient, fent to 
confer with Mr. Ruffe I: He had an intire 
Power over all Perfons and Things, where 
the Emperor's Power was acknowledged^ 
and was very abfolute during his, ihorc 
Reign. He had the Character of being a 
wonderful DiiTembler, very cunning and 
artfiil, but had io given himfelf up to 
Driijik, to pleafe the King, and being a 
Negro withal, that he was, except among 
the N^roes, become as deteftable as the . 
King himfelf

WHJ^THER what he ^id, while 
ivith us, was the EfTb^ of the Faifeo^s he 
had learned amoi^ the MMrs^ or whether 
he did iir to ingratiate himfelf afnong us, 
not haviag theft received the Breient he 
cxpeded, which he hoped to increde 
by tsifing us what Service he had e^er 
done the £ffgi!it^, and inftnuatiag what he 
was capable of doing Mif, Rupl : what- 
ever 
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ever was his lodacement, certain ic is, 
^fter he had got his Prefent, he came very 
feldom among us ; and before w« left Me-- 
quinez^ we believed him as much a Moor. 
as any in the Country, and as much in 
their Intereft : Therefore I advife thofe 
who come after us. to take great Care 
what they fay before him, and to give 
but li;tle Credit to what he fays.

Nov. 24. THE ^/f^/i^ of the Chriftians Tent us 
two rdafting Pigs ; we found him a very 
artful infinuating Fellow, and that he ex* 
peifted to be very well paid for every thing 
ne did We pafled our time but very dil- 
agreeably here, to what we did in Tetuan ; 
which made us very defirous of being d\€- 
patched. We were confined to a Ground 
Apartment, and not allowed to walk upon 
the Houfe for fear we fhould fee their Wo* 
men. When we went abroad, we every 
where found the common People very 
nuJe, atfd could go no where, unlefs on 
Horle-back, without a great Crowd fol- 
lowing us : Befides^ the poor Captives 
cofnplatned that the Ne^ro Porters would 
not let them in to us witnout Money ; and 
tho Mr. jRufel defired the Bajhaw - to ' re- 
<lre(sthis Abufe, the Porcers were not pu- 
nifbed, and Mr. Rufel could get nbtfafi^g 
but Promifes of their Amendment. 
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BASHAfF 5«jr/riiiDtr<KllucedaSainc 
to Mr. Rufeh ow of tbcir ordiaary ones t 
thi$ Fellpw was like mod of the reft, pare 
Kimve,. an^ part Foot ; he begg'd Money 
CO jbay ]blm a Pair of Drawers. Upon the 
B^affif% bringing him in, Mr. Rujjel or- 
dered him 3 Ounces, % Shillings Englijb^^i 
no iinail Sum in diat Gonptry to give a 
Beggar : yet this Fellow, becaufe he was 
a ^int,. idid not think the ^m great e- . 
noi^b, but flung it upon the Ground ; 
upon ..which. Mr. Ruffel ordered his Ser« 
vaat ^o take it up, and give him nothing. 
This was a great Difap^ointment to his 
HoUpefs^ who looked very fimple, and 
wanted then to have the Money again ; 
but Mr. jRiir^/ ordered a Meorijh Servant 
to turn him out of the Hpufe, which he 
did very readilv, not regarding at all iht 
Curies he gave him. 

THIS Moor i ft) Servant we brought 
from Tetflanj is a fort of a Free-thinker 
among the Moors ^ and had very little nc- 
gard to what he eat or drank, any more 
than he bad for their Saints, and never 
fcrapled doii^ as we bid him : io, that 
whenever his Countrymen were troiible* 
Ibme, he either turned them out quietly, 
or by j^^ad and Shoulders.

To 
Day we were vifited by one Tilleau^ a 
young Fellow of a good Family in Cornwall 
but now turned Moor. He was taken very 
young, with Captain Vilkau^ his Uncle, 
and being a handfbme Boy, he was given 
by Mu^y IJmael to one of his Sons. 
The Chriftian Captives gave this young 
Man a wonderful Charader, faying he 
endured enough to have killed feven Men, 
before his Mailer could make him turn^ 
*Tis very rare the Moors force any Chri* 
fttan to turn Moof\ unlefs they happen to 
fall into the Hands of fome very great 
Zealot, or Bigot to their Religion, who 
imagine they are doing God good Service, 
while they are guilty of all the inhuman 
Cruelty in the World. 

TIL LEAV being taken very young, 
ipoke the Arabick Language as well as the 
Moors ; and having traverfed this vaft 
Country even to the Frontiers of Guinea^ 
was capable of giving a very good Account 
of it : He is at prefent a Soldier, as all the 
Renegadoes are, who have no particular 
Trade or Calling ; but their Allowance of 
Pay and Corn is fo fmall, that they are in 
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a ftarving Condition, being obliged to rob 
and plunder for the greatefl: part of their 
Subfidence ; for which they are often 
killed when taken : They are generally 
quartered at a great Dillauce from the Sea, 
ia Caflles upon the Frontiers. 

THE Queens, and the Grand Bajloaw^ Nov. *». 
paving received fome confiderable Prefects 
from Bajhaw Hamefs Agent, the King 
was once more prevailed upon to declare 
Bajhaw Hamet Bajhaw oi Tetuan^ with 
all its Dependencies ; tho but two Days 
before the Emperor did afHire Bajhaw 
Bus ft a ^ and the Tetuan Deputies, at ttic 
time they were of!ering their Prelents, 
that Bajhaw Busfra Ihould return Bajhaw 
oiTetuaUy fince the People defired it.

THUS any one may think what a 
Condition we thought our felves in^ who 
had to deal with (uch a Prince and fucb a 
Court. This fudden Alteration in Affairs 
fo frightened the H'etuan Deputies, that 
they retired at Night into a Saint^s Hoikfe, 
for fear of being imprifbned, and worfe 
Confequences. Bajhaw Busfra loHng 
now all hopes of being fent back Bajhaw 
oi Tetuan J endeavoured all he could to 
go Governor of the Caflle, Town, and Port

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AFTER Dinner we walked oUt to 
iee his Foundery, where he cafts Mortars, 
Shells, Cannon, (^c. as well as can be done in 
Europe : He has the Command of what 
Number of Chriflians and Moors he thinks 
\ neceflTary to the Work, and is the only 

Perfbn in the Country capable of this 
Work ; and he fays he has concealed his 
Art from the Moors and Chriflians that 
a/Tifl: him : fb that when he dies, ib all 
probability, they will be at as great a Lofs 
as ever. 

IN the Evening, th6 Bajhaw fbnie- 
what aihamed of what he had done^ fent 
Horfes for us all, even for the Servants ; 
and Mr. Rujfel was advifed by Cdrr to 
accept of them, as we were yet to con- 
tinue in his Houfe. 

Kov. 30. THE Tadre Guardian of the Spanifh 
Convent, and another Frier, with their 
Surgeon, came to make Mr. Rujfel a 
Vifit : They looked as if they wanted 
for nothing the Country could afford ; they 
invited us to their Convent* 

SEVERAL MefTages came from one 
\ of the Queens, defiring Mr. Rujfel to re- 

turn by the way of Tangier^ after he iball 
be difpatched ; and likewife to deiire him 
I to 
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to leave Bajhaw Busfra's Houfe, and to 
go to Bafhaw Hamet's Agent. Thefe 
Meflengers were all (lopped by Bajhaw 
Busfra^s Servants, by order of their Ma- 
tter ; and the Meflengers were told Mr. 
Rujfel had refolved to go by the way of 
SalleCy and that having come to Mequi- 
nez under the Proted:ion of Bajhaw 
Busfra^ he is refolved to continue in his 
Houfe until (uch time he is difpatchcd, 
unlefs the Emperor ihould, by a pofitive 
Command, order it otherwife. But as this 
did not come from Mr. Rujfel, whom they 
could not get to fee, the Meflengers gave 
but little Credit to it, and Means were 
foon after found out to let Mr. Rujfel know 
the whole Matter. This made Bajhaw 
Busfra very complaifant, and he made 
Mr. Rujfel z Vifit, defiring him not to 
leave his Houfe without a pofitive Order 
from the Emperor ; at the lame time ma- 
king an Apology for all that was paft,- 
andpromifing aO that was in bis Power for 
the future. 

BUT Mr. Rujfel very much depending 
upon the Advice of Admiral ^^r^^, and 
he being an intire Enemy of Bajhaw Ha- 
fnet% perliiaded Mr. Rujfel to continue 
where he was. All this time Mr. Rujl^l 
had no manner of Anfwer to the Demands 
he had lent the Grand Bajhaw^ notwith*

THEIR Houfcs are very mean, and 
many FamiUes in a Houfe; nor did I 
ever fee any People fo ntiferaUe a$ the 
Jews appear to be in Bof^Mry : and not* 
wkhftanding all the Oppreffion they meet 
with from the Moors, they govern all 
the Commerce and Money of this Coun- 
|ry« Their chief Employment ho'e is 
working in Gold and Silver, elip(Hi^ and

Th^ King's Brothers, whenever they ride 
thro' the Jeivdry^ beat and ioibk what- 
ever Jews happen to fall in their way ; 
and the Moors ieldom call them by any 
Cfher Name than Cran or Cuckold^ 

W£ went to retnro the friers Vtfit : Dec. 4, 
They have a very convenient Hoofe, 
deli^tfully fitnaced for Pro(peA, and 
large eacM^h for their Number, which 
4pcm(ifts of no more than a Guardian, 
feor Friers, a Lay-Brother, befides a Sur*. 
^edn. This Convent VfM endowed wick 
50b Pii^l^ arYe^r, for 4ie Relkf of 

9 ^ Captives. 
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Captives, aod in order to prevent their 
turning Moors^ They are under the Pro«»» 
tedion of the Emperor, upon the Account 
of yearly Prefencs they make him ; and 
becaufe they take care of his iick Slaves. 
We law their Hoipital, which had then 
but very few Sick in it ; but is capable of 
receiving above loo fick Perfbns. 

THE Friers were very courteous and 
obliging ; entertaining us with Wine and 
Bisket ; and obliged Mr. Rujp^l to name 
the Day when he would come and dine 
with them. 

Dec. 5. FIVE Moors were crucified for rob- 
bing and murdering a Jew : This wa^ one 
of the principal Jews of Mequinez, and 
great Induftry and Intereft were made by 
the Jews to difcover his Murderers* 

MR. Rujfel^ after many Delays and 
Difficulties, and after having lent many 
Days to defire Audience again of the Grand 
BdJhaWy was at laft, promiied one this Night. 
Bajhaw Busfra was fo jealous left Mr. 
Ruffel ihould (peak to the Grand Bajhaw 
to his prejudice, that he would not per- 
mit Mr. Ruffel to go without one of his 
Brothers in Company : Mr. Kuffel refufed 
to go for a long time under fuch a Re* 
ftraint, but at laft was prevailed upon to Ice 

the 
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the Ba^aw's Brother go. There is n6 
feeing the Bajhaw without a Prefent ; fo 
that a Ptefent was looked out accordinglyv 
Admiral Terez accompanied Mr. Rujfel 
as Interpreter : The Bajhaw received Mr. 
Ruffel's Prefent, gave him a great many 
fair Promifes, as before : but now he was 
io particular as to afTure him he ihould be 
dilpatched, to his Satisfaction, in three > 
Days. 

MR. Rujfel received a Letter from Mr.6cc. 6. 
Teter Morgan^ an Irijh Merchant, living 
in Sallee ; giving an Account that Negger^ 
a Captain of one of their Cruifers, had 
robbed an Englijh Ship : Mr. Rujfel com- 
plained of it ; the Captain was lent for to 
Court, not fb much to be reprimanded^ 
as to know what he had got in order to 
rob him again. 

MR. Rujfel received a Letter from 
Monfieur Tillet^ a French Renegado, 
and Governor of the Port of Sallee ; he 
blamed Neggevy and threatned him : His 
Letter run very much upon Compliments, 
and Offers of Services.

XH E Emperor's Minifters intercepted 
feveral Letters of Correlpondence betweca 
one of his Queens and his own Siller, 
wrote to his Rival, and Brother Muley 
Abdehnele^k : The Emperor put the Queen 
to death, and baniihed his Sifter to a 
Caftle. 

1 2th. WE were all invited to dine with 

Muley Maimon^ at a Country-Seat of one 
of his Brothers; and Carr was alio in- 
vited by way of Interpreter. We had a. 
handfom Dinner, dreffed by Spantjh 
Slaves, and a Conforc of Mufick, by the 
Chriftians, who were fent for on purpoie : 
Muley Maimon, and his Brother, made 
a Compliment to Mn Rujfel, laying, how 
concerned they were to fee him lo long 
at Mequinez without^ being difpatchet^ 
and that it ufed not to be fo in their Fa* 
therms time ; that they fhould have been 

flad to have ferved him, but having no 
^ower in the prefent Reign, they could 

do 
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do him no other Service than wifliing him 
well ; their Brother taking no manner of 
notice of them : (b that they chofe to live 
private, and never went to Court. We 
obferved thefe Princes had not the Eftates 
of common Country Gentlemen in En^ 
gland i the old Emperor feldom giving 
more to his Sons than what was ablb- 
lutely neceflary for their Subfiftence, un- 
lets to thofe whofe Mothers were great 
Favourites. 

IT wasfaid the Emperor had received Dec 13. 
fome Letters from his Brother Abdelme- 
leck^ importing, that if the Emperor would 
make a Partition of the Empire, and give 
him half his Father's Treafure, half the 
Horfe, Ammunition, ®r. he would give 
no farther Trouble ; but this was reje&ed 
by the Negroes and Grand Bajhaw : It 
was faid the Emperor would have come 
iato this, or any thing elfe, {6 as to have 
been left at eafe in his Debaucheries. 

THE Mufti, and a Party at Court, uth. 
taking a proper Opportunity to incenfe 
the Emperor ^ainft Bajhaw Emffael^ 
who, tho he had not been out of his 
Palace for fome Weeks, or mounted on 
Hdrie-back for fome Months, yet got on 
Horfe-back, and went at the Head of a 
Party of his Negro Guards to the Houfe

M R. Rujfel was advifed by a Sfaniflo 
Captain, one Jofefh Tadron^ a Native of 
the Canaries^ whom Mr. Rujfel brought 
outjof; tJie^Cpuntry with him, to imploy 
a J^ijh Woman, who was aMjftreis of the 
Emperor's, and a great Favourite, and to 
offer her a handfbme Reward, in cafe fhe 
could get him difp^tched.

THE fame Captain advifed to apply 
to the Spaniard Akaldey or Governor of 
the Chriftians, who who was a Slave of 
the Emperor's when Prince, and whofc 
Poll obliged him to be very much about 
the Emperor, which we faw at our firft 
Audience. He came, with great Affedlation , 
like a Perfbn of Confequence ; and feeing 
Mr. RuJfel'WQLS at a lofs what to do, he (aid, 
lie fiippofed Mr. Ruffel had no Notion 
that it lay in his power to ferve him, o^ 
tberwife he would have applied to him 
before ; but allured him if he had, he

iA«eh 10 defpife the Grantf Edjhmifi fay- 
ing be was a Negro, and what ccHSfd be 
expeded from hitn ? In fhorr, he ttodiir- 
took every tfting, for a Prortiift of ^ing 
well rewarded ; but was {o tirefom, as foon 
as he imagined Mr. Ki^ffel thought fiftdi'of 
ufe, with his long Harangues of bimfeK^ 
and fb full of his Ufanijh FormdiCie$, tbdt 
Be became tery ridiculoos : add ia the 
End it proved he had no maniter of Power 
with regard to fiufinefs ; ^d only th&oghc 
by his Impudence to be carefTed, ^d to 
draw a Frefent ftora Mr. Rujfei, \ktidtt 
the Pretence of giving Jc fbme b^dy ^Be.

A T laft the Captives themfelves found 
out the Reafon of Mn Rujfel's not being 
difpatched : It ieems the Grand Bajhaw 
gave them to underftand he expeded they 
ihould raife him a Prefent of 3 00 Ducats 
among themfelves, or they ihould not have 
their Liberty ; befides, he let it be under^ 
ftood he was not fatisfied with the Pre« 
fents Mr. Rujfel had made him, nor in- 
deed never would, as long as he had found 
any thing more coming. And what was 
worfe, we (bon found there was nothing 
but Tricks and Lyes to be expei^ed from 
the Alcaide of the Chriftians. 

THE Jewijh Woman wanted to have 
the Sheick of the Jews concerned, and 
he asked an extravagant Sum of Money 
to get the Peace (igned, and the Captives 
their Liberty ; fo that Mr. Rujfel would 
have nothing to fay to' him.

THERE is no defcribing what a Set 
of villainous Hands we were got into at 
Mequinez : neither can I fay, in that

NEITHER did they feem to con- 
fider his Majefty's Prefeut, or the Prefents 
Mff RuJJel had given » as any thing ; but 
confidently asked mqre, as if what had 
been done Signified nothing.

ed indrderto get himlelf difpatched) pro* 
mifed.Monev to two Chstftian^ Slaves^ 
(who Immediately waited upon the £m* 
pefQr's t^orlbn, when he was sot .among 
the Women) provided they ,^ouid-iena 
him word whenever the Efop^ot Was 
likely to be feen : He alfo promifed Mo- 
ney to the AkaidesM, the Gaira of the 
PaIaC9> and to every one he thought mieht 
2 further 
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further his Dilpatch ; for every body a- 
greed if he could but get to the Sight of 
the Emperor, his Buiinefs would be done : 
But here lay the Difficulty, the Emperor 
was fo often drunk that his Miniflers dared 
not fiiffer him to be feen by the People. 

A MESSENGER came from th€Dec.:28. 
King's Chriftians, to acquaint Mr. Ruffel that 
if he came to Court, they believed the Em- 
peror might be feen ; Mr. Rujfel hurried 
to the Palace, and we all were over-joyed 
to think there was fome Hopes of getting 
away. The Negroes and People fainted 
qs as we paffed the outer Squares, be- 
fore we came to the Palace ; which made 
us really believe there was fomething ex- 
traordinary in our being fent for : And 
what confirmed us in this Opinion, was, 
juft as we came to the Palace Gate, wc 
iaw the Grand Bajhaw march in before 
US) with his Negro Guard ; and as People 
eafily believe what they wifh, we imme- 
diately conjedured the Emperor had fent 
for him to dilpatch Mr* Rujffel. 

BUT alas ! when we came to get into 
the Palace, Mn Ru(fel met with a great 
deal of Oppofition from the Alcaide of, 
the firft Gate, who had all along beeti 
our Enemy, and as rude as he dared to 
be \ and after we were got in, he flop* 

Q. / pcd 
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ped Mr. Rufel, and would not let him 
go beyond his Guard : However, wc 
were in the way of being fecn by every 
body who went in to the Emperon A- 
mong the reft, we met at Court, an old 
Spaniard, a Chriftian, who was then the 
King's Phyfician *; he told us he was ta- 
ken 39 Years ago in Larach, when that 
Place was fcandaloufly (urrendred by the 
Spaniards to the Moors, occaftoned by 
the Friers, who began to be a little pinch- 
ed in their Bellies. 

THIS Phyfician gave us a thorow 
Account of the Emperor^s Life, having 
known him from a Child : and, to make 
ufe of his own Words, he laid, that Nero^ 
Caligula, Heliogabalus, Commodus, and all 
the Roman Monfters wc read of, were 
Saints in compariibn to him. 

THIS Phyfician told us bis Bufinefi 
was to feel thcKing*s Pulfe. Whenever 
they brought him out of his Room, the 
Eunuchs placed the King in an open Gal- 
lery, under a Canopy, where we firft law 
him ; there he drank, with his Mini- 
llers^ until he fell down, and then the

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Eunuchs carried him to bed, until he had 
flept off his laft Debauch : And this is his 
conftant courfe of Life, infomuch, that 
for two Months together, they had not 
been able to get him to fhift himfelf. The 
great Mifchief he does, is at his firft a- 
waking out of his drunken Fits, when 
his own Servants fly him and dread him. 
His Minifters keep him in this way, and 
iiifiFer no one to fee him, excepting fomc 
few Creatures of their own ; fo that the 
Moors (notwithftanding the danger of 
murmuring in an ablblute Government) 
ofcd to fay they had no Emperor. 

BUT to return to the Phyfician : He 
told us whenever he felt the Emperor^s 
Pulfe, the Emperor always felt his, and 
ufcd to ask him whether he was ftrong ? 
He faid he was always obliged to tell the 
Emperor he was very well, for the Moors 
believe the Chriftians can tell better by 
the Palfc than the Perfon himfelf that is 
fick : Sometimes the Emperor would take 
it in his Head he wanted Phyiick, and 
then he never dared give him any thing 
that was not as innocent as fair Water ; 
fbme Cordial Julep, or other fiich pleafanc 
thing : for it would be very dangerous to 
put one of thefe Brutes to pain. 

0^2 WHILE 
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WHILE we (laid at Court, we faw 
a poor Negro led out, whom the Empe-. 
ror had jufl: ordered to be tofTed ; the 
Emperor had juft then ordered two others 
to be killed : It feems thefe Negroes look- 
ed after the Emperor's Hounds, and all 
their Crime was that they did not bring 
them before him as ibon as he ex* 
peded. 

THE Punilhment of Tofling is very 
cruel, as it is very udcertain ; ibmetimes it 
kWls them upon the Spot ; and often makes 
them Cripples all the reft of their Lives : 
but it depends very much upon the good 
Will and Dexterity of the Toflers. The 
manner of doing it is this : Whenever the 
Emperor orders a Perlbn to be tofTed, the 
Party is immediately feized by three or 
four ftrong Negroes, who, taking the 
fellow by the Hams, jirk him up as high 
as they can ; but at the time they tofs 
him, they are to dextrous, they can turn 
him on which fide they defign he iliall 
falL 

WHILE we were at Court we were 
much troubled with the Impertinence of 
one of the two Favourite Brothers of the 
Emperor, who was very drunk, tho it 

was 
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was before Dinner, and Smoaking at 
Court* 

MR. Rujfel tried all he could to fee 
the Emperor, defiring all that went in to 
the Emperor to acquaint him he was 
waiting to fee his^Majcfty ; but could get 
no other than the old Anfwer, the Em- 
peror was not dreflcd to be feen. 

O N E of the Emperor's Women pafled 
by us, and feeing we were Strangers, 
Hopped to know our Bufinefs : The En- 
glijh^OY, who always accompanied Mr. 
Rujfel to Court, and who (poke Arabick 
as naturally as the Moors^ told her the 
Embaflador waited to fee the Emperor ; 
he ran after her, and gave her a Moydore 
in Mr. RuJfePs Name, defiring her to ufe 
her Intereft that Mr. Ruffel might fee the 
Emperor, promifing her a handlbme Gra- 
tuity if (he would Ipeak to the Emperor. 
This Woman was a great Favourite of the 
Emperor's, going about among his Wo- 
men, carrying his Orders, and appointing 
fiich as were for his Pleafure : She was 
her felf young, and not unhandfbme ; 
painted, and very richly drefled in their 
way, with monftrous Gold Ear-rings, and 
Bracelets of the fame Metal, about her 
Arms, Neck, SJr.

SHE promifed to do her bed:, and in 
the* end did more than all the People Mr. 
Rujfel had as yet applied to : She came 
back, and told ^r. Ruffel it was not a 
proper time then to fee the Emperor, but 
that when it was, (he would certainly 
introduce him. 

W E faw in the Court two of the Em- 
peror's Horfes, which were led into Court 
every Day, tho the Emperor feldom or 
never uied them : The Saddles were covered 
with Gold Plate; fet with precious Stones. 
We were told the Emperor bimfelf was 
drawn about by Negroes in a Chaife, whofe 
Wheels were covered with Leather. Wc 
returned from Court a little better fatisfied 
than we came, having now great Expecta- 
tions in the Court Lady. 

Dec. 15. IN the Morning we went to Court for 
the fourth time ; and met with the lame 
Difficulties as tdual to get in : Mr. Ruffel 
was now refolved to try to get nearer the 
King's Apartment than we had hitherto 
been ; fo watching an Opportunity, when 
the jikatde of the firft Gate was bufied 
fome other way, we fairly gave him the 
ilip, and walked on to the other Gate, 
where we were got before he miffed us : 
Afterwards he made uie of leveral Strata- 
gems 
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g^ms to get us back, by feodiog word 
Admiral 'Perez waited there to ^eak with 
Mr. Rujfel : when that would not do he 
(ent word Bajhaw Busfra ieut to (peak 
with Mr. Rujfel ; but we miftruftiDg the 
Matter, recunied evafive Aafwers. The 
Reader, no doubt, by this time, will 
very much wonder why we met with 
io much Oppofitton from this Alcaide of 
the firft Gate, and indeed fo we did our . 
ielves ; and at lafl: it was diCcovered, that 
Bajhaw Busfra had bribed him with 10 
Ducats, to do all that lay in his Power to 
hinda Mr. Ruffel from ieeing the Emperor : 
He would have kept Mr. Ruffel from co« 
ming into the Palace, but that he took 
the Opportunity to go in when fome of 
the great Officers of the Court went, and 
at fuch Times the Akaide did not dare to 
life Violence. 

BASHAW Busfra finding himfelf 
difappointed in his Expeiftations of going 
back to Tetnan, and of getting the Go- 
vernment of Sailee^ he had taken a Re- 
solution in his Head of asking to go Em* 
baflador to England ; hearing how much 
they were made of, and what a large Al* 
lowance they had : he was the more in- 
clined to this becaufe he forefaw nothing 
but Confufions in his own Country. He 
difcovered himfelf at laft to Mr. Ruffel^ 

Q_ 4 whofq 
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whofe Orders and Intereft it was to op« 
pofe it, but that the Bafiyaw did not' 
know ; but made uie of all the latercft 
he had at Court, and even gave Money^ 
as I faid before, to hinder Mr, Ruffel's 
being difpatched, until fuch time he could 
;et himlelf appointed Embailador^ But 
lis Behaviour at Tetuan had fo dif* 
obliged the Minifters, and Bafioaw Ha- 
met's Intereft was fo ftrong, that Bajhaw 
Busfra was alfo difappointed in this. 

AND what very much contributed to 
weaken the Intereft of Bajhaw Busfra^ 
was the Tetuanners fo much defiring to 
have him over them ; and they were 
thought intirely in the Intereft of jlb^ 
delmeleckj fo that he was not likely to 
get any thing from the Courtiers but 
good Words : befides, as I have men«> 
tioned before, his unreafonable detain* 
ing Mr. Ruffel fo fong at Tetuan, with- 
cvit any pretence, plainly ihew^d he 
waited to make a Merit of his fo detain- 
ing him and the Prefent for Muley 
Abdehneleck^ who was expeded by all 
Accounts to \yt upon his March for 
Mequinez. 

BASHAW Busfra hkewife foft the 
Intereft that got him Tetuan ; for he 
^reed with one pf the Queen's Agents 

to 
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to give her 500 Gold Ducats for her 
Intereft : but not being able to pay ail 
the Money down, the reft he was to 
pay after he was fettled in his Govern* 
ment, which, not lading long, and he 
not paying the Queen, at his BLeturn 
to Mequinez, Ihe lent one of her Wo- 
men almoft daily to dun him : lb that ihe be- 
came his Enemy. So much I thought pro- 
per to mention here by way of Digrel9ion. 

BEINQ got much nearer the Empe- 
ror's Apartment than hitherto we had 
been iince the Day of Audience, we 
faw three of the Emperor's Chriftian 
Slaves, which have fome Authority in 
the Court, and are diftinguiihed by their 
Habit : The one was a Tortugueze^ and 
had the Appearance of a Gentleman. 
The Emperor^ had given him a Scarlet 
Suit of Clothes, lac'd with Gold, which 
was taken out of a Frenchman^ fb that 
he made no imall Appearance at Court, 
which made us inquire into his Office : 
It feems his only Bufinels was to attend 
at Court ; and if the Emperor ihould 
ride out, his Office, was, with a long 
Napkin, to brufh the Flies ofT the Em- 
peror's Horle. But among the reft of 
the Emperor's Slaves at Court, was a 
little French Boy, a Captain of a Ship's 
Son ; the young Rogue's Perfbn and Wit 

made 
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made him very much to be taken notice 
o£ We asked bim (everal Queflions, 
about his manner of Livings how he li- 
ked the Country, how long he had been 
taken^ whether he remembred his own 
Country, what ExpeAations he had of 
feeing it ^ain ; to ail which Queftions 
he gave very pertinent Anfwers. 

A S to his Liberty he (aid he had bat 
little Hopes, the Moors feidom caring 
to part with Boys, being always in 
hopes they will turn Moors \ and his 
being taken into the Palace, was another 
Difadvantage. If he had any hopes, he 
faid it muft be. when he came to be a 
Man, and then he iaid it was uncertain : 
For out of five different Embaflies that 
had been fent from France^ for the Re- 
demption of Captives in 20 Years, the 
Moors never permitted the Embafladors 
to carry out of the Country above 2j 
at any one time, altbo there had been 
at one time 200 French Captives. The 
Boy laid the French Embafladors had 
been ufed as we fliould be ; you will, 
faid he, be promiied every thing, until 
you have given all you have to give, and 
then be put off with what they pleale. 

AFTER 
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AFTER this tb« Boy asked what 
Sliccefs Mr. Ruffel had, and when he 
cxpedsed to be difpatched ? to which we 
could give but very little Anfwer. He 
£iid he heard it talked at Court that 
Bajhaw Etnffael expedled a much greater 
Prefent than what he had received, and 
that this was the occafion ot Mx. Rujfers 
Delay, to lee if he had nothing more to 
give : And this intirely correfponded 
with a Meflage Mr. Ruffel had received 
from the Bajhaw. Bat Mr. Rujfei 
had not wherewith to anfwer the ex- 
travagant Demands of the Bajhaw ; and 
if he had, he was not fure that would have 
done, or where his Defires would have 
ended. For what could be more Til* 
lainoos than his defiring Money to re- 
new the Peace, when we had a Demand 
npon them for near 3000 /• taken out 
pf two of our Ships in time of Peace, 
for whidi they never intended, neither 
did they ever propofe, giving the leaft 
Satisfad:ion ? Nay, farther, the Bajhaw 
infifted opon having Money for the Re« 
demption of the People adually taken 
on board thole Ships ; and the ^utch 
taken on board thole Ships were detained^ 
becaufe Mr. Ruffel would not pay a moft 
unreafonable Ranlbm for the Liberty of 
thofe, whom, by the Right of Treaties, 

they 
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they fhould not have taken : So that 
all the Promifes made, io the Emperor^s 
Letter to bring Mr. JRuffel into the 
Couptry, and ail the Promiies made to 
him fince, had no other meaning than to 
get his Majefty's Prefent, and whatever 
elfe Mr. Rujfel might have to give. 

BUT what is dill more infamous 
of thefe People is, that after the late 
Emperor had adually agree^l and recei- 
ved th^ Ranfom for Captives, he has lent 
for them back, and detained them under 
falie and fcandalous Pretences, and ibme- 
times put them to death : So that a Per- 
ion is never fzfc until he is adually out 
of the Country ; for there is no Security 
in Oaths, Treaties, Promifes, &c. which 
they look on only as things of Form to 
ferve a prefent Occafion. And the daily 
Experience we had of their Perfidy, not 
only to us but to one another, and lacing 
no manner of Government in the Coun- 
try, made us wilh our felves well out of 
their Dominions ; for tho they have a 
Notion of fome Refpecft that is due to 
a publick Minifter, yet they are not 
always to be trufted. We have leen 
many Examples how the Turks have 
treated publick Minifters, who are a 
mucji politer People than thefe* 

WHILE 
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WHILE we were at Court, we faw 
the Secretary of State, who was by at 
our firft Audience. To him Mr. Ruffel 
made heavy Complaints of his Ufage : 
firft, that having oeen at Mequinez fix 
Weeks, no one had been appointed to 
treat with him ; that Bajhaw Emffael^ 
who he underftood governed all under the 
Emperor, having got all the Prcients it 
was in his power to make him, now ab« 
folutely refuled to fbe him, tho he had been 
feveral times at his Houfe to endeavour to 
get to the Speech of him ; that he took 
no manner of notice of the Promifes, he 
had made him ; that inftead of fhewing 
any regard to the Breach of Treaties, and 
the Lofs we fuftained by it, he wanted an 
extravagant Sum of Money, for the Liberty 
of thole People which in Honour and 
Juftice the Emperor ihould not detain : 
that if this was the Treatment the Mini* 
fters of Great Britain^ and his Majefty^s 
Subjed:s wer^ to iheet with from a Prince 
and People we had fo much obliged, {viz. 
fince we have had Peace with Morocco^ 
we have fent fome Hundreds of Moors 
back to their own Country, who were 
in Captivity, and had fled to Gibraltar^ 
or got aboard of our Men of War in the 
Ports oi ^Portugal and Spain) it would 
be in vain for any more Minift«s ever 

td 
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to come into this Country, or for the 
Englijh ever to have any Trade or Com- 
merce with them, (ince their Friendfhip 
was not to be depended upon. Mr. Ruffel 
laid to the Secretary, that if he was not 
difpatched in an hononrable manner, he 
was the laft Mtnifter they might ever ex- 
pe<% to iee from England, lo this warm 
Remonftrance the Secretary gave a fmooth 
Anfwer, and faid every thing (bould end 
to his Satisfaction. This Secretary 'feem- 
ed to be a very moderate Man, and knew 
there was a good deal of Reafbn in 
what Mr. Rujfel (aid : and \S ever a 
- Moor was out of Countenance he appear- 
ed to be fo. He £iid he would go in to 
the Emperor, and endeavour that Mr. 
Ruffel ihould fee him. After flaying 
fome time, he returned, and told Mn 
Ruffel the Emperor was not well, and 
did not care to fee any body ; but that 
the Emperor would difpatch him very 
fbon : and provided he would return back 
to his own Country, the Emperor would 
write by him to the King his Matter, as 
alio renew the Peace to the Satisfaction 
of the King of England.

THIS Anfwer, I fuppofc, was con- 
certed by the Minifters, of which, next 
in power to Bafiraw Empfael, was 

Bel. 
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Bekaddjy, the Farmer of all the Cufloms, 
who was then with the Emperor : and 
what made it smpear the more fi), Mr. 
Rxffel was at Jaft difpatched thro' the 
Hands qf Belcaddyy and this Seaetary, 
and had nothing to do with the Grand 
Bajhaw\ who haTii^ picked Mt.Rujffel 
as much as he coold, turned him over to 
cfaefe to glean. 

HOWEVER, it was concerted be- 
tween the Secretary and Mr. Ruffel, that 
the latter ihould write a Letter to the 
Emperor ; and the Secretary ei^aged it 
ihould be read to him wbea they could 
find a (HToper C^pornmicy.

WiE heard no other News from Court, jau. 2* 
^t that the ^Emperor had ordered one of

THE next Day he ihot two Men 
'tlK)t watted on him, ^nd forbid the 
'Moors coming near ;him» and would be 
'Waited on by Jour CbriftianBoys. It 
was oblervable, when the Eptiperor was 
"(jrunk, he would hug and carefs every 
body .{^ar him, calling them Sillers ami 
-Brothers ; but when Ibber, was a{Mon- 
fter of Cruelty, Luft, and lil-Nature : 
So that the great Art of all the People 
-about him was to keep him drunk* 

AN Exprels arrived from NewJ5>,c,3i 
iiving an Account of a Skirmifh the 
ing^ Troops had with a P^rty of: Old 
Fesi, who were conveying Provifions 
(into the Town : and in order to ftrike 
the greater Terror into the Emperor's E- 
nemies, they -fent 30 Heads they cutoff) 
which were hung round the- Gate of the 
Jewdry^ as a publick Spectacle to the

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Inhabitants, but did not give an Account 
of their own Lofs. It was now talked 
the Emperor was to command in Perfoa 
before Fez. Several Cannon and Mor« 
tars were lent to the Camp before Fez. :* 

ja«.4. ALL the Ludyres drew up before 
the Palace, and cavalcaded before they 
marched for Fez ; as did all the Re- 
negadoes, who promifed to do great 
Matters. 

THE People of old Fez have pre- 
ferved their Race purer than any other 
Moors in this Country; and as jhey 
have always been the Center of ; the 
Trade of this Country, and conlequcntly 
richer than the other Subjects, they have 
always (Iruggled harder for their Li- 
: berries, and have ever had greater Pri- 
vileges. All the reft of Muky IJhiaePs 
Subjects he ufed to term his Slaves, but 
the People of Fez would never liibmit 
to it. 

TO day one of the Queen's Maids 
came to Mr. Rujfel^ in her Miftrefe's 
Name, to ask for four Yards of Cloth ; 
but as ihe had received before feveral 
Prefents, and never did any Service for 
them, ihe was refufed. 

TO 
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T O day Mr. Rufe/ received fcveral 
Letters from Gibraltar^ by an Exprefe 
from Tetuan^ giving an Account that new 
Difficulties were arifen between the Spa* 
niards and the Garifbn, about the Ter- 
ritory belbnging to the Town ; and that 
it was thought the Admiral would not 
fail fo foon for England as had been ex- 
pe(!led. Mr. Hatfield^ the ading Conful 
at Tetuan^ wrote that the Inhabitants of 
that Town! were fortifying it ; and that 
they were refolved rather all to perifh 
than to liibmit to Bajhaw Hamet^s Go- 
vernment, notwithftanding it was the 
Emperor's Order. 

WE all dined with the Friers, whoJ^n 5. 
were very courteous and civil to us : 
They feemed to think themfelves in a 
bad way as well as our felves ; for a 
popular Infiirredion was to be feared 
every Day, in which time the Moors 
have but little R^ard for Chriflians. 
At Night we had a Vifit from Segar : 
He was one of the chief of the Tetuan 
Deputies that came with us ; and when, 
it was Night, be ufed fometimes to 
fteal from his Sandbiary, to come and 
confer with Bajhaw Busfra. He came 
now to learn, in cafe Mr. Ruffel was 
difpatched which way he would take,

AbdeU 
Z4icky Bajhaw Hamefs Agent, was glad 
of this Opportunity to get Mr. Ruffel to 
bis.Honie, and kindly invited him to 
every thing in his Power : and indeed, to 
do Jaftice to the Moors^ there are no 
People in the World promile more and 
perform leis. 

MR. Rujfel went home with Abdel^ 
z>ack^ who provided a very handfom 
Dinner for him, and fent bim the bed 
Hories. in bis Stable. But I returned to 
Bajhaw Busfra^ where 1 dined^ and gavq 
Directions for taking down all our Beds, 
and packing up our Baggage : This won* 
derfuUy alarmed the Bajhaw^ his Bror 
thers, and all his Servants ; and the Ba- 
jhaw threatned no part of the Baggage 
fhould ftir out of his Hou(e« without an 
Oder from the Emperor, n^, his Ser* 
vanes talked of cutting the firft to pieces 
that ihould ofZer to ftir out of the Houie c 
and oqe of the Bajhaw's principal Ser- 
vants went to ftrangle the Englijh Bpy» 
who was Mr, RuJfePs Interpreter ; but he 
cf yii^ out. tve prrreoted him, and threatn 

ned 
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ned kim with a very high Hand. Our 
Dodor» and my klf, went out of the 
HouTe, notwithftandiog all their Threat* 
ningt and they never ofiered to (lop us ; 
bat would not permit our Servants to ftir* 
We went to Mr. Ruffel, and acquainted 
him with all that had happened at home, 
during his Abfence ; and adviled him to 
be (ledfafl, and not return from whence 
hewas, which he promifed. We told him 
we would come and (lay with him, and 
that it would\ be an eafy matter to get an 
Order for the Baggage, in cafe the Ba-^ 
Jhaw refuted to let it paft, which we were 
not fure of until we had tried* 

I N the mean time Bajhaw Busfra was 
not idle ; he ran to all his Relations, which 
were very coniiderable, both for Number s 
and Power : He did not believe Mn Ruf- 
/el would ever venture to take a Refolution 
to leave his Houfe ; he asked their Advice ' 
what to do, he taking it to be a very great 
Scandal to him to have Mr. Rujfel go out . 
of his Houfe thro* ill Ulage : But above 
all, what was more grating to him, was 
Mr. RuJfePs going into the Hands of his ' 
Rival's Agent. He went fb far as to threa- 
ten the Life of Abdelzack, and the Ba- 
Jhaw's Friends io beftirred themfelves, that 
jfbdelzack began to fear ill Confequences : 
And therefore the Friends of both Parties

WE went to Court to try ftill what 
was to be done, and were told this Day 
the Emperor was to come abroad ; and 
Mr. Rujjel^ for fear ojf miffing him, lent 
for his Dinner to be brought hinu It was 
faid the Emperor was to come out, to fee 
the Caravan that was to go to Mecca^ 
which, by reafbn of the Rebellion ofFez^ 
made up this Year at Mequines^ but it 
was not above half ib large as itufed to be. 
We faw them march by the Palace^ with

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the Prc^bet's Standard^ and feveral Flags 
flying, 10 all the Pomp of a holy Pro- 
ceflion. 

THERE were fcveral foreign Mer- 
chants, Mahometans^ who waited to be 
difpatched as well as we ; and the whole 
Caravan was detained feveral Days, for 
want of the Emperor's coming abroad, as 
was expedied, to (ee them ; they being 
encamped about a iinall Mile /rom the 
Palace, where their Tents made a beau- 
tiful Appearance* 

TO Day above 3000 People waited 
to fee the Emperor, and great Murmuring 
and Complaints were made by the People, 
who had an Emperor that never appeared^ 
nor did his Minifters concern themfeives 
about Bufinefs much more than their Ma- 
iler ; io that it is wonderful how the 
Emperor kept upon the Throne fo long : 
Govern he did not, neither had he pof^ 
feflion of very little more than his own 
Palace, and was afraid to truft himfelf out 
of that.

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wards the City, fearing an Iiifiirredion# 
Wc likcwifc were ihewed the Prilbn in the 
Palace, where the Emperor^s Negrc«Guards 
are kept^ when to be puniihec), or after* 
wards ; as are all Governors and State Pri- 
foners : It is under Ground, and runs in- 
tirely under one of the Square Courts of 
the Palace. We faw feveral in Chains and 
in Irons. 

W E returned home as much diiappoint- 
ed as ev.er, expedling to continue in the 
Country during this Emperor's Reign ; 
which did not prefage any long Duration^ 
every Day growing worle and worle. 
To Day he killed two of his Cooks, be- 
caufe his Dinner did not pleafe him. 

Jan. 10. I ACCOMPANIED Mi. Rufel to 
Court, ftill in hopes every Day would be 
the lad. We waited all the Morning, as 
we had done for (everal Days paft, until 
fiich time we law every body retire, and 
then we went to Dinner ; Mr. Rufel de- 
firing the Guards would come and give 
him notice, in cafe the Emperor ifaould 
pafs from one Palace to the other : but 
this had been talked of for (6 many Days, 
that it began to be little regarded. 

BUT whilft we were at Dinner, two 

of the Negro Guwds, which were fi»t by 

I a 
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arPcrfen Mf^ Rufel bad prooiiied Mooey 
to, for dbat end, came, and acquaioced 
him the Emperor WQuId cercaiply pih 
ftom one Palace to the other ; and chat 
his Chaife was getting ready, when they 
came away. By very gQod Fortune, Ad^ 
ffiiral Terex» was with us at Dinner ; and 
without lofing one Moment's time, Mr* 
Ruffel, Admiral Terez, and my felf, rofe 
from Table, got on Horfeback, and gallop* 
ped all the way to the Palace : And tho 
we were not half an Hour from the tim« 
(he MefTengers came, to th^e time we got 
to the PaJace, yet the £mperor was got 
into the old Palace, and all hopes Teemed 
to be loft of feeing him ; and it was very 
uncertain when fuch an Opportunity might 
happen again. This Difappointment made 
Mr. Ruffel in a very great R^e, imagining 
they h^ not fent for him until they knew 
the Emperor was got in : and this (eemed 
to be true, becaule of the great hade we 
made. Mr. Ruffel was relblved to get into 
the' Palace after the Emperor, coft what it 
would ; and as it was laid, the Emperor ' 
had not been ib fober ever flnce we had 
hccn in Meaumex;^ we entertained Hopes 
of being diipacched. 

BUT meeting Bajhaw Busfra return- 
ing from the Palace, with a fmiling Coun- 
tenance, he told Mr. Ruffel he might go 

S 2 back. 
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back, for that the Emperor was gontm 
among his Women. There Was nothing 
could make it more apparent that 
the Bajhaw did every thing that lay in 
his Power to hinder Mr. Rujfet from being 
difpatched, than the Joy he ihewed upon 
his Difappointment ; becaufe it was very 
probable the Emperor might not come 
abroad again in two or three Months : 
and it was thought very extraordinary, that 
he ventured from one Palace to another. 
If Bajhaw Busfra had been in the Intereft 
of Mr. RuJfePs being ,difpatched, he had 
time enough to fend him Notice. Mr. 
Jiujfe I not regarding what the Bajhaw feid. 
was refblved to get into the Palace ; and 
With much Difficulty, by giving a Moy- 
dore to the Alcaide of the firft Gate, we 
all three got in, with two Servants, who 
carried a handibm Prefent of Hollands and 
Cambricks, in cafe we ihould fee the Em- 
peror. After we were got in, Mr. Rujfel 
made loud Complaints of his Ufage ; and 
endeavouring to go farther into the Pa- 
lace', was hindred by the Alcaide oi the 
firft Gate, who was fo zealoufly in Ba^ 
Jhaw Busfra^s Intereft, that no Promifes, of 
Money, could bring him into Mr. RuJfePsi 
While Mr. Rujfel was endeavouring to 
get beyond the firft Guard of the Palace, 
the Favourite Woman of the Emperor's 
luckily came by, who had receivol the 

* Moydore 
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Moydorc from Mr. Rujfel, and who we 
had not feen fince. She underllood the 
Difputc, and thseatned the Alcaide : She 
carried us to the very next Apartment to 
that in which the Emperor was, and told 
Mjr, Rujjel flie would bring the Emperor out, 
and that he ihould certainly then be dii^ 
patched ; upon which Mr. Ruffe I gave her 
another Moydore. After waiting about an 
Hour, ihe lent us out a large Difh of the 
Emperor's Cufcucu, with Fowls, Meat, 
and, Roots ftewcd, with Spice ; which, 
all together makes a very wholelbm and 
agreeable Food. As we had dined before, 
we only tailed it, and gave it to the Stand-? 
ers by. We faw at Court the Emperor's 
two Favourite Brpthers, and all the prin-? 
dpal Courtiers that were juft come in 
with the Emperor, all bare- footed : for fo 
great a Deference do thefe Moors pay their 
Emperor, that; his own Brothers, tho they 
follow him in^he Streets among Dirt and 
Stones, are not permitted to wear their 
Slippers ; and are obliged to follow his 
Chaife, or Horfes Heels, in the ftrqe 
manner. Mr. Ruffel had taken fo much 
Pains to fee the Emperor, and had been 
fuch a conftant Attendant upon the Courts 
that moft People were in our Intereft, 
and ftemed to wifli us dilpatched, except the 
Alcaide I have fo often mentioned. One 
o( the Emperor's Brothers came to Mr. 

S 3 Kuffel, 
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Rujfel^ and promifed his Intereft, and to. 
gee him introduced to the Emperor : And 
in order to fecure every Intereft that of- 
fered, Mr, Rujjel promifed the Prince a 
Silver Watch, provided he could introduce 
him to the Emperor. The Prince wanted 
the Watch before-hand, but that would by 
no means do. 

ALL on a (udden there was a mur- 
muring Noife among the Attendants, and 
a Whilper ran all along the Gallery, ind 
every one ran to hide themlelves ; and 
they called to Mr. Rujfel and my fclf, to 
do the fame.: Admiral ^erez> cried the 
Emperor was coming, and then ran away 
to nide himfelf. Mr. Kitffel and I were 
refolved to (land ftill, and fee him, which 
was what we came for : we were left all 
alone by the Moors^ who flew from him 
in the lame manner as if a Tyger, a Lion, 
or any other wild Beaft, had been let 
loofe ; and he was dreaded as much, no 
one knowing who was to be the firft that 
might fall by his Hand. 

A PAIR of Gates were opened, and 
, the Emperor came forward, whom we 
knew by a Canopy, or rather an Umbrella, 
held over his Head : He had a Gun in his 
Hand, attended only by his Favourite 
Woman, that was Mr. RuffePs Frieud, 

and 
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and his two Brothers : We bowed to the 
Emperor as he came forward, and he 
flopped and i&id, Bwno Chriftiano^ which 
was a Sign he was not difpleafed. The 
Lady, if I may fo call her, told the Em- 
peror Mr. Ruffe Ps BuHne^, and that he 
was come to bring his Majefty a Letter, 
and a Prefent from his Mailer. The £m« 

Eeror walked along the Gallery, about a 
undred YardSt and then he feated him- 
feJf down : Upon which Admiral Terez^ 
and the Secretary of State, advanced to 
the Bmperor ; and bowing their Bodiea to 
the Ground, with ^eat Humility« Ad- 
miral ^erez told the Emperor Mr, Ruffel's 
Bufineis: and Mn Rujfel, at the iame 
time, preiented to the Emperor his preient 
Majefty's I^etter, which he had received 
(ince his firfl Audience : Then Mr. Ruffel 
took his Prefent of Hollands and Cam- 
bricks, and offered them to the Emperor, 
who immediately made a Prefent of them 
to the Lady that waited upon him. 

THE Emperor opened the King's Let- 
ter, and (eeing great part of it wrote in 
Letters of Gold, he asked Terez what 
that meant, who immediately made an- 
fwer, That the King of England had {q 
much Reiped: for bis Majefty, that where- 
ever his majefty was mentioned in the 
Letter, the King ordered that it ifaould be 

S 4 wrote 
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wrote in Letters of Gold : Very well, ftid 
the Emperor ; and turning to the Secre-^ 
tary of State, .ordered hitn to write to the 
King of England in Gold again^ and gave 
the Secretary of State the King^s Letter. 
The Emperor dc fired Mr. Rufel to tell 
the King, his Mafter, not to (end any 
Englijh Ships to SanBa Cruce, which is 
a Sea-Port, belonging to his Brother Mu^ 
ley Abdelmeleck. Then the Emperor told 
Mr. Ruffel he made him a Prefent of fix 
Captives ; and bidding the Secretary of 
State renew the Peace With the Englijh^ 
and anlwer the King pf England^s Letter, 
he rofe up, and walked on. By this time 
feveral People were come from their hi- 
ding Places, and flinging themfelves upon 
their Faces, kifTed the Ground, and rofe 
Up, crying, God prejerve the Enifer^r. 
They do this to ihew they are but as Duft 
before him.

W E kept cloie to the Emperor all 
thro' the Palace, where, without the Gate, 
his Negro Guards were drawn up, in -three 
Bodies, feveral deep : The commanding 
Officers had very long Pikes, the Spears 
of which were of fblid Gold.

THEY fainted the Emperor by bow- 
ing their Bodies all together.^ The Moors 
do not fhoulder their AriQS as we do in

THE Empcror^s Chaiies was waiting 
for him ; the Seat and Body of which: was 
lined with Oftriches Feathors, curioofly 
wrought, and drawn by a Mule : He ftep* 
ped into it, and (landing upright, prefented 
his Gun at a Crinunal that was brought be« 
fore him to be killed ; buthis Gun miding 
Fire, he ordered the Fellow to be dragged by 
Mules, which was done accordingly. Then 
the Emperor feated himfelf down, and caft^ 
ing his Eye upon Mr. Ruffel^ ordered two of 
his Alcaides to move him, and all his 
Ba^age, from Bajhaw Busfra^ to the 
Agent of Bajhaw Hamet, that he might 
go by the way of Tangier ^ The, Emperor 
was followed by his Brothers, and ail his 
Attendants on foot; and bare-le^ed, the 
Guards following clofe to the Chaiie : the 
Mule was led, the Emperor going no far- 
ther than round the outer Squares of the 
Court. We had now an Opportunity of 
taking more Notice of the EmperoPs Per« 
fon than at the firft Audience, and found 
him much taller tiian we imagined him to 
be when we faw him fitting, he being near 
6 Foot 6 Inches ; but in every other Re- 

ipe<S as I have described him before.

WE 
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W E were (b rejoiced at the ProTped of 
our Liberty, (for we bad looked upoo our 
felves bur in a ibrt of Captivity) that we . 
made all the hade we oould home, to in« 
form our Company of the good News : In 
the way we met with Bsjhmi) Busfra^ 
gaUopiog in a great horry» for the News 
had already reached him. Upon feeing 
Mr. Ruffet he flopped, and upon Admiru 
Yerezi'% ttliii^ mm what had pafled, and 
that the Emperor had ordered Mr. Rufel 
to the Houfe of Bafiktw Hamefs Agent, 
he ieemed as Tbunder-ftrock $ and now he 
plainly iaw he had no hopes of returnii^ 
to Tetuan^ of being Bafiyaw of Sallee^ be 
going to England. He haded away to the 
Emperoi, hearing he was abroad* to en- 
deavour to get this Sentence altered ; or, 
at lead, to have it confirmed firom the 
Emperor's Mouth, which we heard it af« 
terwards ^2ss. 

WH E N we came home, we could not 
conceal ocur own Joy, nor the Baffymi/s 
People their Concern, for the Diiappotnt- 
ment and Affiant that was put upon their 
Matter. 

AT Night Mr. Htf^Z was troubled with 
a Number of People from Court, who all 
asked Money, for pretending they had fer- 

ved 
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ved him, when, in reality, no body had 
but that Woman, by whofe Intereft alone 
the Emperor was prevailed on to come 
abroad. Mr- RuJJi^/, by the Advice of 
Admiral Terez^ made haqdibm Prefents to 
the two AUatdes^ who had received the 
Emperor's Orders to condud him to the 
Houfe of Bajhaw Hamefs Agent : And 
tho this was the laft N^ht we were to deep 
in Bajhaw Busfra^s Houfe, he never came 
to viHt us, or any of his Brothers, he was 
fo fenfibly afTeded. 

THE v^o Alcaides came to condu<ftJan-"- 
Mr. Kuffel to Bajhaw Hamefs Agent : 
They brought Horics and Mdes, for our 
felves, Ba^age, and Servants. Before we 
fet out, we relblved to part in the beft 
manner we could ; and therefore, tho Mr. 
Ruf el knew the part Bajhaw Busfra had 
aeSted, yet we all went to his Apartment 
to take leave of him : and Mr. Ruffel di^ 
ftributed Money among his Servants. 

WE afterwards fet out iot Abrafack^ 
who met Mr. Rujfel at the Gate, with great 
Civility, and had prepared a very hand- 
fbm Dinner for us. After Dinner he 
ihewed us our Apartments, which were 
large and well ftirniflied, with coftly 
Carpets, Mats, Stools, Looking-GlaffeS) 
and Curtains before the Door : And we 

foon 
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foon perceived the. Agent of Bajhuw 
Hamet lived greatly fuperior to Bajhaw 
jSi^jT/^*^ himlelf ; and from an old rot- i 

ten Hoiife, which was ready to fall ^ 

upon our Heads* ' wc were come into a 
Hoafe extremely neat and clean : The 
Area, below Stair§« was ail of Mofaick 
Work, with a Fountain in the middle ; 
the Stairs and Galleries of the fame ; the 
Balluftrades, Doors, Windows, and Raf- 
ters, that fupported the Gielings, were all 
carved, painted, and gilt with Gold ; and 
we began now to live : Our Table was 
handfomly (erved up ; at Dinner atid Sapper 
we had two Removes, befides the Defert, 
and four Covers ^t each Remove, Ad- 
miral Terez never left us now but to go 
to jQeep ; and tho be ftood, as I have iaid 
before, very ill with Bajhaw Hamet ^ytu 
finding it was his lotereft to endeavour to 
reconcile himlelf^: h^ made no fcruple to 
con^e to bis Agent's Hmde, and had taken 
care to pave his way with a Prefent before* 
hand.

Agreement, as it proved ; for afti^r the 
Money was paid, the Stanquero never 
fent the Duteh^ pretending the ^Emperor 
demanded a prodigious Raofom for tlietn^ 
to fatisfy the Jews that had bought theittf; 
and it was with very greatDiffipuUy Mr.i^iy/^ 
73?/ could get the four Jews^ theSheick, or 
Governor of the ^^WJ, making ;th€[m Pri- 
fbners, and refitted to give them their 
Liberty without he was bribed.. ^ « At length 
the Liberty of the Jews' was obtained, 
but when the Moors brought them to the 
Door, they .would not let rhem enter 
without Money, which was given them.

I DO not know a more moving Spec- 
tacle than that of the , "Dutch People. 
Thefe poor Creatures had ever fince we 
came into the Country depended upon 
their Liberty ; and Mr. /2«^/ jiad always 
aflured them of it, believipg. they could 
not find oujt a Pretence. to refufe them ; 
And accordiqgly they.ul^d to come every 
Morning, to know when they were to go ; 
and in full - Confidence . of their Liberty, 
they fold all the little N^ceflTaries they 
had. 

AND 
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AND their Joy was fo much the'more 
increafed, when they heard the Stanquero 
had not only agreed, bnt adually taken 
Money for their Liberty ; and yet in the 
midft of all thefe Aflurances they were 
difappointed, and left behind : The Wo« 
men were inconfolable, and the moft pare 
of them almofl diftraded with Grief By 
this time the Reader will fee, that neither « 
Treaties, Bribes, Oaths, Promifes, or any 
thing elfe, can be depended upon : nay, 
their own Intereft, for want of right Un- 
derflanding it, is icarce lufficient to bind 
them to you. 

THE Friers fcnt Mr. Ruffe I a Letter Jan« ^4^ 
from Mr. Morgan, Vice-Conlul of Salke^ 
complaining that a Sallee Cruifer had 
robbed one of our Ships of a Barrel of Tar ; 
the Moorijh Captain declaring, if fhe had 
not been bound to Sallee he would have 
made a Prize of hen This Complaint 
happened to come juft at the time the Ar« 
tides of Peace were Signing, and Mr.

Captain Rogue, out of common Form, and 
iaid he Ihould be punilhed : but we had, as 
yet, fcarce found any one in the Country 
much honefter* boc there was no Remedy. *

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AB'DELZACK, Bajhaiv Hmtt's 
Agent, whoic Houfe we were in, was io 
a mifcrablc Condition with the Pox, ha-^ 
ving Ulcers in fcveral Parts, of 1ms Body ;

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back. This Agent, AbdelzMk^ was a Per* 
ion in gfeat Confidence and Efteem with 
B^jhaw Harnett and had kept him in his 
Government for many Years : He is very 
rich, for a Moor, has feveral Houfes join^ 
^ together, where he lives, and the whole 
incloted with great Gates, and feparated 
from any Neighbours. He ifaewed us a 
fine Stable of Horfes and Mules, out of 
which he can mbutit near a hundred Ser* 
vants in his own Family. From the Top 
of hts Houfe we had a complete Proipe^l: 
of the City and Suburbs of Mequimz. 

M&. Ruffel. and the Gentlemen with Jan. 15, 
bitn, went and made Bajhaw Busfra a 
Vifit^ to take our Leaves of him. 

AFTERWARDS Mr. RuffdM all 
that lay in his Power to endeavour iot the 
Liberty of the Hutch ^ but 10 no pur* 
pole. 

BASHAW Busfra fent one of his 16*. 
Gentlemen to wifh Mr. Rujfel a godd 
Journey, and well to his own Country. 

THERE was fearce a Door-keeper in 
the Palace, Park, or City, but haunted 
Mr. Ruffel for Money, and give what you 
will they sever go away fatisfied. 

2 TO 
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T O day Belcaddy fcnt word the Cap- 
tives muft all be reviewed by the Emperor, 
before they could be carried out of the 
CouDCry ; and they were fent to Court 
accordingly, but did not fee the Emperor. 
This was a Contrivance of the Alcaide of 
the Chriftians, a Spaniard^ and moft de- 
ceitful Villain. Before he would let them 
return, he demanded his Fee as Governor 
of the Canute, or Place where all the Cap- 
tives are locked in. He laid the Emperor 
gave Mr. Rujfel but fix, and notwithftand^ 
ing fome of the Captives were put upon Mr. 
RuffeL, and were People whole Liberty he

verily think, if there is any difference, or 
t4i4c one is better than another, it is on the 
fide bf the Moors. 

THREE 6r four Days bef^e we 
fcft Mequtnez, Mr. Ruffe I fent oiW of 
the ' Gaptiyes, who had been a Slave, to^ 
the Prince Muley Maitnoti^ far the Lloa- 
he had given ^ Mr. Ruffe I, ever fince the 
firftVifit: The Prince then Taid it might 
proVie troublefom- and chargeable to Mr.'

irour and Civility to Strangers, but above' 
dU for- their not keeping their word : He- 
exprefled fuch a Defire to fee England^ 
and the r6ft' of Europe^ and appeared fo' 
polite in Ms Behaviour, lb courteous in his- 
Words and Adions, that any one might

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eafily be deceived by hiiq, as Mr.; 
Rujfel was ; for tho he had received Pre*

THE City of Mequmezi fliatids eaft/ 
about two Days: Jouriifty from 4$W/&r, and 
weft, about one Day?s from Fez : It is 
fituated in a very:fiAe iPtain, abd is thought 
to: enjoy a fere&e '^Air, ^ which they tell 
you recommended it to MiHey ifinaeF. 
Itiwas a City of no great Note before he 
built his Palace here, and made it- the Seaif 
of his Government : Nor is it yet capable 
of ever- being very: confid^rabte, becaule 
here are no Maaafadures as at Jtez^ and 
feveral other Places; ndther does this part 
of the Country: aboimd in a6y ^Cdmmo-^ 
di£ie& fit for Tran^ortation.' After Rains 
the. Water is very; fci^ and muddy; being 
but very indifierent at beft ; neither are^ 
there any Caravans, to let out from hence, 
as from />js .* So that if the Court was not 
kept here it would (bon be a very infigni* 
ficant Place. The City is very irregtuar, 
and yet not large : 'Tis neverthelels po« 
pxilpus ; for the Moors can content them^ 
ielvcs with very little room. Tis compu-

THE Streets are very dirty * in

T H £ Palaces, if I may fh call chein, 
aee 00 the South of the City, and were 
built intirely by Muley Ifinuel^ and iland 
upon more Groimd tbaa the CScy^ and 
iadeed are rather a City chati a Palace ; if» 
by a Palace, we underfljud one regular 
Pile of Building. Thefe Palaces are di* 
vided into many di(lin<ft Squares, and dif- 
ferent ApartmeaCS ; fome iobiabited by the 
Kiog's Wives, htsCoucobiaeB, hisTradei^ 1 

meo, and his ' Guards. Thefe difiereut ' 

Quarters of the Palace, or Wards, have 
each their proper Officers to guard th;m» 
^od are as diftin<9; as if they wei^ intirely 
fepatate \ the Negro Eonochs guarding tlie 
Womcns Apartmejits. One may as pro** 
peily caU the Tower of Lomhnz Paiaoe 
as this, for here the Empcroi keeps all bif 
Scores of Ca&noo, Amis, Pbwder» ^c^

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So that it rather feems cheEdoperor's Grand 
Repoficory, for bis Wealth, his Arms, him- 
felf and bis Family. There is this D|- 
ftindion, that every thing within thefe 
Walls is extremely neat ; all the Walks 
thro'out the Palace are very finooth and 
even, mod of them terraced, and ieveral 
of them covered with folid Work : The 
Galleries that join the Apartments, are all 
of Moiaick Work ; the Tiling of all the 
Apartments are of a green Colour, allowa- 
ble to no Buildings but the Emperor's and the 
Mofques : And there are abundance of 
Steeples in the Palace, with gilded Spires 
and the green Tiling ; which all together, 
at a diftance, make a pleafant Sight. I ne* 
ver could learn that Muley IJmael tsiex had 
any Country Retirement, or leder Palace^ 
than this, or4hat he ever refided in any 
other. 

THE whole Circumference of thele 
Palaces may be near three or four Miles ; 
including feveral Gardens,* Meadows, ^c. 

Jan.i7. TVES'DAr, Jan. 17. in the Morn- 
ing Mr. Ruffe I had Ieveral Compliments, 
by Meflages from the Mtnifters/ wiihing 
him well to his own Country, Sfr. For 
now having plundered him of all they could 
poifibly get, they were willing to give him 
a few good Words. We let out about

Ten. a*Ciock, accompaoied by Abdel^acl^^ 
two Sons and Admiral T^rez : Wc bad a 
Guard i of about twelve Horfemco, well 
mounted,, belonging to the Bajham\ ^ A- 
gent ;^ which, with thole who took this 
Opportunity to fet out for Tangier^ in- 
creafed our Camp to about loo Horfe and 
Foot, very well armed r the whple cqm- 
mapded by the Bajhav/s . hgtixt^s Wife's 
Brother. • W^ had, befides* feveial Muks* 
to carry the Captivestand Baggage. About 
3 in the Afternoon; we encamped near 
fbme Farnpts, belonging to the Bajhaw'% 
Agents four Leagues qiftant from Mequir 
nez. This was the joyfaUcft Day we had 
feen fince our being in Barbary. Before 
Night Terezi took Leave of us, but the 
BaJhavPs Agent's SoQS ftaid with us all 
•Night. ^ 

WE fet out by 7 in the Morning, ha- Jam 18. 
ving taken Leave of the young Gentlemen 
who accompanied us, a^d . once more re- 
torned Thanks to their Father, for the 
civil Treatment we met with, in his Houle- 
By Noon we pafled over a very ftecp 
Mountain, the only one in our way to 
Tangier : From the Top we beheld the 
Plain of Mamara, below us, as finooth a$ 
the Sea in a Calm. This Plain is above 
7 Leagues over, and from the Sea of Ma^ 
mora^ extends it felf above 80 Miles in

THE Platfli atMamora procliices won- 
derful fine Cohi,' and is cultivatctl by the 
Emperor^s Negroes, -to fupj^ hisMs^a- 
zihcs. To diy we travelled' aboiic "dght 
Le<^;aes ; and at N^ht encimpeid near 
another Saint's Town : The People irfcfti. 
fed to let us ride into the Towii becaofe of 
its Holinels. 

Jan. I J. WE paflcd over a fine Country, the 
Cora lying every where ready cut ; but 
the Inhabitants were all fled, for ftar of 
the Mountaineers, who frequently came 
down, and had robbed them (met Mnley 
IJinaeN Death. The People now w^rc all 
wiihing for him again : fb that a bad <jo* 
Vernment is better than none at all. To 
day we travelled by 4 Mo&ri^f^vc ; and 
by reafon of the Concourfe of Peojrfe, our 
Guides thought us in danger, and therefore 
we marched a little out of our way, keep- 
ing our felves upon our Guard. We met 
With feveral Parties of -irfr^/, %d\r^ to the 
Fair, but they did not ofier to moieft us. 

About 
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Abottt Noon we fet down by the Banks 
ff the River Sabu^^ and dined, while out 
luggage was paifiog^ which took up near 
("bree Hours jime, having but one fmall 
Bp^t, to traaiport Horfes^ Mqles, Goods^ 
tSiC. 'Tis very remarkable, that tho nor- 
thing C9a be e^der than building Bridges 
over this River, and feveral others, in 
going and coming from all Parts to the 
Capital, yet there is no fuch thing in all 
this Coimtry, Jbo none of their Riyers 
are either very wide or rapid. Mr. Ruffel 
paid the Ferry-Men a Moydqre, for their 
Boat and Trouble* 

WE rofe very wet, it having rained fojaaso. 
fpverely all N^ht it beat thro' our Tents, 
and we^ oiir peddiRg ^nd Baggage ; and 
notvlthftanding the Rain, vvp decamped. 
4nd rode all Day in the mpft (evere Wipd 
and Rain I ever (aw cpntipue fo long to- 
gether : And ;ho we pafled by feyeral 
Camps of ^r/7^/, we dared not. flop, be- 
xraufe they were counted Enemies to Ba^ 
Jhaw Hamety aqd great J^obbers. Not^ 
wifhflanding our Clokesapd Clothes, We 
were aswer as if we had been dipped in 
the Sea ; and withal, the Wind was. eX* 

. . ^ T^ WatHf €f thi{ Bi(ner was ^fgry ,(o^ ani «?f^> 
yei was drat^k grf(dUjt(j the M^ors. '^ "* / " ^ '.' 
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cefCve cold. We were forced to difdiount 
and walk in the Rain, feveral times, to 
keep our Feet from beidg numbed. At 
Night we encamped upon a dry graveUy 
Spot, near fome friendly Jrah ; but ou^ 
Tents, Bedding and Baggage, were ex- 
trernely wet : The Arabs made us great 
Fires, and boiled us a Kid, which wai 
very comfortable to us. 

Jan.2i; IT having continued to rain all Night, 
we got up very wet ; and notwithftanding 
it rained very hard, we were willing to 
reach Akajjar^ which we were told was 
but three Leagues of : Here we refolved 
to (lay and dry our things, and refrefh bur 
felves, fearing we Ihould all be fick, ha- 
ving travelled and lain in wet things two 
Nights and Days ; and yet it pleafed God 
none of us were ill. By Noon we arrived, 
tho in the Rain, Upon the Banks of the 
River of Alcajfar\ which is about a quar- 
ter of a Mile from the Town, The Go- 
vernor came here to meet Mr, Ruffe I : He 
feemed to be a very plain, but fincere and 
honeft Man for a Moor. The Rains bad 
made the Banks of the River lb flippery, 
thiat it employed above loo Moors to make 
the Banks .of the Riv^r pafTable^ for our 
Mules and Baggage : and they were above 
four Hours in getting over ; nor dared we 
ftir. until we faw them all pafs, for fear of 

3 having 
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Jbaving Embezzlements, By 4 a- Clock we 
ehtred the City of w^/r ^T^r, in a miferably 
wet and dirty pickle. We were carried 
by the Governor to a cold empty Houfe, 
and were obliged to remain there for Ibme 
Hours, b efore we could get a Fire or Vic- 
tuals : Howevet, at laft, they brought us 
fbme Beef Stakes and excellent Butter. 
The Country all round this City is a 
Meadow, which makes the Butter, elpe- 
daily if it was made in the fame inannef , 
as good as in * England. This City ha- 
ting ktcly revolted agaidft Bajhaw Ha^ 
met^ h6 had plundered it with great Se- 
verity, leading the People almoft naked. 
Nothing can be more dirty and miferable 
than this Town in Winter ; and in Sum- 
mer it is fo aguilh, that it is very thinly 
inhabited The Streets were fo dirty wc 
dould fcarce ride thro' them ; and the pooif 
People walk up t6 their Knees bafe-footed 
and bare-legged. The Houfes, ifi moft 
Parts of the Town; feemed falling. We 
wondred very much that Mr. tVindus 
Ihould amufe the World with a Draught 
of this wretched Place, when, excepting 
the Mofques, feveral Negro Towns make 
as good a Figure : And yet there are fomc 
yews live here for the fake of trading in 
their Butter. 

U 1 IN 
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Jan. IX. IN the Morning, the Governor, who 
fecmed very poor himfelf, came to offer 
Mr. RuJJel his Service. We were indiffe- 
rently fupplied with Eatables, and Milk^ 
iho we could not get one drop of Wine, 
in the whole Town : The Jews brought 
us fome Brandy of their own making, very 
bad, and made us pay four Shillings a 
Quart. We rcfted all this Day, and tpent 
our time in drying our Baggage. 

OUR J^^ze^ Interpreter difcovered here, 
that our Guides, who had taken Money of 
Mr. Rujffel every day to buy Corn and Eata- 
bles for our felves and Cattle, had received 
Money from the jBi^y^^w'sAgent^ before we 
iec out, for the fame purpole, and yet had 
obliged the Country to liipply us for no- 
thing all the way we came : But this was 
not the firft Difcovery we had made^ by 
many, of their Villany. And here they 
played us another piece of Roguery ; they 
would not be contented with what the 
Governor brought in, but would have 
Money of him, to lay out as they plea- 
led, and obliged the poor Governor to 
give them fix Ducats a Day to maintain 
us, tho they did not lay out half the 
Money. 

OUR 
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' OUR Guides, id order to faucezeJ^"'*^- 
Money out of this poor and already 
ruined Town, pretended the Mules and 
Horfes, which brOi^ht us from Mequinez^ 
inuft return ; and that the Town muft 
(bpply us with frefh, to carry us to Le*^ 
rach. The Intention of this was only to 
|>t*olong our (lay here, that they might re- 
ceive the fix Ducats a- day : And, as the 
Governor was one of Bajhaw Hamefs 
putting in, he dared not refhfe them any 
thing in his power, tho he plainly faw 
tfaro*^ the Villany of it, and knew the 
Town could not afford it. Mr. Rujfel 
was fo enraged at this defigned Delay^ 
and the Villany of it, as well as the Tricks 
they had played him, that he refolved to 
go no farther with them, but put himfclf 
tinder the Protedion of the Governor of 
the Town, until ftich time he could fend 
to Larach, where Bajhaw Hamefs Son 
was Governor, for Horfes add Mules; 
fbr tHe Town we were in Was not able t6 
ifumiih us, the Governor himfelf riding 
upon a Mare, which is counted a very 
mean thing in this Country. This Ref- 
lation of Mr. Rujfei's foon humbled our 
Guides,, who had nd manner of Oi:ders to 
fend back the Mules and Horfes, atid ne- 
ver intended it. 

U t? THERE- 
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Jan. H- THEREFORE, next Day, the Com- 
mander of our Party fent his Brother to 
Mr. Rujfelj to ask Pardon, and to tell 
him he would obh'ge the Carriers to go 
on with us ; and to defirc Mr. Ruffel 
would excule what was pad, which Mr. 
fiujfel did, becaufe he knew it would ftill 
retard us the more, to wait for Horfes ^nd 
Mules from Larach. But Mn Rujfel left 
a Letter with the Qovernor, to be fent to 
Admiral Terez at Mequinez, iq order to 
give account how we had been treated by 
our Conductors, who very little confulted 
our Eafe or Conteaiency thro^out the 
Journey. 

ABOUT nine in the Morning we left 
jilcaffar^ . and were till one a pafling our 
JBgggage crofs the River again ; in doing of 
which, the Governor and Townfmen were 
very diligent and aHifting* We found the 
Kiver extremely fwelled with the Rains, 
^nd very rapid. We propofecj to go to 
Larach by Water, whi<;h is not above g 
^Leagues, being (ituated upon the Sea, at 
the Mouth of this River : bvit the Go- 
yernor told ys, as the Riyer runs all one 
\vay, they could not get the Boat back 
l^gjin ; fo we let oi^it by Land. The Go- 
vernor crolTed the River and dined with 
WS, taking his Leave with great Civility. 
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This Afteriraon we were again accompa- 
Qfdd with Wind and Rain. . We travelled 
late, to get near fome -^/-i?^ Tents, Friends 
ta JSaJhaw Hamef^ 

.ABOUT Noon we law Larach : Jan. 25, 
Before we came to the City, we paflcd by 
Ipnje Woods of very tall Oaks,being the only 
Timber we had feen in the Country ; and it 
happens to be very conveniently fituated^ 
^ear a River and near the Sea, which 
ni'akes this Port the moil convenient to 
build their Ships ; and fome time ago, 
they built here what the Moors call a 49 
Gun Ship. We rode into Town, in ib 
fevere a Rain, we fcarce faw any body," 
but found the Bajhaw's Son, who was Dhe 
Governor of the Town, at the Houfe we 
were carried to.^ He excufed himfelf on 
account of the Rain, for not coming out 
to meet Mr» Rujfel. We found a very 
cleap Apartment, neatly fitted with Mats 
ajid Carpets, and handibm Curtains before 
the Door. The Alcaide was Bajhaw 
H^mefs elded Son, but not near fb faic 
as his Father^ being ibmetbing upon the 
Mulatto:^ a long Face, and very much 
pitted with the Small- Pox ; in his Behavi- 
our he was courteous and obliging. For 
Pinner he lent us in feveralDiihes of Vidtvi- 
als ; and ao^ong the refl the largcfl Difhies of 
(Jllulfcucqi we had ever feen ia Barbary^ b?- 
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ing as much as four Men couM well bfibg 
iti, garnifhed with EggS; painted of fe*' 
vera! Colours. But what was the W<irft 
of this Town, tho a Sca-Porr, we CGutd 
not get one drop of Wine, and but very 
bad Brandy : Some frtoail Stock of Wine 
we had ftill left, of which the Jf/caidt itat 
a Jew to beg a Bottle for his own drifek-^^ 
ing. This Jew was the j4kmde^s Phyfi^ 
cian and Interpreter, add ordered to.afe* 
tiend upon Mr. Rujp^l dtarifcg our ftayy 
which he intended fhouW be two Ni^htS, 
in order to dry our Tents and Baggagti 
dnd refrefli our (elves after (b fatiguing a

THE firft Day we did not ftk a- 

broad.

Jan. 26. I N the Morning we walked otit to fee 
the Port and Caftle ; and notwithflandiilg 
xve ufed all our Endeavours, thiey would 
not let us fte the Infide of the Caftle, but 
carried us into the Ditch, which is madd 
into a tolerable Garden for the Goverijori 
who has a fmall Summer- houfe in ft; Ithe 
Caftle is a modern Fortificatioh, built by 
f he Spaniards y and but Imall- ; 'the Lfna 
of Defence very fliort, and* fb are th^ 
Ffenks and Faces of the Baftkms ; yet^ a& 
the Walls are very high, it was of fuiiididEit 
Strength againft the Moors. This Town, 

a^ 
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as wdl as the whole Sea-Coaft, was once 
ik the Habds of the Spaniards, who k)ft it 
about 38 Yeats ago, by fuiSering the Mo^^s 
tb fbftity the oppofite £de of the Hai* 
bour ; ib that no Succours could be brMight 
them< 'The Spaniatds^ When they lot- 
rendred, - had ibove iSoo Souls in the^ 
Town and Callk. The Town bad cer^ 
tainly not been fbrrendred but by the 
tt^eachery of a Conv^t of Friers^ whd^ 
beitig pinched in their Allies, grew tired 
of living, here : and that was the Cafe 
petty much of the whole Garifon ; for 
%s a terrible Life, little better than Sla^ 
Very, to be obliged to live in itich a finail 
(SarifoA, always in War, without a^y 
COihtiiui^ieatiOn with the Couttry , a&d nd 
Supplies of PtoVifions but by Sea: So 
that every now and then they muft be 
drove tb gre^t Straits, which I beiieve 
was theReafon that this, and AK>ft of the 
Spanijh Gariibns upbn this Coaft were 
abandoned ; not lb liinch by being forced, 
bot thjK the Gariibns were glad of any 
Pretence to give them up, provided they 
could I^cure their Libisrty. Bilt it was 
otherwife here, for, except the Friers, 
who made the Treaty, and a few of th6 
jprincipal Officers, all the reft were ttiade 
Captives, and mdft of them turned Rent^ 
^adoes. 

AFTER 
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AFTER Dinner we walked q\il to Jee 
the Port,, which the M^ors did not yery 
jBUch care for % but as there^ ^as no way 
for us to go to Tangier, but bycrqflii]^ 
the River, they could not hindci ou? fee- 
ing ic. The Coaft here^ as all along, is 
very mocb expofed . to wefter^y Winds, 
which drives in aSand that aiiji^ choaks 
up the Mouth of the River ;*, So> that when 
it blows hard, and their owp C/cxifl: is a 
Lee-ihore, they dare not venture in. With 
4n l^afterly Wi|i4 .the River generally 
clears it folfy and then is the only time for 
f:oming in ; but even then there xouil be 
but little Wind, becaufe they are obliged 
to. warp in. So that altbo here is, fome- 
timej twelve Foot Water upon the Bar, 
yet it is ip ungertain, it i^ fcarce to be 
called a fit Harbour, for any but Rpw-r 
Boa& ancj^half Gallics, of which they al- 
ways keep fome here* We faw one that 
W4S. ready to -put to Sea. We likewife 
law a French Pin^c, of about 120 Tun ; 
and ^Ttutch Dogger, hailed afhore aboye 
the Town, where they had lain until they 
w?re rotten : For, as. they have no Trade, 
if ^ Pri^^e proves a dull Sailer^ ihe is ufe- 
lefs (;o them, they not giving : themfelves 
tji9 trouble to pull a Ship to pieces. We 
were joined at the Water-fide by z French 
Captive, who told us he was a Caulker • 

and

and that five or fix more Chriftians were 
jti Town, all Carpenters and Caulkers, -■ 
\¥hich the Moors ke^p there to fit out 
their Row-Boats. They ihewed us part 
of a Wrack of an Englijh Sloop which 
belonged to Gibraltar^ and was hu-ed 
imp the Service of the Bajhaw of Tan-^ 
gier, to carry Barley from this Place, to 
iupply his Forces there : This Sloop, tho 
tiot above fixty Tun, was lofl about a Month 
before our Arrival going out, notwithflandi* 
ing they had a Pilot on board, and very mo- 
derate Weather. The Caftle, Town, and 
Port, are of but very little Strength, ha- 
ving very few ferviceable Guns mounted, 
and worfe provided with Ammunition : 
but as it is worth no body's while to keep 
it, fo they are pretty fecure. This Town 
is very poor and bvit meanly inhabited, 
baving little or no Trade, and fubfifl^ 
chiefly on fi filing and pirating in Row- 
Boats. In the whole Town we could 
not trace any Foot-fteps of the Spa- 
niards^ but in the CafUe and Gates of the 
Town. It is very poflible, this Port 
by Peer- Heads, m^ht be made much 
better, but the Moors not only want Skill 
and Induflry, but are too poor to under* 
pake ppblick Buildings* 

BY 
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Jan.i7- BY dght a-Clock we got ail our B^* 
gage down by the Water-fide, the Alcaide 
accompaDyJDg Mr. Ruffel (b far, and 
fat on Horie-back all the Time our Horfcs 
and Baggage were pdfiing the River, to 
expedite them. It was near 1 2 a-CIdek 
by the. time our thiiDgs were landed on 
the other fide. The Tide flows here but 
very little above thfe Tbwn, which hin- 
ders the Navigation of the River op to 
Alcafar. 

FROM hence \re i-ckJe all the way 
upon the S^-ihore to Ar&illa^ and' found 
feveral Shot in our way, whidi a ^utch 
Ship had made at an Algerihe he ran idhbre 
here. Some time before feveral Negroes, 
and Others, were employed in gathering 
Wood, and whatfever elft the wefterly 
Winds had d»>ve upoft th^ Sands. 

NOW our Guides looked upon them* 
(elves and us out of all m&Aviet of danger ; 
for the remainder of our Journey was in* 
tirely among Bajhaw Hamefs Friends. 
As the Weather was rather cold thad hot, 
we found it very pkaftbt travelling by 
the Sea-fide. About (even Miles : from 
Larach^ we met with one of the Alge- 
riue^s Cables, drove afliore. In our way 
we met with an Exprefs, which the Ba- 

Jhaw 
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^aw of Tangier had fcnt, to enquire at 
Larach if Mr. Ru£el was, arrived By 
fix a-Clock we left the Sea-fliore, and tra« 
yelled up fome very deep Hills, ^nd eo^ 
caqgiped anxong (bme poor Cottagers, whom 
our Guides obliged to fupply us with Fowls, 
Barley, and whatever elle the Party ftpod 
in need of : So that beflde the Tribute, 
chefe poor People are obliged to pay tha 
Bafl:>aw ; they muft alfo fupply any Party 
of his travelling that way. 

IN the Morning we defcended agaiuJ^*^*'- 
to the Sea-fide, where we difcover'd Sir 
Qharles fVager^s Squadron a cruifing ; 
and by Noon we reached Arzim. We 
did not enter the Town, for what ReaioQ 
our Guides knew bed; but halted cloie 
to the Town- Walls, until all our Caravan 
was come pp. We eat what cold Viduals 
we had for Pinner ; our Cuftom thro'ouc 
the Journey being to drefs at Night what 
ferved us next Day. 

T H O the MoGTs did not let us enter 
jirzillay yet we could give a good Guei^ 
at the infide by thp Appearance it made 
on the outfide. This Town was formerly 
alfo in the Hwds of th^ Spaniards^ 9Qd 
we ftill obferved the Spani/h AroJS ovet 
the Gate, towards the La»d • It is very 
iinall, wd the People v«y poor, baviBg nq 
2 Harbour 
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Harbour nor Trade, and only a few fifii- 
ing Boats, out of which, and planting 
Tobacco, they get their Living. It is 
farrounded with a pretty high Wall, built 
by the Spaniards, but now in a decaying 
Condition. 

ABOUT thrc6 Miles from Arzilla, 
we were flopped by a River, that takes 
its Name from the Town, and which watf 
much fwelled by the late great Rains ; 
to that we were obliged to unload our 
Mules, and put our lidding and Trunks 
upon our Hprfes, to pafs them over dry. 
We marched along th^ Sands, until we 
were flopped by another River, over 
which we were to ferry: Therefore it 
was refolved to encamp on this iide, 
that we might have the Morning to 
pals our Itiorfes, Mules and Ba^age 
over. We encamped near a large old 
Houfe, now abandoned and uninhabited i 
but formerly built by the famous Moor^ 
who was Embaflador from the Emperor 
of Morocco to King Charles II. aS we 
were informed by his Son, who was one 
of our Company from Mequinez. 

§ » 

jan.i?. WE marched down to the River-fide,; 
and found the River yery wide, and but 
one Boat to pafs near a hundred Horiesi 
and Mules, befides all the Baggage, PaA 

fcngers. 
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large Party of Hbrfe, with 200 Mules, 
lent on purpofe by the Bajhaw of Tnngief 
to Laracht to bring Barley for his Troops : 
Since the Lois of the Englijh Sloop ac 
Lardch, he had no other way to fiippiy 
himlelf but by Mules ; the Country round 
Tangier being very barren, and ^^rding 
little eMc but Pafture. This way of pat 
fing. Rivers, by a fmall Boat, is very tite* 
foto, when there is any Numbers, atid 
Our Patience was quite wore out by that 
time all was over ; and (b much of the 
Day was fpent, ix was thought impofliblc 
for the Ba^age to reach Tangier before 
Night, tho iingle Horfemen might. This 
made us make the bed of our way, rc- 
folving to leave the Baggage to come in the 
next Day: and, notwithdanding we loft 
no time, where the Ground would iidmit 
of riding faft, it was two Hours in the 
Night before we reached Tangier ; which 
occafioned us to wait a confiderable time 
at the Gate, until luch time the Keys could 
be brought from the Bajhaw. But this 
laved us a deal of trouble, which we muft 
have gone thro' had Mr* Ruffel entrcd 
the Town by Day. We were carried to 
the moft confiderable Jens?^ YioxAt in 
Town. OTiQ Bennamore. Mr. Ruffel im- 
mediately fent a Meflenger to Mr. Ahoggly^ 
the late Mwrijh Embaflador. in London;, 

who 
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who came and made Mr. Rufel a Vi{ir« 
He appeared very much de)e<3:ed, and 
feemed not a little out of Couutenance^ 
that we ihould fee what a diflerent Ap* 
pearaoce he made here to what he did in 
London : Yet he [M:eferved the Spirit and 
Behaviour of a Gentleman, and is oy much 
the politeft Moor we faw in that whole 
Country. We qnderftood he was in no 
manner of Credit with the Bajhaw, and 
had no Employment ; and tho he had be- 
haved himlelf very well in the BajhavP% 
late Attempt upon Tetuan^ and was one 
of the iirft that entred the Town, i|: 
had not re-inftated him in the Bafhaw^% 
Confidence. His refufing to come over, 
when the Bajhaw fb often fent for him« 
and his proje^ing to make his Eicdpe to 
Leghorn^ were Circumftances whidi will 
hardly ever be forgiven him. 

Jan. 30. I N the Morning the Bajhaw fent fbme 
of his Officers to welcome Mr. Ruffel to 
Town, and to condud: him to the Caftle ; 
which ftands jufl above the Town, and 
was built by the Spaniards. The way 
from the Town to the Cattle is fo uneven, 
and fo negledted, it is fearce pafTable, for 
Man or Horfe ; which ihews the extreme 
Indolence of thefe People^ while iomc 
thoufands of Men are fitting in the Streets 
all Day long and doing nothing. 

MR. 
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M R. Ruffe/ was led, at this Audience, 
to an Apartment which the Bajhaw 
makes u(e of as a Guard- Chamber ; where 
we found him (icting, attended by his 
Brother, the Governor of the Town, and 
a Negro Eunuch, the fame who had been 
at our Houfe in Tetuan^ His Errand was 
from the Emperor, to demand the Ba- 
Jhawh Sifter in Marriage, who was a 
very fine Woman ; but the Bajhaw found 
Excufes to delay her Journey, under one 
Pretence or other, believing the Empe- 
ror could not reign long ; but he treated 
the Eunuch with great Refpe<3:« 

THE Bafloaw caufed four Chairs to 
be feated for us, and put on a very good 
humoured Countenance. He asked Mr. 
Rujjel how he pafTed his time in : 
Mequinez, and (everal other Quefti- 
ons, concerning the Emperor, apd the 
Court. 

H E opened a Letter before us, which 
he received from the Emperor ; but be- 
fore he opened it, he feemed to adore it, 
which is their manner whenever they 
receive a Letter from the Emperon The 
Bajhaw rook the Letter with both his 
Hands, then touched it with his Fore- 

X head, 
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head, kiffed it, bowed to it, and open- 
ed it. 

THE Bajhaw faid, if Mir. R^el 
had pafled thro' his Hands to M^quines^, 
inftead of going with B^Jhaw Bnsfra^ 
his Stay had been much flvoi^erv ^d 
his Treatrtacnt much better. Mr. Rugil 
then Ihewed hiite the Articles of Peace^ 
«Qd told him of the ttirelve Captives, 
Which, as yet, wtrfe adt arrived* Tbt 
Bajhaw feemed a little Anfatisified with 
that Article, about the Je^s not being 
permitted to fettfe in Kiibraltar ; bat 
faid little to it then. He iK^qdatnted Mh 
Ruffel that Abdelzack, his Agent, had 
informed bidi of the 50 Barrels of l^dw- 
der the Emperor was to have, which 
Mr. Rfifel agreed fliould be delivered t6 
hfm ; He Was alio infotined thap oiiir 
Do^or was to return to cure bi$ A* 
gent. 

* 

WE obferved that Aboggly was not 
permitted to be prefent at this Audi- 
ence, nor any after ; Which wisis A cdr- 
tain fign of his being gf«tftty i6 Dif- 

^riice. 
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W E took leave of the BajhaWy and 
tfcturned to our Houfe, attended by the 
Jl^ajhaw's OiBcers ; and Gentries, with 
long Sticks, were appointed to guard our 
Gate, and others were appointed to Walk 
6ut in the Town with us, for fear of 
Affronts ; tho, to do the Moors Juftice. 
here and at T^tuan^ they are tolerably 
tivil to Chriftians, having a conftant 
Comttierce with them. The Jews wete 
ordered to ftipply us with Wax Candies, 
and a Caterer was appointed to bring us 
Provifion*. Afcet Diinnet the Captives . 
and Baggage arrlvfcd. 

CAPTAIN Coo^, in the RofeJ^^-s^i 
Transport, arrived from Gibraliar^ with 
the Agent Viduallet*s Clerk, to buy Cat- 
tle fot the Gatifon, thty being in ex- 
treme want, by ttalbti of contrary 
Winds having kept bade the Vidu- 
allers. 

A T the fame time j^raham Benider^ 
a Jew, who was Interpreter to Mr. 
Jlboggly xtk En^land^ arrived from G/- 
braltar^ in a VefTcl for Provifions upon 
his own Account : This Abraham is a 
Tetuan Jew, but by refiding at Gibra^ 
tar, had learnt Englijh ' to great Per- 
feiilion, and was very ferviceable to the 

X 2 Fleer, 
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Fleet, by ading as Interpreter to Sir 
Charles Pf^ager^ and in procuring Pro- 
vifions both for the Fleet and Ga« 
rifon. 

THE CoDitracSt with the Bajhaw was 
nine Dollars a head for Cattle, and two 
and a half for Sheep ; out of which he 
got very confiderably, becaufe he paid 
- his f^eople not one half, keeping them 
to the old Price, or very little more. 
Since ^uguJiXzA, when I was here with 
the Fleer, the Prices of all manner of 
Provisions were tripled, Sheep being 
then but at five and fix Royals, Bul- 
locks at three Dollars and four. Fowls 
at two Blanquils, which afterwards they 
brought up to five and fix ; fb that it 
was a great Mortification to the Ba^ 
Jhaw to hear there was any likely- 
hood of an Accommodation betwixt 
the Garifbn of Gibraltar and the Sj?a^ 
niards. The Bajhavi/s whole Income 
depended almofl upon what he got 
from Gibraltar ; for what he robbed 
the People of was of very little ufe, 
and next to nothing, without he had a 
Place to vend it at. 
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THE Bajhaw fent Abraham, the^«'>-i- 
yew, to acquaint Mr. Rujfel he defired 
to fee the Captives, which accordingly 
were carried before him ; and Mr. Rujfel 
was afraid led he fhould objedt againft 
the Liberty of fome of them, for there 
is DO certainty or dependence upon any 
thing, while you are in their Power ; 
this Bajhaw having often (lopped Cap- 
tives after the Emperor has taken their 
Ranfbm, and it has been connived at by 
the Court, that he might alio get fbme- 
thing more than what had been already 
paid : for they are not at all afhamed of 
any Tricks they play Chriftians. 

BUT the Bafhaw promifed very fair, 
and faid Mr. Rujfel mould embark with 
the iirft Opportunity, and all the Cap- 
tives : He had got fo much of late by 
the Engltjh, and was in expectation of 
more, efpecially of fbme Afliftancc of 
Powder, and other things he had wrote 
to the Admiral about, to furniih his 
Expedition to Tetuan, that he did not 
think it his Intereft to play any Trick, 
clfe he is not at all to be depended 
upon, 

X ? MR. 
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MR. Rufel was very muth dlflitisfied 
with the People uoder whofe care wc 
came down from Me^uinesi ; they ha- 
ving not only deceived him in Matters 
of Money, but had coniulced nothing 
but their own Intereft and Conveniency 
all the Journey, marching us out of the 
way, for the fake of raifing Contribu- 
tions, where they were ftronger than the 
People ; and when this was complained 
of, they were very rude and impertinent, 
Mr, Rufel confulted with Ahoggly, about 
complaining to the Bafly^'W of them : 
Poor Man. to do him Jwilicc, he blufhcd, 
and feemed very much afliamed, to hear 
how they had afled, becaule he was con- 
fcious with what Reipeift he had heea 
treated in J^ngland ; yet he advifed Mr* 
Rtiffel to ftifle his Refentment, becaufe 
they were Favourites and Kinfmen to the 
Mapa'w^s Agent 5 And that as he would 
foon be out of their Hands, it would be 
better to forget it. He called his Coun* 
trymen Brutes and Bariiarians ; and I 
verily believe he was in earneft* 

BUT what was the moft irfcfom to 
Mr. Rujfel, thefe People all expe<3«d 
confiderable Sums, as they pretended, for 
their trouble, and in order to maintain 
them upon the Road back to Mequinez ; 

tho 
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the it firfl: it was pretended they were 
iratby the Emperor, as a Safeguard to Mr. 
jRu/iTs Perlbn. And to all of them whole 
Behavioqr had been decent, Mr. Ruffel did 
defign to give Money, by way of free 
Gift : But the Commander of the Party, 
who had been the mofl iniblent, infilled 
upon a certain Sum to pay himfeif, and 
distribute to his Party, as he thought fit ;, 
and threatned Mr. Rujffel fliould not em? 
bark the Captives before it was paid* 



THIS plainly fliewed how Kttle de- 
pendance there was upon the BajhavP% 
boafted Friendfiiip, when one of his 
Creatures dared to talk in this manner : 
So that in fad Mr. Ruffel was not only 
obliged to bear his own Expence, but 
the Expences of all thoiie People who 
were ordered not only to be his Guard, 
but Mr. Ruffel was told at Mequinez^ 
that they were fent to defray the Ex- 
pences of his Journey. 



AND the Bajhaw who was acquainted 
with this, tfao he did not do it himfelf, 
fee People to advife Mr. Ruffel to com* 
ply with^ this extravagant Demand ; and 
under divers Pretences of Indifpofition, 
®(?. refufed to fee Mr. Ruffel^ when be 
went to wait upon him, for; an Order to 
embark the Captives, until fuch time he 

X 4 heard 
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heard Mr. Rufe/ had fatisfied the extra- 
vagaat Demand of the Party that came 
with us : Which plainly ihews thefe 
People are not aihamed of any thing, 
and that they will be fure to make a 
Chriflian pay feverely for any Bufmeis 
he comes to do in this Country* 

THE Bajhaw refufing for fome Days 
to be feen, made Mr. Rujjel and all of 
us believe he at laft intended to play 
fome Trick, and make ibme new Demand 
for the Captives : And tho it plainly ap«- 
peared not to be his Intereft fb to do, 
yet he certainly had fome Struggles with- 
in himfelf about playing his old Game ; 
for Villany is fo natural to thefe People, 
even to the very beft of them, that they 
know not how to be honed, tho their 
Intereft depends upon it. 

OUR Dodor had as great Bufinefs 
here as every where clfe, if he would 
have encouraged it ; but they are the 
worft Pay in the World : And tho fome 
of the richer fort had fwore by their 
Law they would reward him, yet he 
foutxl very few who regarded that any 
more than any other of iheit Pro- 
mifos.

Renjohttons in Morocco* ^ \ j 

ONE old Man, who was very much 
poxed in Tangier^ and who lived in 
racking Pains^ gave him a Jar of Honey, 
and two young Bullocks, and another a 
few Fowls ; but this did not amount to 
one in a hundred of the Number that 
did not pay. 

BY reaibn of the Wind over-blowing 
for feveral Days, (b that they could not 
load the Cattle, we were kept here much 
longer than we expected ; during which 
time, we had the Favour of Mr. Ji^oggly^s 
Company, almoft every Day : But he 
himfelf lived in (b mean a way, he was 
aihamed to invite us to his own Lodg- 
ing. Once indeed he invited Mr. Ruffe l^ 
but it was to another Man's Houfe, he 
himfelf living in a thatchM Cottage ; 
and we did not fee he had ever any 
Servant with him ; yet we paid him the 
fame Refpedl as if he had been in En^- . 
gland. His Brother keeps a httle Shop 
in Tangier^ and 'tis thought the Em- 
baflador is Partner with him ; for ihould 
it be known that he had faved a little Mo- 
ney by being in England^ and difcover'd to 
the BaJhaWj he would loon be made to give 
it up, without he values it more than 
his Head. By reafon of the two Tranlborts 
coming in, we had feveral Englijh a- 

fhore } 
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ihore ; and being by them pretty well 
fturniihed with Wine, which was what 
we had of late very much wanted, we 
endeavoured to make our (^Ives as pierfy 
as the nature of the Place would afford, 
fiBce we found we could not gee away 
fo (boa as we expeded. 

THEREFORE in the Evening we 
walked without the Watcr-Gate to a little 
Garden, clpfe by the Sea-fide, which 
runs under the Walls of the Town, where 
there is a pretty little Summer- hoqi^, 
from whence you have a Prolpe<ft all 
over the Bay ; here we ibmetimes met 
to drink a Bottle, and fometimes dined. 
This Garden was formerly made by the 
EngUjh^ but now it belongs to the 
Bajhaw^ apd is looked after by a Gar- 
diner, who has DO other Subfi^ence than 
what he makes out of it, and by ma- 
king of Baskets. The Garden produces 
feveral Sorts of Salading, Grapes, Figs, 
Oranges, Lemons and Flowers ; but the 
Walks, and whole Garden, are very rnueh 
n^leftcd, the Bajhaw himfelf feidom or 
ever coming here, 

WHILE we were here, a Mutiny 
arofe among the Baflyaw^s Troops, fe- 
vcTal thr^atping to deleft for want of a 
regabr Subfiftenee ; but the Bafl^aw 

2 found 
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BDund 'meaps by fair Words and Promiies, 
to appeafe this Tumult. This Army was 
a heavy Weight upon the Bafl?aw ; they 
confided of about 800 Horfe, befide 
Foot, but he made them fometimes ger 
their Living by plundering the Moun- 
taineers. The pretence of keeping them 
together was to reduce Tetuan ; and fe- 
veral times were appointed, when the 
Bajhaw was to march with all his For<» 
ces, but it was as often deferred, upoo 
one Pretence or othen 

NOW his Hopes were of fome Bombs, 
which he expe^ed from Gibraltar ; and 
in order to get them, he wrote to Sir 
C harks Wager ^ by Mr. Ruffe l^ b^gg»og 
his Affiftance, in the Emperor's Name, 
againft his rebellious Subje^s of Tetuan } 
and it was the Expe^ation of tbefe 
Bombs and the Powder, that baftned our 
Departure. 

WHILE we (laid here, we were car- 
ried to fee Negger in Prifoo, and loaded 
with Irons. He was our old Acquaint- 
ance, and one of the ten Tetuan Deputies 
which went up with us to Mequinez^ . 
to complain againft Bajh^m Hornet ; and 
at our Arrival at Tetuan^ he was in great 
Power in the Town, which he made a 
very ill ule of, ever (queezing as much 

as 
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as he could from the Chriftians. I have 
meDtionM him before, both at Mequinexi^ 
and Tetuan. He was one of the two who 
came to Mr. Rujfel in Tetuan^ and de- 
manded Powder of him ; and when he 
told them he had no Powder to difpofe 
pf, he replied, he knew no Bufmefs they 
had with an Englijh EmbafTador or 
Conful either, if they could not be fup* 
plied with fuch things as they wanted from 
Gibraltar. 

THIS Negger fell into the Bajhau^'s 
Hands in an unexped:ed manner : He 
got backfafe to Tetuan from Mequinez^ 
as did the other Deputies, notwitbftand- 
ing the Parties that were looking out 
after them. At his Return, being thought 
a moft inveterate Enemy to the Bajhaw^ 
he was fent from the Town to encou- 
rage and fpirit up the Mountaineers a- 
gainft the Bajhaw^ and he promifed 
them Powder and Arms from Tetuan ; 
but the Mountaineers having fufTered fo 
much already, thought they could not 
better make their Peace than by fecuring 
his Perfon, and fending him a Prifoner to 
the Bajhaw ; which they did : for from 
Tetuan they had nothing to fear, the . 
Tetuanners not being able to take the 
Field tho the Bajhaw was. The Bajhaw 
did not put him to death, but employed 

him 
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him to write to his Friends in Tetuaiu 
jPropofals of Peace. As this Man had 
imany Friends and Relations in Tetuan^ 
the Bajhaw was in hopes, by his In- 
tereft, either to get pofleffion by means 
of Treaty, or elfe by this Perfon's Friends 
to divide their Councils : If he liicceeded 
in the former, he proinifed him Life and 
Liberty ; if not, he was to expedt no- 
thing but immediate Death. 

1 N Prifon he appeared as melancholy 
and dejedied as he had been infbknt be« 
fore ; yet, notwithftanding he had been 
very rude to us at Tetuan^ and upon the 
Journey, we comforted him, and feemed 
to condole with him, advidng. him to 
write to the Tetuanners not to be ob- 
fiinate, and draw their Ruin upon their 
Heads ; ^vA fb we magnified the ^^^^^w's 
Power pretty much, to pJeafe his Friends 
which were with us. Ixegger was plea- 
fed with our Vifit, or pretended to be fb ; 
but did not feem to think himfelf a Man 
long for this World : tho, for political 
Reaibns, it was not the Bdjhaw^s In- 
tereft to kill him, whatever they might 
threaten him with. Becaufe in cafe the 
Bajhaw^s Brother* or any Ferfon of note 
about him, ihould chance to have been 
taken Prifoner, he would do very well 
to exchange againft ; befides, putting 

him 
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bim to death, would but hAve the more 
enraged his Frieods and Relations \ti 
Tetuan againft the Bujhaw. 

O N Thurfddys and Sundays the Coon* 
try People come in, and keep a Market, 
jtul withoQt the Towd. We took thii 
Opportunity to bay What Fowls, EggSf 
Cwn, ^<^ we could, for our Friends 
in Gibraltar. About a Mile and a half 
from the Town they have a very go9d 
Salt* work, where they make excellent 
good Salt : And in the. bottom of the 
Bay i% Variety of tery good f iih. A 
little beyond flands an old ruined Build* 
ing, which is called Old Tangier^ and 
probably Was the antieiit City. 

DURING our ftay zt Tmgier, we 
feverai times walked rtiund the Town and 
Callle^ to make our <^(ertations upon 
a Place that had been fo many Years in 
cur Ka6ds. Sometimes wc walked dowa 
to the MoleS4 

W E vifited tfee B^aiv^s Stables. We 
examined hoVv' far the Englijh had car- 
tied tbeir Lines and Redoubts ; add 
met with a Jew, who is now turned 
Rencgado, but was bom in the To\^ 
when rije Englijh had it, and grew uj) to 
be a Man uadtr the E«gHft> Govern- 
ment,

he thottowJy fatisfied out Curiofity,

Ruffel embarked the Captives, tho there 
was a Rumour jufl: before that the Ba- 
Jhaw ifit6i»Kfed to ft6p tlie Jews.

THIS Day we got on board 7tti- 
the ikiofe Fipigat, Captain Qo(^er. The 
Gbveffl<)r of the Towti, Alcaide Af^ 
Jbfe^ the BafhauPs j^fotter, came ob 
Horfe4>ack to the Water-fide, when Mt. 
Ruffel embarked, bat did it as if it had 
been ^cddctotal, and thw :he was riding 

upon 
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upoa the Sands to take the Air ; for the 
Moors arc very ftately, efpecially this 
Bajhaw^ and all his Family. Poor A^ 
hoq^gly came to the Water-fide, and ieeni* 
ed to take a forrowfiil Farewel of Mr. 
Rujfel. 

BEFORE I quite take my Leave of 
'Tangier^ I fhall give the Reader a par* 
tJcular Accoiint of the prefent State of 
the Town» and the Condition it was in 
when in our Hands. 

TANGIER ftands near the Streightai 
of Gibraltar^ about two Miles within, 
and to the Eafliward of Cape SparUl : 
It was a Roman Colony, and the Me- 
tropolis of Mauritania Tingitana^ AU 
phonjiis^ the fifth King of Tortugal^ 
took it from the Moors in the Year 1453. 
which they kept until the Year 1662. 
when being heartily tired of the Ex- 
pence, and finding it of very little Ser- 
vice to a Nation which has but few ihif^ing 
that pafs thro' the Streights, ir was made 
part of Queen Catharine's Dowry. The 
Money we laid out upqn the Mole and 
Fortifications, was very confiderable» 
during 22 Years we kept poile/Iion of it ; 
$tnd what made the Parliament at laft 
tired of it, was, becauie the Money they 
gave was frequently mifapplied. I ihall 

not 
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noa efiter iiqw into tbe Argumeots made 
B^ of at that time, in the Houfe of 
Coovnoas, about the keeping or demo* 
liihrog of Tangier ; but do believe the 
EngHjb would never have parted with 
that Place in any^ but in fqcb anothet 
RQlgQ as was that of King Charles IL 
after fiich a v^ E^^pence upon it. 

I T 13 fituated witbiQ iigbc of Gi« 
kr4^t4r> lo that nothing can pafs the 
Streig^ts but ipay b^ Ipoke with. The 
Bay, indeed^ is not fo iafe nor fb deep 
as ^br^tfaty dud 10 ibme Places there 
aiQ Roelts and ibial Ground j but within 
the Mole^Heads wa9 Water enough for 
a ftxty or fevontj Gun Ship* having 28 
aod 30 Foot Water at the Mole-Heads^ 
wheQ low Water, wuh Conveniency 
€Qotigh fox cteaniog th^ Men of War« 
Th? Uie this Place migbt have been of in 
the fucceedkig Ileiap9» when we had a 
French and Spanijh War, by hindering 
the joining of thetr Fleets, from the We- 
iUm Parts of France^ with thole of the 
Medlt^ranean, I mnf): leave Seamen tQ 
judge* 

THEN for watering and protediog 
our Trade in the Mediterranean, when 
from Lisbon to Genoa^ we had no 

Y friendly 
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friendly Port, it fccm'd to be of more con- 
fequcnce to a Nation, who has near as 
many Ships up the Mediterranean as all 
other Nations put together: But the Con- 
veniency of this Port then, and of Gi^ 
braltar at prelcnt, in time of War, is 
very much loft for want of Gallies and 
fmall Row-Boats, which are moft of ufe 
along Shore, under the Land, and when 
Ships are becalmed in the Streights, which 
happens very frequently : And every one 
knows, who was in the laft Siege of Gi^ 
braltar, that, for want of fuch Veflels, 
which the Spaniards had, in fpite of all 
the Endeavours of our Men of War, the 
Spaniards fupplied their Camp with all 
manner of Stores and Provifions, which 
they brought along ihore in fmall Em* 
barkations, by whole Fleets, under the 
Protedion of two half Gallies, which 
were by far an Over-match to any 
Number of the Men of Wars Boats. 

I T does not feem to be a very diffi- 
cult matter for us to be fupplied with 
fuch Veflels as well as the Spaniards^ 
if we were to condemn Criminals to 
the Gallics as well as thofe of other 
Nations. 
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B ITT to tcturn to Tangier : In the 
time we had it, the Mole-Heads raa 
into the Sea 300 Fathom, and were 
gaarded with three Batteries of Cannon : 
The Walls of the Town were fomething 
more in Circumference than a Mile and 
a quarter, but the Englijh had built 
Redoubts and Lines, which took in the 
neighbouring Hills : The Town was alfe 
ftrengthned by two Caftles, the upper 
and lower ; the former was where the 
Eftglijh Governor livedo and at prelent 
the Bajhaw ; it looks toward the Coun» 
try ; the lower ' was toward the Port, 
and built for its Security, but neither 
theie, or the Town it felf, were ever 
capable of ftanding a Si^e* At prefent 
this Town is in a very ruinous Condi* 
tion, nor is there fb much as one Houfe 
ftaindii^, as was built in the time of the 
Englijh^ In Summer-time there is cer-' 
tainly not a hotter Town in Africa^ 
elbecially after Dinner, for the Houfes 
being but of one Story, and the Town 
built upon the fide of a Hill, every Street 
is very much expofed to the Sun ; Ee- 
fides this, the Streets are io pedered with 
dead Dogs, Cats, loofe Stones and Dung* 
hils, ^tis very troublefbme walking* 

Y i THE 
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THE only tolerable Houfe ia the 
whole Town was builc by an Englifi^ 
Merchant about twenty Years ago> aftet 
the Morefco Faihion, and was kept hj 
the Englijh as a Wareboafe for Goods ; 
but not havii^ been made ufe of as fiicfa 
for fome Years, the Bajhmv has taken 
pofTeifion of it, and at prefent ooe of 
bis Uncles lives to it. 

I N the Town and Caflle are but rwo 
Mofques, one in each. At prefenr the 
Trade of this Town is fe very incoiH 
fiderable, that it will not afibrd a Liyieg 
for one Chrillian Merchant, and t6 but 
very few Jews^ whole chief Bufinefs is 
buying raw Hides, and d^^ping what little 
Money is ftining. 

FROM the Sea this Town makes ks 
beft Appearance, looking at a di^nc^ 
like an £ncampment i^n the fidb of a 
Hill, and not a Houfe but what is feen. 
This expoies it very much to any Boin* 
bardment ; {6 that it would not be vety 
difficult for any European Nation to make 
themfelves Maders of it : And it might 
eafily be defended by three R^meuts^ 
with very little Lois of Men ; for, du- 
ring the 22 Years we were in pofleflion 
of it, it will appear the LofTes we fii- 
I ftained 
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fi^aed w^e from Sallies out to rob tbc 
Cpuauy, In one of thefe tbe famous 
J^aitl Tivkf was kilkd ; aad in feveral 
others very maoy gallaec Officers. The 
Mo9rs had karat the way to trap the 
Sn^iyh^ I it was oo more but to drive 
two or three hundred Head of Cattle tipi 
fight of the Walls of the Town, and 
plant an Ambufcade of Men between the 
Town and the Cattle, or haid by, and 
the Englijh were fiire to venture out : 
And 'tis amazing to think how often the 
fame Trick was played them, and how 
hard they would venture for a little roaft 
Beef, 

HAVING laid as much of Tangier 
as it deierves, I (ball only add, that 
the 7th of February^ 1728. we fail- 
ed out of the Bay, with a fair Wind, 
heartily joyfal we wene out of the Pow- 
er of a wretched and faithlels People. 

I N the Gut we met with Sir Charles 
Wager ^ who, with one Ship more, was 
returning from a long Craife, having lent 
in his Squadron ibme Days before. Mr. 
Rujfel immediately went on board the 
A&ural, and did me the Honour to take 
me with him : He gave Sir Charles an 
Account of his Succefs, the Number of 
Captives he had broi^ht out of Barbary^ 

Y 3 and 
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and delivered to the Admiral two Letters, 
one ft^om the Emperor, and the other from 
the Bajhaw of Tangier, Mr. Rujfel had 
the Satis&^ion to have his ConduA ap- 
proved ^ and after Dinner we arrived in 
GiBrahar Bay, having been aUeat juft 
five Months. The next Day att the 
Captives were carried on board Sir Cbarki, 
to pay their Refpcds to him, who or- 
dered his Charity to be diftribated among 
them : to the Foreigners he gave Pafs- 
porcs, and ordered the reft to be dilpofed 
pf to their Sacisfa<Sion. 
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SOME few Days after we left Taa- 
gier. Accounts arrived of ftrange 
Revolutions that had happened at 
Mequinez ; the Forerunner of them was 
the Emperor's Barbarity, which was fuch, 
that no Perfon was fiifc that was near him, 
tho the moft intimate Minifters and Coun- 
feilerS he had. For the a8th of Febru^ 
an, Mr. Rujfel received a Letter from 
Abraham Benider, whom we left behmd 
^t Tangier, as follows.

are lent to all the Cities and Provinces 
to acquaint them with this Change, re- 
quiring them to fend Deputies to affift 
in the Government, until inch time the 
new Emperor ihall arrive. It is (aid the 
new Emperor will be obliged to govern 
juftly, and that his Power is to be pre- 
icrilied by the Law-Book.

UPON THE 

Country andPfioPLE. 

JH E ExtcQC of this Emperot's 
DomiDions, reaches from the 
Streighcs Mquth, Southward, 
as far as Cape Blanco, upon 
the Coofincsof G»/»fi;- where 
they have builc a {mall Caflle, for the 
Conveniency of Trade, to which the Ca- 
lavaDS from Fez, &c. annuaily repair. 
The Leogth of this Country from North 
to South, is near 16 Degrees, or 960 
Mile. Its greatefl: breadth in the moft 
fouthern Parts, is but 10 Degrees; but in 
the mod northern Parts it is very narrow. 
This Empire contains not only what the 
Romans 
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Romans called MoMritania TingitOHa^ but 
alio the Kingdoms of />;s, M&raccOy TW^ 
jf/f?, ^Darha^ Suz^ Ttreimeren^ aod ui?^ 
gelmefs. On the Eafl: k is bouaded iyy 

the Kit^ck>™ ^ ^^^) ^^ P^^ ^^ ^^ 
Country of Bildulgerid ; on cbe Weft, by 

the main Ocean ; oo the North, by tTO 
Mediterranean Sea : Yet, notwithftand- 
ing this Eniperor comxnaods oves io vafi: 
a Country, he is but Very poor^ \a coi» 
parifon of the leaft of the European Kings ; 
this ^^ountry boding of bat veiy few 
Cities, and this great extended Dominion 
does not afford one tolerable good Har- 
bour. The Cities and Towns, as they 
lie upon the Sea-Coaft, beginning with 
thofe in the MesMterratteto, aie MeiiMa^ 
a Spantjh Garilbn ; Tenon de Veles^ a 
Town and finail Iflandt pofTeiTed by 
the Spaniards^ very near the Coaft, about 
40 Leagues within the Streights Mouth. 
The next Town of Note is "Tetuan ; from 
thence we coaft Northward, about fc\ren 
Leagues to C^uta, a Sptmijh Gariibn ; 
from Ceuta wc coaft Weft ward to ^an- 
gier about 15 Leagues; ftom Tangier. 
we double Cape Spartel. and come to 
Arzilla, a fmali Town, without the 
Streights, to the Southward of the Cafo^ 
about I o Leagues ; from Arzilld the 
Coaft lies about S. and by Weft to Larach, 
1 2 Leagues ; fiom Larmh to old Ma- 

mora 
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fnora 10 Leagues ; from Old Mamora to 
New Mamora about 7 Leagues ; from 
Mamora to Sallee about 5 Leagues ; to 
the Southward o{ Sallee about 50 Leagues. 
The Vortugueze have a frnall Town and 
Caftk) upon the Sea-Coafl caXhdi Majfagam 
but of very little Service to them, for 
want of a Harbour. There are no other 
Sea-port Towns of Trade or Note in this 
Country but San6ia Cruz^ and Santa 
Sophia^ ill the Kingdom of Sus. The 
Inland Cities are fewer in Number than 
the Sea- Ports, and are as follows : In the 
Kingdom of Fez afe the Citiesi of Al* 
caffdr^ Fez and Mequinez ; in the 
Kingdom of Morocco the City of Mo^ 
roccos ; in the Kingdom of Sus is the 
Capital and City of Haradant^ the late 
Seat of Muley Abdelmeleck ; l!edla^ the 
Seat of Muley Hamet "Dabebby^ when 
Prince ; a City near the Foot of Mount 
Atlas^ and Capital of the Province of 
Tedle^ The inland * Parts of this Coun- 
try are very mountainous, as the great 
and lefler Atlas : befides feveral Moun- 
tains of leflfer Note, which are covered 
witl> Snow all the Year ; fo that in a

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Winter's Morning the Air is extremely 
iharp, when it blows from thofe Parts. 

THERE aft in i?^^/^ry many Springs 
and Rivers, which take their Rife and Fall 
from the greater ^r/itr,tho fome others claim 
diftiniJ: Originals : The Waters (pringing 
from Atlas relifh of the Earth whence 
they arife, and are for the moft part thick 
and oofy« 

THE chief Rivers are, firft, the Ri- 
ver Lecus, in the Kingdom of Fez, upon 
which ftand the Towns of Larach and 
Akajfar. 

rdly, THE River Cebu ; upon a Branch 
of which ftands the City of Fez^ and 
upon th^ Mouth of it the piratical Pore 
of Mamora. 

^dly, THE River Rabata ; upon a 
Branch of which ftands the City of Afe- 
quinez, and upon the Mouth of it the 
piratical Town of Salke, 

^thly, THE River Sus, upon which 
ftands the City 'tarradant^ and at the 
Mouth the Town of $an6fa Cruz. 

T HE 
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•THE Pfodu<a of the Country differs 
^cording to its diffcfedt Latitude aud Situ* 
atft)n ; but in general, the Northern Parts, 
with Indbftry, tinder a good Government, 
would produce whatever is produced in 
Europe^ in the feme Glimate, fuch as 
Hides, Corn, Oil, Wine, Wax, Honey, 
Siflt, Gums, and the fineft Wool ; and 
the Southern Parts whatever v^ the Growth 
of the PFeR'Indies, as Cotton, Ginger, 
Sugar, Indigo, ^e. which is fufficient to 
prove the natural Riches of the Country : 
Befides which, it abdUhds in fcveral Mines 
of Copper, great Quantities of which are 
(ent to Europe. They have alfo Gold and 
Silvei* Mines. The Vallies abound with 
all mMner of Fruits, and Variety of 
Vities, \^hich yield, when prefled^ a plea- 
fanc, brisk, and full-bodied Wine : And 
I don't doubt, but if Wine was encouraged, 
ai$ it is forbid by their Law, in time they 
Would make as good >^ine as moft in 
Europe. The Pkins produce excellent 
Wheat, Flax, Hemp, ^c. This Conn- 
try has always been famous for Horfes ; 
but their Affes are, as I believe, the fmall- 
eft in the whole World, which I attri- 
bute to the little care they take to im- 
prove the Breed, by reafon of the Love 
they have to Horfes. For this Reafon 
their Mules are very fmall, in comparifon 

Z a of 
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of them in Spain and Tortugql : But thi3 
Want is fufiiciently {iipplied by Camels, 
which here very much exceed the ^Jian 
in Strength ; for I am credibly informed they 
will travel ten Days without Meat, with 
their Burdens on ; Nature in them iup- 
porting it [elf by a Confumption of the 
Parts : for firft, the Flefli of their Bunch- 
es fall away and confume ; afterwards 
' their Bellies, and lafUy, their Hips and 
Buttocks, whereby they become fo feeble 
they can fcarce bear a hundred Weight. 

lOBSERVED thro'out all our Jour- 
ney , in this Country, a Want of large Tim- 
ber, which I know not what to impute 
tO) the Soil appearing rich enough, unleis 
they cut it down before it comes to any 
tolerable height : But this does not feem 
very probable, becaufe they want long 
Timber for Rafters, and therefore one 
ihould think they would let it grow for 
the Ufe of their Grandees : For wc ob- 
ferved every where the Rooms to be very 
narrow, which we could impute to no- 
thing but the Want of long Timber ; 
whether it is want of lopping the Branch- 
es, or thinning the Timber. I cannot tell, 
but we faw no Timber^Trees thro'out the 
Country, except a few Oaks about La* 
rach. 

THE 
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THE Trade of this Country is carried 
on chiefly by Jews and Chriftians, the 
Moors underftanding but little of Foreign 
Merchandize, and have no trading Ships 
or Veflels of their own : So that their 
Navigation is intirely carried on by Eu- 
ropean Ships, chiefly Englijh and French^ 
who carry them Cloth, Linen and 
Woollen, Iron in Bars, and wrought, of 
which our Birmingham furniihes them 
with a great deal ; Brimftone, Gunpowder, 
Arms and Lead. In return, they bring 
back Almonds, Dates, Gum Arabick, 
Morocco Skins, raw Hides, Copper, Wax, 
Honey. 

BUT the greateft of their Trade, which 
they manage themfelves, is the Inland 
Trade, by Caravans of Camels, Mules, 
^c. two of which they fend every Year 
to Mecca and Medina ; viz. one every 
fix Months. The Commodities carried 
into the Eaft are Woollen Manufadures, 
of which they make wonderful fine, fuch 
as Alhagues, Alburnuzes, ^c. abundance 
of Morocco Skins, Indigo^ Cochineal, and 
Oftrich Feathers; for which, in return, 
ihey bring Silks, Muflins and Drugs. 
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THEY likewife fcod Caravans to 
Quinea every Year, confiftiDg of ma- 
ny thoufaod Camels* which will not ap^ 
pear uoreafonaUe, if the great Difficuky 
of the PafTage, tbro^ the faody Defarts 
be confidered, where there is neither 
Meat nor Water to Iqpport them^ for at 
leaft 20 Days : So that out of every two 
Camels one carries Water. They carry 
to Guinea Salt, Cowries, Woollen Ma- 
nufa<fiures. Silks, ^c. and in return, bring 
Gold Duft, lyory, Oftriches Feathers, and 
Negroes. 

THE Law of Mahomet forbids the 
Exporting of Corn, which they ftridtly 
ojblerve here, tho the ^urks and Modrs 
of Tunis^ Tripoli, and AlgieVy difpenfe 
with it, for the fake of the great Profit it 
brings them in : Otherwife this Commo- 
dity alone would greatly enrich the Coun- 
try, which, for want of a fufficient Vent, 
is but little cultivated. 

THE only natural Want this Country 
labours under, (and happy for Europe that 
Providence has allotted it fo) is want of 
Harbours ; for which Realbn they arc 
not able to fit out fiich Numbers of pi- 
ratical Veflels as otherwife they would 

Certainly do. 

FOR 
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FOR Sallee^ which is the principal 
Haven in all this Empire, tbo. within it 
is very fpaciaus, yet at low Water it is 
(bmetimes dry, or has not above a Foot 
or Foot and a half Water, and at full Tide 
not above eleven or twelve Foot. At the 
Mouth of the Haven is a Bar, paflable at 
high Wator by Ships, and Barks of fmali 
Draught ; whereas when the Tide is out, if 
they ckaw too much Water, they are obliged 
to be unloaded with imall Boats ; by 
Which means ieveral Ships are firanded, 
before they can get in : and when they 
tte in, they cannot put to Sea, fbmetimes 
for fix Weeks after they are loaded. This 
bad Situation feems to point out the way 
to flop up this Harbour quite, as well as 
that of Mamora ; and I do not doubt, 
but if any of the Maritime Powers ibould 
ever think it worth their while, but that 
under cbe Cover of two or more Bomb* 
Veflcls, of which they are more than or* 
dinarily afraid, two or more Frigats, 
Fly-boats, or large flat-bottomed Veflels, 
built up within with ftrong brick Work 
or Terrace, might be run over, or upon 
the Bar, (b as to render the Navigation of 
this Place difficult, if not altogether u(e- 
le(s. But I mufl: leave others to judge of 
this, whofe Interefl: it may be ; and to 

Z 4 thole 
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thofe, who having beea upon the Spot, 
are better Judges than my Celf. 

H O WE VER, this we have had Expe- 
rience of, that one 20 Gun Ship, where 
the Commander was more than, ordinary 
diligent in looking after them, as was 
Captain ^elgarno^ ftruck fo great a Ter- 
ror in them, by conftantly appearing in 
iight of their Ports, and by the Succefs 
he had in taking fome, and running o- 
thers afhore, that, as I have been ere* 
glibly informed, the very Women ofSalke 
and Matnora uied to frighten their Chil- 
dren, when untoward, by telling them 
^elgarno was coming for them : And if 
one Ship, by the Induflry of the Cap- 
tain, was capable of (Iriking fuch a 
Terror upon the Coaft, what might not 
fix Ships of the like Force do, to j^be 
ilationed zi Gibraltar^ and kept in fuch 
Readineis, that there might be always 
two clean upon their Coaft, and ofi" 
their Harbours, to be relieved by two 
ptbers, who fhould fucceflively take 
their Station, by which means they 
ihould always have our Ships in their 
Sight ? If, by a poflibility of Wind 
and Weather, they were able to flip 
^ Ship to Sea, yet I believe it woul4 b^ 

3 ^ 
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fo difficult to get her in again, more efpe* 
daily their Prizes, that I believe they 
would fcarce venture to Sea under fuch 
Circumftanccs. Therefore it is to be 
hoped, whenever thefe People are too 
refradory to be managed by fair means, 
they will not appear formidable, ef 
pecially to a People who grudge no 
Expcnce in a Maritime Way to pro- 
te(^ our Trade. However, what I fey 
now is with great Deference and Re- 
fpedt to Superiors, not as a Politician but 
as a Traveller; 

HAVING faid thus much of the 
Country, to which much more might be 
added, as to the Seafons of the Year, &c. 
I fhall now fey ibmething of the Inha- 
bitants ; which are divided into the 
Moors, who generally inhabit the Sea- 
Coafl, aud are thofe that were drove 
from Sfain : The Arabs , or as the Moors 
call them, the X^r^^-r, who generally live 
in Tents, and inhabit the Plains. There 
are alfo thofe whom they call the Ba- 
rebbers, or an anticnt Race of Moors^ 
who inhabit the Mountains, and feem to 
be the original Inhabitants of this Coun- 
try : The Jews^ who were chiefly drove 
from Sp^in and Tortugal^ which is plain 

from 
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&cm their having, as yet, retained the 
Language, fo as to converie in little elfe 
in i£e Sea* Ports. The Ren^adoes, tho 
not very many in Nuniber, yet may be 
called a diflind Sort : And, Jaftly, the 
Negroes, who, fmce the late Mu/ey 7/C 
mdel's obtaining the Govermnent of tkis 
Country, have made the greaceft Figure 
in it. Thefe €\x diderent ^rts of People 
make up the Sd>je<fls of the Emperor of 
Marouo^ and among them there are various 
Sorts of Complexions, from very fair 
to very black. The many Civil Wars 
that have happened in this Country, at 
different times, have intirely deftroyed 
all Footileps of that Learning, wluch the 
Moors were once fo famous for. The 
Philolbphy of Artfiotle was once very 
famous in this Country, no lefs than 
12000 Copies of it being tranflated into 
jirabick ; and ^ it was commented i^on 
by the following Arabian Authors : 
Alfarahius, Algarel, Albumazar^ Mai- 
fHonideSi Alkindus^ Albefagar^ Algazel^ 
Albenclni^ Avicenni^ Averrhoes. Nor 
were the Arabians formerly lels famous 
for Hiftory and Phyfick than Philo- 
lbphy ; but at prefent there fcems to be 
little more of Learning than common 
, Reading and Writing. The Moors^ who 
inhabit the Towns, are quarrelibm, vin- 
I didive^ 
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didiye, iDhofpitable, coveccMis, fertii^ 
their whole Thoughts upon Icrapitig to* 
gether Money and Goods, tho tc gene- 
rally ends in their Ruin. They ar« very 
fjbfpicious and jealous of Foreigners : They 
are great Boafters, giving ealy Belief to 
common Reports and doubtful Hearfays ; 
but withal (o cunning and falfe in their 
Dealing, they will deceive the moft vi- 
gilant. 

THEY are very , (uperflitious, and 
have much Faith in Aftrology, Magick, 
Charms, and liich fluff. At pref^ntthey 
have no Phyfidans, and bat a few very 
bad Surgeons : So that the Renegadoes, 
when they can pretend to nothing elfe, 
generally pretend to be Phyficians and 
Surgeons. 

THE Arabs, who inhabit the Plains, 
and are come from the Eaft, follow the 
antient way of living in Tents and Hords. 
Their general way is to travel along the 
Sides of the Rivers, where there is com- 
monly the beft Pafture ; and after their 
Harvcft is over, they dbange their Ha- 
bitation. Thde People are much ad- 
dided to Robbing ; and before Muley 
I/maePs time, ufed very much to infeft 
the Roads ; and the ftroDger Family o& 
ten deftroys the weaker, for the fake of 

their 
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their Horfes and Cattle. In their Perfbns 
they differ very much from the Moars^ 
being very thio and ipare, with long 
black Hair, and very (warthy Complec- 
tions ; and their Women look fbmetbing 
like Indians. 

THE Inhabitants of the Hills and 
Mountains are reported to be much the 
bed, being more free, and not fb much 
in fubjed^ion as thofe of the Plains and 
Cities : They generally deal in Cattle, 
are great Pains-takers, and withal very 
liberal. The Jews are the lame here as 
every where elfe, the greateft of Villains 
under the Sun, and the Moors feem to 
know them better than other Nations, 
9nd treat them accordingly. They are 
governed by their own Sheich, who is 
appointed by the £mperor, and taxes 
them at pleafiire : He has pretty much 
the fame Power as any other Alcaide or 
Bajhaw^ and can punifti with Death. 
The Jews here, as to their Religion, 
Cuftoms and Manners, differ but very little 
from the Jews in pther Parts ; .but in 
their Habit are allowed to wear no- 
thing hut black ; as alfo are their 
Paps* 
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THE Jews differ here from the Jews 
in Europe in this Refpe<St, that they take 
many Wives as the Moors do, which 
they do not pradife in other Parts* 
The worfl: Set of People of all here* are 
the Renegadoes, who, from the Moment 
they become fb, are generally the moft 
miierable Creatures upon Earth, neg* 
le<%ed and defpifed by the Moors ^ and 
without they become the Emperor's Sol- 
diets^ have nothing but what they can 
earn themfelves : There are not above 
five or fix in the whole Country that \\n^ 
any thing tolerable, and the Moors have 
them always in great Sufpiciom Tillet^ 
the French Merchant, who was made 
Governor of the Town and Port of 
Sallee^ did not hold it a Year. 

THOSE who are Soldiers, have no 
more than 20 Blanquiis a Month, which 
is 20 Twopenccs, and a little Flower ; the 
Officers in Proportion : However, like 
the JewSy they are governed by their 
own Akaide, who is a Renegado always. 
The prelent is a Spaniard^ and has but a 
very mean Allowance* Thofe of them 
that I faw at Fez^ were lad drunken pro* 
fligate Fellows, half naked and half ftar- 
Ved- Sometimes the Emperor does them 
the Favour to give them a Negro Wife, 

which 
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which they are generally obliged to part 
vfkh, for want of wherewith w fnhdtt 
them. They are generally fent to gas 
rifon remote Caffles, upon the Confines 
of the Conncry, where they are obhged 
to rob for th^ii! Subfiflence, utrtil the 
Conncry Peopt<e knock them on the 
Head 

THE Negroes, at prelent, are the 
Grand Cavaliers of this part of Barbaty : 
To thefe the Ettperor intnifts his Riches, 
hSs Pcrfon, and his Women. The Power 
of thefc People was at firft introduced by 
the late Emperor M«/fy IJmael^ whoie 
Mother was a Nejgro; and be himfelf 
coming out of the South, could not trtrft 
his northern Subje<^s, who being gene- 
r^ly white Men, did not care to fubmit 
to his Government but by force. 

THESE Negroes are brought very 
young from Guinea ; and having no 
Notion of their 6wn Country, and no 
Relations, Friends, or Dependence, but 
upon the Emperor, are ready to obey 
alt his Commands, and are immediatefy 
equipped with a Gun ; and after lerving 
fo many Years as Foot, are, upoii their 
good Behaviour, advanced to Horfe, which 
is a great Honour in this Country. Thefe 
Negroes are taught nothing elfe but to 

exercife 
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exa:<:ife tbeir Arms, amd obey the Em* 
pcror ; for which they arc rewarded with 
the greateft Commands over one aiacr- 
tber. 

THE late Emperor, Muley Ifinael 
himielf, was io ignorant of all Learning, 
he could not write or read ; and his Go- 
vernment being altogether founded on 
the Sword, made none but military Men 
be encouraged : and his Reign lafting near 
60 Years, I look upon it to be the pria- 
cipal Reafbn why all manner of Learning 
is almofl: abolished in the Country, and' in 
the room of it nothing introduced, buff 
Rapine, Violence, Oppreilion, and all 
maimer of Villany. And this I rake to ' 
be the chief and only Reafon, why 
thefe weftern Moors, who are actually 
nearer Europe, and have had more In* 
tercourfe with Europeans, yet are fo 
much leis poliihed and civilized than they 
oiAlgier, Tripoli, Tunis, or the Turks : 
For what lefi can be expedted from a Ne*- 
gro Government ? ^ 

T HE Chriftian Captives arc another 
diftihd: Body of People, fubjed; to the 
Will and Pleafure of the Emperor : But 
I have not treated them as his Subjeds, 
becaufe they have not renounced their 
King, by changing their Religion ; the 

mod 
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moft part of them have Expedations 
one time or other of getting into their 
owa Country. In . Muley I/maePs time 
their Cafe was really hard, but not near 
fb bad as was reprefented, and always 
better than that, of the Reriegadoes : 
The Emperor, indeed, kept moft of theiil 
at work upon his Buildings, . but. not to fuch 
hard Labour as made it worfe than what 
our daily Labourers go thro' ;' bejfides^ 
he allowed feveral of them Licences to 
keep Taverns, in. order . to affift their 
Brethren^ and ^o in proportion to the 
Money they were thought to get, they 
were obliged to maintain in Visuals and 
Neceflaries fuch a Number of Captives, 
of their own Country, . as the Emperor 
thought proper to order : Befides this, 
they had a daily Allowance, of Bread from 
the Emperor. Maftets of Ships were 
never obliged to work, nor lucn: as had 
but a fmall Matter of Money to give to : 
^t Alcaide^ whp is always a Chriftian, 
and; one of .their own Body. The Ca* 
nute where they ' are lodged, is infi- 
nitely better than our common Prifons. 
Every Nation has their diftin<3: Apart- 
ments; theyr have Taverns, a Market of 
all manner of Eatables, and Fruits among 
themlelves ; their Governor has a very 
good Apartment, within the Canute, 
and no Moors dare come among them 

to 
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to ii^terrupt thfm, but when they pleaie 
CO let them. I arn lure we law fcvwal 
Captives who . lived much better in ^ar^ 
haty than ever, they did in their own 
Country. When .they ate, ficJc, they 
have the Convent rb goto, wbere they 
are well attended ; and whatever Money 
;nj Charity was ever fent them by theic 
Friends in Ei4ro^fi^/\^zs their own,, uur 
left they deficaiided. onp ^upther,, which 
bas , hafi)ened: much ofrper , thap by the 
Moprf^^ . In. Aoit, , the Captives have i 
ijioch.,greate;;; Property than the Moors ; 
ia>yhat they ]get'; (everal qf them being 
xjphy and many have carried.^ confiderable 
Sums out: of the. Country ; to th^e Truth 
of which wc Jgire all Witnefles^ Several 
;C^ptiyes keep,|heir ^lules, arid Ibn^e their 
.Secy ants. ;»/ 9|^d, ypt. this 15^ cflle(} itifuj>-

H A V I N G faid very little hitherto in 
t;heir Praife, I ihall now fay £)mething to 
their Morals, there being £bw People (b 
bad that have no commendable Cuftoms 
among them. One is, that however 
provoked and angry they are with one 
another, they never iwear by their Ma- 
jker, or thetr Prophet, nor have they 
10 all (heir Language aqy Words to 
Iblafpheme. The next thing is, wlutt- 
ever Conteft they have with one anq- 
ther^ they feldom come to Blows, and 
never KiU one another but in War ; their

For, I believe it may be proved, that '\i 
every Man had one \i\^^ there would 
be a greater Increafe of People than 
where every body that can get tnem, are 
allowed four, and as many other Women 
as they can keep : for it does not appear 
in Eurofe^ that there are fo many more 
Women than Men, as to allow of (uch 
a Disproportion, becatde, notwithftand- 
ing Men are often dcftroyed by the Wars, 
and other Accidents, yet it may be, that 
the Number of Women who die in Child- 
bed, and are more fubje<3: to other Di- 
ilempers than Men, may make the Bal^ 
lance pretty even ; and if fo, I am fure 
no one Man can have four or fix Women 
but fbme others muft want 6ne : And 
this leems to be plain in this Country, 
becairfe no Man can get a Wife, not the 
roeaneft Woman is to be had, without 
(bme Money : And fince it is fo; I 
believe it will be found, that Plurality 
of Wives rather unpeople a Country 
than otherwiie# : i . 



THE 
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THE beft Policy theS Moors feem 
to be Miafters of is, that notwithftand- 
ing they are at war with all Chriftians 
but the Englijh^ and even when they have 
been at war with us, they permit our 
Conful and Merchants to refide in their 
Ports unmolefted, and will trade with 
any Ship that comes bound to their Ports» 
with fuch Goods they (land in need o\\ 
of what Nation foever, and permit 
their Confuls and Merchants to live a^ 
mong them, with the lame Security as 
ufiial in tinje of Peace. The pirati^cal 
War they make with all Nations, is 4 
very great Income to the Emperor, be- 
caufe he is not at one Farthing Charge 
fof ^fitting the Ships out ; and befide;^ 
the Tenth of all the Cargoe, ^he has all 
the Captives to himlelf, which adds con^ 
(iderably to his Wealth, not only by 
their Ranfom, but it alfo adds very much 
to his Grandure : for, as I have mentioned 
before, they (land him in nothing but a 
little Bread, which is well paid for out 
of their Labour. It does not appear the 
late Emperor, Muley IJmael, was igno- 
rant of his Intereft, when he agreed to 
permit a Convent of Sfantflo Friers in 
MequineZj for an annual Prefent : Be- 
fides, they lupply his Court and Captives 
\vith Medicines, and th& latter with Diqt, 
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when they are fick, without putting him 
to one Farthing fexpence. Afad doW I 
have metttidbeiJ theit Shipping, I ihall 
acquaint the Reader how well equipp'd 
they are to make war upon all the World. 
When we were at Mequinez, the whdle 
NdVil Power of this Country cobfifted 
Of two fmall Ships, called 20 Gun-Shi{)S, 
but fcarce fb btg as obe of OUts of half 
thiit Force. The biggeft ofthefa Ships is 
not above 200 Tun, and their Oun$ afei 
very ftHali aiid Very xmich crowded : 
They have alio a third, which was a 
fnt^ll French Brigantine. and fitted OttC 
for a Gruifer. Thefe three, with a fe# 
Row-Boats, ire the tertibte Armado With 
which Mttley tjkael wOttld fometimes 
order theni t0 go and block tip the 
Streight^ Mouth, ddd fiiiSer dO Ship$ 
to pntcr bat the Englijh,

I N their Marrying they ufe dO othtt, 
Soletndiry than a bare Teftidiony and 
Aflur&nce, which the Bridegroom makes 
befbre the Ca/fy or Judge, whereby he 
acknowledges to take (uch d Womid oc 
Maid to his Wife : Bdt this is of fo little 
Validity, that he may put her away 
when he will. Neither hath the Woman 
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a lefs Privily, having Libetty at her 
Pkafate to teaVe her Husband, only 
with this Difiertncc ; if the Wife gO 
ifrom the Hiwbaud, the Father is obliged 
to pay the Husband a Coafideratioo s 
Befides, foch a Woman, without fome 
extraordinary Caufe, is for ever after looked 
ik>on as infamous* 



THE Women and Maids keep them- 
felves fo veiled, they are not feen by 
their Lovers ; and Marriages are made 
by Proxies. 

AND the Men arc fo jealous of their 
Wives, they dafe not go bare-£icdd to 
thek Parents. 

I N Bdr&ary they are not pcftered with 
lawyers, cf try Man pleads his own 
Cauic before the Cody or Judge, and 
Caufes are not fpun out for feven 
Years.

IN their Molqoes they have no Ima- 
ges, but inftead of them me$i Numbers of 
laDH)S ; in the midft of which the Iman 
or Marabou ftands : The People repeat 
the lame Words as the Pricft fays before 

A a 4 chcm. 
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them, and in all Geftures imitate - hiin ; 
often lifting up of their Heads and 
Hands to Heaven : their Prayers art 
called Sala. When they enter the 
Molques, they put off their Shoes* kift 
the Earth, and wafli their Mouths, No^ 
ies, Ears, the Soles of their Feet, andleaet 
Parts, whereby they believe, that tht 
Pollutions of the Soul are purified and 
cleanfed ; and during their Aoode in the 
Mofque, they neither dare fpit or cough, 
nor {o much as ipeak one to another, but 
upon great Nece/fi ty. 

THEY fit down upoti the Floor^ 
one by another, upon Mats. . The Wo- 
men are not allowed to come thither^ 
lea by their Sight the Men Ihould fall 
into unclean Thoughts ; but - they 
commonly perfprm their Devotions at 
home«

THEY go to their Sala, or Prayers* 
five times a Day, that is, at Day-break, 
which they call Caban ; at Noon, called 
^ehor\ ia the Afternoon .at, four, called 
Lazar ; at fevcn, which they call Md-^ 
garape ; and at two in the. Night, which 
they call Latumar : but few .lefort at all 
theie times, but the mod zealoqs, none 
being compelled to it. 



"'N 
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THEY have neither Bells, Clocks 
or Dials, and when they call the People 
to their Devotions, the Priefls, to that 
Parpofe only appointed, go up to the 
Battlement of a high Steeple, and upon 
a wooden Pole hoiu a fmall JFlag : This 
Cuftom is ufed only in Barbary^ not in 
Ttarkey. When this is done, the Ma^ 
rabou turns himfelf to the South, be* 
caufe Mecca lieth that way ; then ftop« 
ping his Fingers in his Ears, he utters, 
with a loud Voice, thefe Words, LahtlU 
Lahy Mahometh rejfaul Allah ; that is, 
God is God, and Mahomet \% his Pro- 
^het. Then he turns himfelf to Qther 
Pi^rts of the Steeple, faying the fame 
Words. By his fettiog up of the Flag, 
and Outcries, the People know what 
Hour of the Night or Day it is. When 
the Marabou pf the greateft Mofque 
begins, then all the other follow. 

T H E Friday is their Sabbath, in which 
moft of them go to the Mofque, efpecially 
in the Afternoon i During their Service 
none work, and all the Shop Windows 
are ihut ; but after the Sala is ended, 
they are opened again, and every one 
applies to his Bufinefe. They ufe Beads, 
as do the Romans^ to the Number of a

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hundred, upon which many times they

EVERY Yeir they keep a Faft^ 
which they call RMrnddMn^ which emit 
tinues a whok Month $ during which 
they abflain from MorDing until t\A

drinkiliff ; hot then the Marabeu going 
iqpon the Steeple, gives tiiem, by b^ 
accnftomcd Cryings# leave to eat« This 
their Fading is fo highly eftdcmed, that 
they dare not ib much as iinoke To^ 
bacco, (uppofing that to be a Breach | 
nay, the very Corfiufs, and Pirates at 
Sea, oblerve the Ramadan : And tho tbt 
Renegadoes do not always fb ftridly 
obferve it, if they are deteded, they 
jare puniihed with a hundred or two of 
Blows upon the Soles of their Feet« 

AFTER this Faft, or loi^ Lent, fo 
well kept, they celebrate thdr Pafibvet, 
ciltod by them Bayram, whidi conti* 
sues three Days, wherein they dtftri* 
bute Alms plentifully, and frequent theit 
Mofques with great FervenCy and De» 
votion.

Mofqaes, aft Well iti CiCiei afld Sab(tti>9, 
as in the open Fields, where they live 
asRedoles, or Hermits, in Cells, to which 
thefe Barbatians bear (ti great an Efteem 
atid Reverence, that they fly to them as 
fo SandhiarieS^ how grtat a Crime fot^tt 
they have committed. 

AMONG th6ie Devotees, there are 
^me Who lead a ftrange and nnufnai 
Life, Melancholy fo ftrot^ly workhig on 
their Imagination, that quite d!ftra<d« 
Ifd, they rove thro' the Cities bare- 
footed and barelegged, hi a ra^ed Coat 
and a Staff, with which they tap, or 
gently (bike here one and there another, 
which Favour, whoever receives, ac- 
counts himfelf happy, perfnaded thereby 
their SinS are remitted. Thefe Perlbns 
are termed Saints. Thefb Rechifes pretend 
foy Incantation to ewe D^fes, and to 
work Love.

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THOSE who are troubled \?ith the 
Falling Sickoefs, are in great Efteem with 
them, becaufe Mahomet was troubled 
with this Difeale, and fliamefuUy made, 
them believe, that then God, by his . 
Aogel Gabrieli revealed to him the moft. 
fecret Myfteries of his Religion, 

THE Women have an odd Super- 
fticion when in Labour ; they (end to 
School to fetch five little Children, whereof 
four are employed to bold the Corner 
of a Cloth, in each whereof they tie a 
Hen's Egg, wherewith thefe Children prc- 
fently run along the Streets, and fing 
certain Prayers, one anfwering the other, 
In the mean while the Moors come out 
of their Houfes, with Bottles or Cruifes 
full of Water, which they throw into 
the jnidft of the Cloth ^ by which means 
they believe, the Woman who is in La- 
J)our, is luckily delivered, 

THE laft Solemnity concerns their 
Funerals, which , they perform in this 
mariner : When any dies, the next Friend 
hircth Women to lament, who flocking 
about the Corps, with ftrangc and un- 
ufual Howlings, make a Noife, and fcratch 
themfclves till the Blood follow their 
l^ails : Xhis done, the Body is inclofed 
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in a Coffin, covered with a green Cloth, 
upon which a Turbaa is fee, as, we life a 
Garland, and Co with the Head focwiatd^ 
is carried to and laid, in the Grave, hue 
attended all the way with Howling and 
wifhiog them a good Journey. At the

. THEIR Burying Places \ ar^ ] yery 
large, and lie rpund about th^ Cities, for 
they : iiiter none ^ in thdr Moiques or 
Churches a3 we ; cki, but in the ^ plaip 
Fields '^here every one,; according to bis 
Eftate, buys a Spot; of Ground, which 
•they . WfiU in and plant with Flowers. 
The Women every Friday : vifif thefe 
Monuments, carrying their: -Meat and 
Fruits, which they leave for the Poor, 
and for the Fowls, after they have tailed 
of them, believing it to be a Work of 
Charity, and a Furtherance to the Biifs 
of departed Souls. They pray for their 
Husbands and other deceafed Friends, and 
comfort them in thefe and the like Words ;

Their Sleeves reacli but to 
their Blbows, {6 th^ turning up their 
Shirt upon them, their Arms are for th& 
mod part bare or paked ; and inftead of 
Stockings, the great Men of the Court, 
and Qther People of Quality, ipmetimes 
wear iqiaU Turkey Leaci^er Buskins.

The Women arc habited ^Impft liisC 
the Men, except the Turbant, in the room 
of which they wear a fine LiDCn Cloth.

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Their Drawers are alfb much larger and 
longer than the Mens, and plaited in 
many Fol^* The Women never ftir 
abroad without a Cloth over their Faces, 
whith comes to the tipper part of their 
Mouths, with Holes for their EyeSf 
Rich Women wear very fine Pendants 
in their Ears, with Bracelets of Jewels 
on their Arms, and (ilk Garments. 
They p^idt the Ends of their jf^ingers 
blue, with an Herb called Gi^^. 
When they go along the Streets, they 
wrap themfelves in a fine Cotton Cloth^ 
of ^veral Ells in length and one in 
width. 

. ALL their OcqifibnS lie within the 
Houie, where they . have a feparate 
Apartment by themtelves, wherein hone 
but Women may vifit each other ; the 
Matter df the Houfe himlelf being exclu- 
ded to prevent JealouiV. The Womeii 
are very curious in oeautii^ing them- 
felves, according to the Cuftom of the 
Country, painting their Eye-Brows and 
Eye*Lids, and colouring their Hair, (b 
as to make it look bfack, with burnt 
Antimony. . ^

THE nftial Food of the Couattry i« 
Rice, Cufcacu, Muttoir, Veal, foifie Beef 
and Fowl. 

WHENEVER they flay a Bcaft^ 
they fay I fcUl thee in the Name of God ; 
then turning themfeives to the South, 
they cut the Throat quire thro\ like the 
Jews^ that it may bleed the more, 
elfe they count it unclean, and date not 
eat it. 

THEIR Drink, at Meals, is dear 
Water, or Water and Honey, for Wiiie 
is forbid by the Akoran. Liquid things 
they eat with long wooden Spoons, and 
hand them round the Bowl from one to 
another. 

INSTEAD of Table Cloths they 
wipe upon their Handkerchiefs, and 
never drink until they have finiihed th^ir 
Meal. 

THEIR Cups and DUhes are of Brafs, 
Earthen or Tin, for none may ule Gold 
or Silver by the Law* 

THB 
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T fl E Moors (moke very much. 
Oaming is intirely forbid by their Law. 
Sometimes they play at Cbe^ but not 
for Money. 

BATHS are much' ufed, befidei 
their frequent Wafliings enjoin'd before 
Pevotion ; fo that evfty Place almoft is 
filled with Bagnios. 

EVERY City bath alfo Free-Schools, 
for the Inftrudting of Youth to read and 
write, but no farther. The principaf 
Book they learn is the Alchoran ; which, 
when a Scholar can read well, his School- 
fellows lead him' fn his Habit along the 
Streets, and let forth his Commendation 
thro* the City ; for beyond this none 
learn. 



Of the Language of the Moors. 

I BELIEVE ther^ is no Nation in 
the World whole Language is fo cxten- 
five as the Moors ^ becauft they all fpeak 
and underftand the Arahlck, both in 
Tents, Cities, Fields and Mouhtains ; 
nay, thefe weftern ^arbary Moors are 
perfectly underftood all over the Turkijh 

B b 2 Em- 
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Empire, fo that no Language in iht 
whole World is fo univerfal : And this 
I take to be occafioned by yearly PiU 
grimages to Mecca, which keep up their^ 
Language ; lb that the Turks, Moors of 
Tunis, Tripoli, Algier, and thofe of 
Sallee, and all over this Empire, under* 
(land one anothet perfe(l):ly well. 

I SHOULD' have fpoke Of theit 
Coin, Duties, and the manner how they 
keep their Accounts, in the Article of 
Trade ; but fince I omitted it there I 
ihall mention it hefe. 



Of their Com. 

THE Coins of Barbary are of thtee 
Sorts ; the firft, and that of jthe loweft 
Denomination, is a Fiuce, or finall piece 
of Copper Coin, about the bigneis of our 
Farthing, or fomethii^ lefs : Twenty of 
them make a Blanquil, or two Peiice 
Sterling. 

A BLANC^UIL is a fmall piece of 
Silver, Value two Pence ; but iot want 
of beiDg milled is liable to be clipped by 
the Jews : and the Moors never go 
without a fmall pair of Scales in their 

3 Pockets 
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Pockets to weigh them^ and all that are 
sot Weight, will not pals, but mud be 
melted, by which the Jews likewife get 
confiderably ; for they are Coiners and 
Melters in this Country. It is alfb a 
great Trade with the Jews to exchange 
jood Money for bad, I mean heavy for 
light ; for which, befides the Weight, the 
Jews receive a confiderable Premium. 
A Stranger is fure to be cheated in the 
Money of this Country, for the Moors 
will not take a Blanquil if it be cracked, 
or light ; and the Money being fb very 
thin, apd liable to be cracked and clippedi 
makes it very troublefbm both in mar- 
keting, and paying or receiving any con- 
fiderable Sum : for generally great Pay* 
ments are made in this fmall Money, 
Gold being very icarce, apd alfo kept up. 
During the Siege of Gibraltar^ x\iz Moors 
and Jews were fo cunning they wonder- 
fully lowered the Price of our Moydores, 
aniT raifed their Silver ; and whenever 
9ur Fleet, or Tranfports, or Men of War, 
we^e victualling among them, they did 
the fame, impofing bad Money upon the 
unwary Seamen, by which they got con*, 
fiderably to exchange it again. Whcn^wc 
were at Mequinez,^ we could get forty 
five Ounces for a Moydore and Be tbank'd : 
four Biaoquils make an Ounce 4, but. upoo 

B b 3 the 
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the S^ea-Coaft at Tangier and TetuaUy 
they wcmld give but thirty feven Ounces^ 
tho at other times ir is generally forty 
five. Beiides Fluces and Blanauils, they 
have Ducats of Gold, piu^h refemblit^ 
thple of fiftngary ; they ^e worth nine 
Sbiilipgs $terling : Three Gold Ducats 
^e worth a Moydore, apd &te generally 
fo changed* 

MERCHANTS Accoupts are kept in 
Ounces, ten of which make a Ducat Ac- 
cowjt. 

BUT ip Payments to tlje Gpvem- 
menc for Cold Ducats, they will take 
xxo lefs than feventeen and 4 half for a 
Gold Ducat. 

THESE three laft Ounces and Dur 
eats are imaginary.

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THE Charadlcr of the late Empo- 
ror Muky Abdelmeleck. 

H E was a Prince very temperate and 
fober, jtJtie..,JB.everlc of Muley T)ahebby. 
He ijrank nothing but Water, apd 
was a ftrica Oblerver of the Law of 
Mahomet. He was reputed to be a brave 
Soldier : but withal 16 fuperftitioufly re- 
ligious, that he would not iight a Battle on 
their Sunday or a Saint's Day, tho his 
Empire depended upon it. He was alio 
fiiid to be very rcligioufly cruel, which his 
Flatterers caiiM executing Qods Juftice. 
He had got the Empire by . the Cow- 
ardice, Folly, and Drunkennefs of his 
Brother ; and loft it again, as we have 
been informed from the publick Accounts, 
by one impolitick Declaration, which 
I mentioned in the beginning of thi^ 
Journal : The Obfervation I then made 
upon it having been verifyM by the Con- 
fequencct even fince the Sheet in which I 
mention'd it was printed o^^ I b^ leave 
to repeat it here. After the Battle which 
Muley Abdelmeleck fought in the Moroccoes^ 
with Muley Ally^ the Emperor's Brother^ 
by the fame Mother, and in which he was" 
Conqueror, he oridered no Quarter ihould 
be given to the Negroes ; and publickly 

declared^ 
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declared, that if ever he ihpuld afcend 
the Throne, he would never permit any 
of them to be near his Perfoo, or in his 
Admioiflratioa. This rafh Declaration, 
which could be of no ufe to him, did 
£rom that Hour unite the whole Body of 
thole People, to a Man. aeainfl him ; 
who are allowed to be the oefl Soldiers 
in the Empire : and thefc very People 
have fince found Means, by their In- 
trigaes and Power, to dethrone jibdel- 
meleck, tho a wife and a good Prince, 
and re-inftate Muley T>ahebby, tho a 
Tyrant and a Sot. So d^mgerous and 
impolitick it is in any Prince to declare 
publickly his Averfion to any Body of 
his People. 
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
